THE predatory states composing the Marhatta 
power, have never T>een united un<ier any re- 
gular form of confederation^ or by any system of 
constitutional laws, or of established treaties, which 
can be compared to any imperial cQostitution or ge- 
neral confederation existing in Europe. A vague 
and indefinite sentiment of common interest, how-^ 
e^er, founded principally upon their common origin 
and civil and religious usages, and upon . their com- 
mon habits of conquest and deprivation, baa esta- 
blished a certain degree of union amongst them, 
from the period of their first success, throughout 
every stage of the decline of the Moghul empire; 
the same indefinite but acknowledged confederacy lias 
subsisted between the Marhattas since the entire de- 
struction of the Moghul empire, and, together with 
other causes, has enabled several of these adven- 
turers to erect states of considerable military re- • 
source and political power. 

The power of the Peishwah, however, for'many 
years past has been acknowledged by all the Mar. 
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hatta states*, and universally by all the other states 
of India, to be the constitutional representative of 
the sovereign executive authority of the Marhatta 
empire, and the principal chieftains have been con- 
jsidered ostensibfy as the subjects and officers of the 
Peishwah's government. 

The British government, therefore, has concluded 
its general treaties with the Marhattas through the 
authority of the Peishwah, and although in some of 
those engagements, individual chieftains have been 
admitted to act as guarantees, the independent right 
of the Peishwah to conclude treaties with any power 
in India, has never been denied ; nor has it ever been 
attempted to assert a claim on the part of any of the 
chieftains, to limit the independent right of the 
Peishwah to form treaties and alliances without the 
adviqe or consent of any chieftain of the Marhatta 
empire. 

On the other hand, these chieftains have exercised 
the right of concluding treaties and alliances, inde* 
pendcntly of the Peishwah's authority, and without 
his sanction or concurrence ; and the British govern- 
inent recently concluded a treaty of subsidy with 
the Guikwar, without the previous sanction of the 
Peishwah, reserving, however, all the Peishwah's 
rights in the state of the Guikwar. 

At the commencement of the war against Tippoo 
Sultaun, in the year j789. Lord Cornwallis in form- 
ing a defensive alliance with the Marhatta power 
against the power of Mysore, resorted to the 
.Peishwah's acknowledged authority as the best sccu- 

*• The Rajah of Berar does not deny the nominal suprematy 
of the Rajah of Sattarah, whose authority is represented By 
the Peishwah, nor the sovereign executive powers annexed to 
the hereditary office of Peishwah, but he claims the office of

rity 
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rity for such an alliance, and accorditrgly negotiated 
and concluded, on the 1st of June, 1790, the tres^ty 
ofPoonah with the Peishwah, without reference to 
any of the subordinate chieftains. 

In that war, the assistance which Lord CornwaHls 
derived from the Marhattas, proceeded exclusively 
from the Peishwah's authority, aided hy the feudal 
tributaries immediately subject to the state of Poo- 
nah. Neither Scindiah nor the Rajah of Berar were 
.parties to that alliance, and it is well known that 
Mahdajee Scindiah was. adverse to its principles and 
objects; and that at the close of that war, in 179^> 
•Mahdajee Scindiah moved his army towards Poonah, 
with intentions unfavourable to the British iiite- ^ 
rests. 

At the conclusion of the war, in 179^» the 
Peishwah was a party to the treaty of peace at Se- 
ringapatam, nor was any attempt m^de at that time 
to assert a claim on the part of the subordinate 
chieftains of the Marhatta empire, to be consulted in 
that important arrangement which established a new 
balance of power throughout India, by the reduc- 
tion of the power of Mysore, by the augmenta- 
tion of the British territories, and of those of the 
Nizam, and finally, of the separate hereditary terri* 
tories of the Peishwah. 

In the division, therefore, of Tippoo Sultaun's ter- 
ritory, and of hia treasure, which followed the treaty 
of Scringapatam in 1792, the Peishwah obtained a 
considerable accession of territory to his hereditary 
dominions, and a large sum of money, without the 
advice, consent, or participation of any subordinate 
chieftain of the' Marhatta empire. 

When Lord Cornwallis, in the course of the year 
1793, proposed a general defensive alliance to the 
Marhatta power and to the Nizam, his Lordship 
addressed the proposition to the Peishwah,. and re- 
ceived, as conclusive, a reply from the Peishwah 
B 2 , through. 
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through the Durbar of Pocmah, without any refe- 
rence to the subordinate chieftains. 

The policy of - considering the authority of the 
Pcishwah as the legitimate and constitutional reprc^ 
sentative of the Marhatta power was wise and just. 
It is evident that the acknowledged authority of the 
Peishwah furnished the most secure basis of an ami*- 
cable alliance between the British government in 
India and th6 Marhatta power, and at the same time 
afforded the most just and effectual means of con- 
troling the predatory spirit of the subordinate chief- 
tainsj and of checking any disposition which might 
arise amongst them of a tendency adverse to the 
British interests, or to. tjie general tranquillity of 
India. 

Some of these chieftains, however, appear to 
have considered the alliance between the British 
government and the Peishwah to be adverse to their 
interests; and although its tendency at all times 
has been rather to secure than to disturb the feuda* ' 
tory Marhatta states in the possession of their sepa- 
rate territories and distinct rights, their characteristie 
spirit of habitual rapacity and lawless ajtibition, has 
inclined them to view with jealousy an alliance, the 
vigour and efficiency of which must always have op- 
posed obstacles to any invasion of the legitimafte au« 
thority of the Peishwah. 

During the period of time which elapsed betvecen 
the conclusion of the peace of Seringapatam, in 
1792, ami the commencement of Lord Wellesley's^ 
administration in India, in May 1798, the rapacity' 
and ambition of Dowlut Rao Scindiah*, had im- 
paired

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paired the authority of the Peishvi^ab to such a de- 
gree, as to have frustrated every benefit which Lord , 
Cornwallis intended to^ccure to the British interests^ 
by the alliance witb the Peishwah. 

Dowlut Rao Scindiah had absolutely usurped the 
government of Poonah, and had established himself 
in the vicinity ofthat cSity with a powerful army, the 
regular infantry and artillery of which had been dis- 
ciplined, and were then commanded principally by 
French officers. , 

When Lord Wellesley, at the close of the year 
1798, required the Peishwah, in consequence of 
Tippod Sultaun's aggression, to fulfil the conditions 
of the subsisting defensive alliance against Mysoi^, the 
justiceof that demand was deemed irresistable, even hf 
the perverse counsels of Poon^h, under the undue in- 
6\xendii of Dowlut Rao Scmdiah. The Peishwah'a 
ministers, therefore, ostensibly ticquieseed in the de- 
mand, and that experienced statesman. Nana Fur- 
navels, v\^bo was then verging to the close of his ca- 
reer, would certainly have fulfilled the conditions of 
the alliance,' had not the wisdom of his advice beea 
overborne by the violence of Dowlut Rao Scindiah. 

Under this overbearing influence, notwithstanding 
the acquiescence ^f the court of Poonah in the jus- 
tice and necessity of the war against Tippoo Sultaun 
in 1798, and notwithstanding the Peishwah's decla- 
ration of his intention to co-operate in that war ac- 
cording to the terms of the subsisting alHance, the 
Marbattas not only afforded no assistance to the Bri- 
tish government in the prosecution of the war, which 
terminated on the fourth of May 1799, but actually 
maintained a secret and treacherous correspondence

with 
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.^ith Tippoo' Sultaun and his ministers and ofHcers 
down to the period of the fall of Seringapatam ; and 
even after that memorable event, tjie emissaries of 
the Marhatta government (under the domination of 
Scindiah, who then governed the Durbar of Poonah,) 
attempted to excite the family, and remaining officers 
of the deceased Sultaun, to resist the settlement of 
Mysore. 

Notwithstanding the entire failure of the Peishwah 
in discharging the obligations of public faith to the 
•British government under the alliance concladed by 
Lord Cornwallis with the Marhatta power, Lord 
Wellesley, in dividing Tippoo Sultaun's dominions 
in the year 1799, offered a considerable share of ter- 
ritory to the Peishwah. The Governor General 
however annexed to this liberal grant, conditions cal- 
culated to revive the alliance with the Peishwah on 
a secure basis. The Peishwah therefore was induced 
by Dow)ut Rao Scindiah to rejecS: the profferred grant ; 
and consequently the territory which had been des- 
*tined for the Mahrattas, was divided between the re- 
maining allies, the Nizam and the British govern- 
ment. 

Propositfons of the most amicable nature wera at 
the same time offered to Dowlut Rao Scindiah, but 
when it is recollected that the most efficient part of 
his military power was under the command and in* 
fliience of French adventurers, his rejection of all 
friendly overtures from the British government may 
be traced to other causes, in addition to that spirit of 
usurpation and plunder which urged him to seize 
the government of Poonah, to prohibit the Peishwah 
from cementing the ties of amity with his Highnesses 
antient ally the company, and even to compel that 
unfortunate prince to violate his pubHc faith with the 
compatiy, at the expence not only of reputation and 
honour, hilt of every interest which the Peishwah 
could be supposed to feel as a sovereign prince, tn 
. .' . the 
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tfio independence of his own authority, in the secu- 
rity of his own power, and in the extension of his 
hereditary territory and revenue. 

Previously therefore to the commencement of the 
last war in Mysore, the usurpation of a subordinate 
chieftain of the Mahratta empire, had in effedl dis- 
solved the alliance formed by 'Lord Cornwallis with 
the Marhatta power, upon the basis of the Peishwah*g 
authority ; ahd Dowlut Rao Scindiah, the chieftain^ 
by whose usurpation the allianqe between the Mar- 
hatta power atid the British government had been 
dissolved, had' effected that object by the presence of 
a powerful army formed under the command of 
French adventurers, and considerably advanced in 
discipline, military skill and science, under a system 
of which the further progress will appear in the nar- 
rative of the events of the present war. 

The destruction of the hostile power of Mysore, 
accompanied by the consolidation of our alliances 
with the court of Hyderabad, had left no antagonist 
to the British government among th^ native states in 
India, excepting the Marhatta power. 

The Marhatta states, unconnected with any Eu- 
ropean ally, could never become formidable to the 
British government, excepting in the event of an ac- 
tual union of the feudal cbiets of the empire, under 
an efficient sovereign power, or in the event of a re- 
volution, which should unite the command of the 
resources of a large portion of the Marhatta territory^ 
in the hands of an activ,e and enterprising chief. 
Such events, however to be deprecated, might have 
been encountered without apprehension by the Bri- 
tish government^ in the commanding position of its 
foreign relations, and in the vigorous condition of 
its internal resources, and concentrated strength. 

But it was obviously prudent to employ every en- 
deavour to etFect such an arrangement, as should 

preclude 
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preclude the union of the Marhatta states under any 
circumstances, which might menace interruption to 
the tranquillity of our possessions, or of those of our 
allies. With this view it appeared to be expedient 
to receive under the protection of the general defen** 
sive system, of which the foundation was laid by 
the treaty with the Nizam in 1800, such o^ 
the Marhatta states as might be disposed to enter 
into subsidiary engagements with the British govern- 
ment : on this principle a subsidiary treaty was con- 
cluded with the Guikwar in 1802, the operation of 
which attached that state to the company^ ^nd secur^. 
ed to the company a valuable and important territo- 
rial establishment in the maritime province of Guze- 
rat. The most effectual arrangement, however, for 
securing the British government against any danger> 
from the Marhatta states, appeared to be an intimato 
ailiance with the acknowledged sovereign power of 
the Marhatta empire, founded upon principles, wbjcb 
should render the British influence and military force 
the main support of that power. Such an arrange- 
ment appeared to afford the best security for preserv- 
ing a due balance between the several states, consti- 
tuting the confederacy of the Marhatta empire, as 
well as for preventing any dangerous union, or diver- 
sion of the resources of that empire. 

It has always been a principal object of the British 
government, to prevent the sovereign power of the 
Marhatta state, or the power of any great branch of 
the Marhatta empire, from passing into the hands of 
France. While the views of the government of 
France shall be directed to the establishment of its 
authority within the peninsula of Hindostan, it is ma-* 
nifestly the policy of the British government to jac- 
complish such a system of alliances with the powers 
of India, as may preclude the occurrence ot those 
internal convulsions, which would afford to France, 

the 
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l!)C roost fav6urable opportunity of effecting her am- 
bitious purpose. 

The disturbed state of the Marhatta empire, 
^ould have afforded an advantageous opportunity to 
Ibe government of France, for the successful prose- 
cution of its favorite object, of establishing a domi- 
nion within the peninsula of Htndostan, by the in- 
troduction of a military force, for the purpose df 
aiding th^ cause of one of the contending parties ; 
and the views of France would have been materially 
favoured by the strength and efficiency of Monsieur 
Perron*s force, established with a great territorial do- 
imnion extending towards the left bank of the Itiduis 
through the Punjaub*, and comprehending Agra, 
Delhi, and a. large portion of the Doab of the Jumna 
and Ganges, on the mpst vulnerable part of out 
ttorth western* frontier of Hindostan ; and holding 
the person and nominal authority of the unfortunate 
Shah Aulufn, (the deposed Moghul Emperor,) in thfc 
Tnost abject and degrading subjection-f. 

Thfe 

* PmjauBf {OT the country of the five rivers) the diuntiy 
contained between the five branches of the river Indus, from 
the tWh to the 82d degree of north latitude, and from the 70th 
to the 75th degree of east longitude- 

f The annual revenue of the countries subject to Monsieur 
Perron derived from the territorial possessions, as well as from 
ether resources, aie stated to hare amounted to om ctort and 
Airiy-Jive lacs of rupees^ or about £, 1 ,700,000 tttrhng. 

Although the regular corps in Scindiah's service were first . 
formed by Monsieur De JBoigne, it was his praftice to admit 
into the service, British as well as French officers $ but since 
fats resignation, the objeift of Monsieur Perron (who suc- 
ceeded to his authority) has been direfted to the exclusion of 
Bfittsh officers, and to the establishment of a military power, 
exclusively commanded by Frenchmen. This plan had been 
carried into eSk6t with considerable success; and Monsieur 
Perron, it is supposed, only waited the arrival of French offi- 
cers, to dismiss the whole body of British officers remaining 
in the service of Scindisih. 

Dowlut Rao Scindiah holds the appointment of Deputy t3

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The endeavours of the Governor General have 
therefore been employed for some years past, to es-' 
tablish between the Peishwah and the British govern- 
ment, such a connection, as might secure the stabi- 
lity and efficiency of the Peishwah's authority, under 
the protection of the British power, without injury to 
the rights of the feudatory chieftains of the Mar- 
batta empire. 

The efforts of the Governor General for'that pur- 
pose, were renewed at those seasons, of difficulty and 
danger, when the Peishwah's independence was con- 
troled, and when the existence of his government was 
exposed to hazard, by the violence, , rapacity, and am- 
bition . of his feudatory chieftains. Had the Peish- 
wah then assented to the moderate and salutary pro- 
positions which were offered to his acceptance, he 
coCild not have been exposed to the disastrous event 
by which (on the 25th of October 1802) he was ex^ 
pelled from Poonah, by which his authority was sub- 
verted, his person endangered, and his country and 
capital abandoned to devastation and plunder. 

Notwith tanding the frequent disappointments 
which occurred in the accomplishment of his saiu- 

of a regent or viceroy, exercising almost independent powers of 
sovereignty und^r the Great Moghul. 

The office of Vaquel ul Mutuluk being holden by the Peish^ 
wah, Scindiah in his quality ' of Deputy, administered the af- 
fairs of the nominal Moghul empire, and the fiction was carT 
ried to so great ^ length, that Monsieur Perron called his army 
the " Imperial Armyt* and himself ^. servant and subjeifi of the 
Emperor or Great Moghul. 

There is every reason to believe that the Government of 
France intended to make the unfortunate Emperor of Hindos* 
tan the main instrument of their designs in India, and to avail 
themselves of the authority of hijs Majesty's name to re-esta- 
blish their influence and power. A plan to this effect was fic* 
tuaUy submitted to the Chief Consul of France in 1801, by 
an officer who afterwards accohipanied General Decaen tp In- 
dia in 1803, A copy of this plan is now in the possession o{ 
;lie Governor General. 
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tary views, the Governor General determined in the 
month of June 1802, to renew his negotiations for 
the conclusion of an improved system of alliance with. 
the court of Poonah. The increased distractions of 
the Marhatta state, and the successes of Jeswunt Rao 
Holkar, (an illegitimate , son of the late Tuckoje^. 
Holkar,) againft the forces of Scindiab, appeared to 
constitute a crisis of affairs^ favourable to the complete 
establishment of the interests of the British power in 
the Marhatta empire, without the hazard of involv«^ 
ing it in a contest with any party. 

The danger to which Scindiah*s separate dominions 
ahd hereditary interests had been exposed by the sue- , 
«ess of Holkar, and the ruin which must have ensued 
to Scindiah's affairs, if Holkar had been able to esta- 
blish himself in the usurpation of the Peishwah's 
government, appeared to constitute sufficient mo- 
tives to counterbalance both Scindiah's jealousy of 
the British power, and his inordinate desire of usurp- 
ing the same authority at Poonah, which Holkar 
was prepared to seize. Scindiah's immediate perso- 
nal safety was endangered, anci the restoration of the 
Peishwah under the British protedion at that mo- 
ment offered the only probable means of affording 
Scindiah a respite from the violence of Holkar. On 
the other hand, Holkar being a mere adventurer, 
and his resources and power altogether precarious, 
might have been expected to relinquish without re- 
gret his pursuits of irregular ambition- and temporary 
rapine at Poonah, for the more secure and substantial 
benefit of a permanent establishment under the BKu 
tish protection. 

In the course of the discussions which ensued be- 
tween his Highness the Peishwah, and the British Re- 
sident, in consequence of the Governor General's in* 
structions of the 23d of June 1 802, the Peishwah 
manifested considerabld anxiety to contract engage- 

C 2 menls 
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Doents with the British government, bat continue4 
(Under the terror of that ascendancy which Sciodiah, 
dlt^ough absent, still continued to maintain over the 
counsels of the Peishwah, and with the habitual irre- 
solution of a Marhatta,) to withhold his consent to. 
sny admissible modification of the Governor Gene- 
ral's propositions^ until Jeswunt Rao Holkar actually 
arrived at the head of a large army, in the neigh- 
bourhood of Foonah. The combined army of the 
Peishwah and of Scindiah marched from Poonah un* 
der the command of Suddasheo Bhow, for the pur- 
pose of encountering Holka^r's force. On the 25th 
^f October i602, the two armies engaged, and on 
the same day, the Peisbwab sent his minister to the 
British Resident with a paper, desiring the establish- 
ment of a subsidiary force of six battalions of Sepoys, 
with the usual complement of artillery j>. and convey- 
ing a sunnud (or grant) for territory to the annual 
amount of twenty-five lacs of rupees, proposed to be 
ceded in perpetuity to the honourable company, 
for the payment of that force. The minister at the 
same time assured the Resident, of the Peishwab^s 
earnest desire, that a general defensive alliance should 
be concluded and carried into effect, at the earliest 
practicable period of time, between his Highness and 
the company on the principles of the treaty conclud- 
ed at Hyderabad, in the month of October 1800. No 
reason existed to warrant a doubt of the Peishwah's 
sincerity, to the extent compatible with the timidity 
of his character. His Highness might be deemed to 
be indifferent to the success of either contending 
party, and to be equally menaced by the usurpation 
of Scindiah and by that of Holkar. The approach 
of Holkar^ however, relieved Jhc Peishwah from any 
immediate fear of Scindiah, and left his Highness at, 
liberty to embrace the British protection. 

The Governor General ratified this engagement on 

the 
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the da^y on wbtdr be received it^ and signified to Che 
Peishwah, his determination to employ every effort 
of the British pqwer, for the restoration of his Higb^ 
ness's just authority. With a view to include the 
several branches of the Mafhatta empire in the pro« 
posed general alliance, the Governor General availed 
himself of this opportunity, to renew his invitation 
to Dowlut Rao Scindiab, to partake the benefits of 
the treaty proposed to be concluded with the Peish* 
wah, and accordingly directed Colonel Collins to pro- 
ceed from Futty Ghur to Scindiah's camp, for the 
purpose of proposing the terms, oh which Scindiah 
might be admitted to the benefits of the general de- 
fensive engagements, already concluded with the 
Peishwah. % 

The engagement between the combined army of 
the Peishwah and Scindiah, and that commanded by 
Holkar, terminated in the total defeat of the former, 
with considerable loss. After the action, the Peish- 
wah retired with an inconsiderable body of cavalry 
to a fortress in the vicinity of Poonah, whence he 
prosecuted his march towards the Cokan*. ^ 

The object of Holkar was to obtain possession of 
the person of bis Highness the Peishwah, and to 
compel his Highness to establish such an administra- 
tipn, as might secure Holkar's ascendancy, to the 
exclusion of Scindiah's power. In the event of the 
failure of this project, the second plan of Holkar was 
to invite to Poopah, Amrut Rao, (the adopted son of 
the late Ragobah,) to place the son of Amrut' Rao 
on the Musnud, and invest Amrut Rao with the 
office of prime minister. Holkar himself was to 
assume the general command of the troops of the 
state.

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Finding tTxat the Peishwab had effected his retreat 
to Mbar, a fort in the Cokan, situated on the river of* 
Bancoote, Holkar detached a force to Jejoory, a 
fort about thirty miles south east of Poonah, and the 
actual residence of Amrut Rao, and brought that 
chiettain to Poonah for the purpose of carrying this 
plan into execution ; and although Amrut Rao ap- 
peals to have been adverse to the arrangement, the 
afiairs of Government were, in conformity to Holkar's 
plan, conducted at Poonah under the authority of 
Amrut Rao*s name. ' 

In the mean while, the Peishwab signified to the 
Government of Bombay, that it was his Highnesses 
intention to seek refuge at that presidency, and his 
Highness actually availed himself of the offer which* 
Iiad been made to him of rhe ship Herculean, for the 
purpose of conveying him from Mhar to a strong 
tort in another part of the Cokan, named Savendroog, 
where his person was likely to be perfectly secure 
against the attempts of the rebels and usurpers. 

In the existing state of the affairs of the Marhatta 
empire, it would have been a measure of indispen- 
sible precaution to have assembled a considerable 
army of observation upon the frontier of the Marhatta 
territories, for the purpose of securing our own pro- 
vinces, and those of our allies the Nizam and the 
Rajah of Mysore, against the attack of the chiefs at 
Poonah, as well as of repelling the predatory incur- 
sion of any vagrant freebooter, whom the issue of 
the contest might compel to seek subsistence in the 
British dominions, or in those of our allies. These 
important considerations, combined with the appli- ' 
cation made to the Governor of Fort St. George, 
by the Resident at Poonah, acting under the orders 
of the Governor General, induced Lord Clivc early 
ih the month of November 1801, to assemble -a con- 
siderable 
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Btdejable force at Hurryhur *, on the north western 
frontier of Mysore, without waiting the arrival of di- 
rect instructions from the Governor General for that 
purpose* The Governor of Bombay pursued the 
satpc wise and Salutary course of vigilance and pre* 
caution, by preparing for immediate service the dis- 
posable force at that presidency. A considerable 
detachment of the subsidiary force at Hyderabad, 
was also ordered by the Resident at that court, to be 
prepared for eventual service in the field, in conform 
mity to a requisition for that purpose from the Rest* 
dent at Poonab. 

During these transactions, several conferences 
were holden at Poonah^ between the Resident Lieu^ 
tenant Colonel Close, Holkar, and Amrut Rao, in 
which both these chieftains^cxpressed their solicitude 
for the preservation of the friendship of the British

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GoTcmment, and directly and earnestly applied to 
' the Resident, for his advice and mediation in eflfbot- 
rng an accommodation with the Peishwah. About 
the same time, the Governor General also'received 
n letter from Dowlut Kao Scindiah, under datb 
-the 24th November, soliciting the continultnee of 
the friendship of the British Governmertt towards hife 
fitate, and that of the Peishwah^ and' containing k 
requeft, that the Governor General would act in 
concert with Scindiah during the existing crisis of 
affairs at Poonah. . . 

Having with difficulty obtained permission to quit 
Poonab, Lieutenant Colonel Close, the British Resi- 
dent, left that capital on the 28th of November, and 
reached Bombay on the 3d of December. The ca«- 
pital of the Marhatta entire ren>ainedin the poasefi- 
iBion of the rebels and usurpers. Towards the end of 
the month of November, the Peishwah embarked 
from Savendroog, under convoy of the Herculean^ 
and arrived at fiass^in on the i6th of December, at- 
tended by a small escort of about one hundred and 
thirty followers.. His Highness wasr immediately 
waited upbp by Lieutenant .Colonel Close, and the 
18ih of December was fixed for the day on which 
the 'Peishwah would enter on the di8cussit)n of the 
definitive treaty with the British Government.; Ac- 
cordingly, early in the morning of the I8th Decem- 
ber 1802, Lieutenant Colonel Close, attended the 
Peishwah at his Higl\Jiess's place of residence on the 
ifland of Bassein^ and submitted to his Highncss's 
consideration, a draft of the definitive treaty of alli- 
ance proposed to be concluded. ^The discussion 
lasted until sunset, by which time the Peishwah and 
his ministers agreed to the draft with some altera- 
tions which were admitted by Colonel Close. The 
treaty was signed, sealed, and delivered on the 31st 
Peccmber 1802 at Bassein, and on the 18th of 
March 1 803, the Peishwah received the counterpart 
4tf the treaty, ratified by the Governor General io 

council^ 
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council, with de'tnpnstrations of the highest satis* 
faction. 

In conformity to the plan of operations whiqh the 
Governor General had directed to be adopted for 
the restoration of the Peishwah to the musnud at 
Poonah, the whole of the subsidiary force* stationed 
with his Highness the Nizam, amounting to about* 
*368 men, marched from Hyderabad at the close of 
the month of February, and on the V,5th of March, 
reached the town of Paraindah, a station on the wes- 
tern frontier of the Nizam's dominions, situated at 
the distance of one hundred and sixteen imiles from 
Poonah. .The subsidiary, force was accompanied by 
6,000 of the ^]i^am's disciplined infantry, and 
about 9,000 cavalry, under Jcaders of approved 
valour and attachment. 

Undqr instructions from the Governor General 
' of the 2d February 1803, Lord Clive, aided by the 
judgment of X^ieutenant General Stuart, was em- 
powered to determine the time at which it might be 
proper for the British troops to advance into tht 
Marhatta territories,* and the amount of the force to 
be detached from the main army assembled on the 
frontier of Mysore tor that purpose. . 

Adverting to the importance and expediency of 
securing the early arrival of the British troops at 
Poornah, Lord Clive on the 27th February, instructed 
Lieutenant General Stuart, then present with tho 
army on the frontier of Mysore, to adopt the neces* 
sary measures for the march of the British troops 
into the Marhatta territory, leaving it to the judg- 
ment of Lieutenant General Stuart to determine 
the amount of the force necessary to be detached 
from the main body of the army. 

The command of the advanced detachment ne- 
cessarily required the united exertion of considerable

discretion; and Lord Clive was therefore of opinion) 
\htit H could not Ve confided with equal prospects of 
Advantage to any other pierson, than the Hoiioiirable 
Major General WeHcsley, whose (^xtensiye loca! 
knowledge, and personal influence atnong tbeMar- 
hatla chieftains., facquired bv h'\^ conduct in tHe 
commaDd . of Mysore; and oy his victories over 
Coondiah land other refractory chiefs; were pecn- 
ttilitirly calculated to rnsune success to the iirtrnded 
experations. Lord P^ive accordingly des'trcd, tha^ 
General WcHcsfey might be appointed to the roni- 
rnand of the advancen' detachment, undtv instruc- 
tions to be foVhisbed *to him by Lieutrnant General 
fetoiirl^ itccotding to Ihe KpiWt vf the Governor Ge- 
ncral's orders of the ad of February 1 603. 
' In conformity It those instttictions. Lieutenant 
General Stuart directed ja detachment from the main 
Jirmy assembled at Hurryhor, to be formed under 
ihe t^mlnand o( Miijdr General Welleslcy, for^ the 
purpose of advat)Cing inio the Marhatta territory. 
The detachment consisted of nne f^giment of Eu- 
ropean, and thriee regiments of native cavalry, two 
regimerits of European and si)^ battalions of native 
rntantry, Avith ai divc proportion of artillery, amount- 
hig all together to about 9707 rricn, and to this force 
iVas atldccJ 2500 of the Rjfj^rh of 'Mysore's Trorsc;* 
'•' Major General Welicslcy commenced his mardi 
from nurrj'hur on ihe Qth of March, and crossecf 
t1)cTumbi1dra riAtr on the I2thi The progrc^ of 
the firitishlrdops through the Marhatta territorieB 

• Here it tmiy he observed, that the poiwr and Tcsourccs o£ 
Mysore wliich had hitherto be«n oppt)sed to tts in every contest 
vith the niitivc states of India, wercnoit in consequence of the 
tcr.qnest of ^erinsfapatatn in 1799, applied to the aid of the 
British governnient, and alTorded essential asststanoe. By the> 
subsidiary treaty of Seringapatam conctuded in 1799, the Ra- 
jifih of My^cte is bound to co-(^erate in the most effectnafl manv 
»er with the Britisli gov«rnmetkt %toD engtig^d in {lOstiUcies. 
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jiras moat ^swcoessful. They were every wher^ re- 
ceived as frieridiSy and almost all the chiefs in the vi- 
binity of the route bf the detachment, joined with 
.their forces^ and accompanied the British, army to 
J'oonah. T^e amicable conduct of the jagheerdarj?, 
fand of tW inhabitants (arising principally from thQ 
fame whifli the British arms had acouired. iii. tHo 
bampaigiV under- Major Generi^l Wellcsley*s cprq- 
tnand against Dponqiub Watigby) contnbiit^d to 
enable our .army to perform this fcng march at a most 
iinfavourable season bf the year, without loss pr 
distress. Great merit is algo to. be ascribed to thf 
ability, temper, activity, and skill of Major General 
Welfesley in directing the system pf the supply and 
movement of the troops, in preventing plunder and 
9l( excess, and in conciliating the inhabitants of tb^ 
^istricis, through Avhich his route was directed. 

The Nkam's sul>sidiary force under Cplonel Stc- 
yenson, arrived within a short di^ancex^f Major G^ 
peral Wellesley's force at AJclooss, ^.tqiyo withift 
eight miles of the Neera river,, op. the i^thpf Aprif, 
and was the next day reinforced froin Major General 
WcUesley*8 army, by his Majesty's Scotch brigade* 
Jeswunt Rao Holkar had left roonah some tim^ 
previous to this period, and the native officer^ who 
fx>nunuaded the corps which he bad detached to the 
southward, retreated with precipitation as General 
Wellesley advanced. Qn the 1 5th of April, Rolk^ 
had reached Cbandore5 (about one hundred and 
thirty miles N- N. E. from PoonaK,) and Amrut Rao 
^one remained at Pponah with about 1500 men. 

Under these circumstances, it appeared to Major 
Ocnerai Wellesley unnecessary to advance to Poo- 
nah afl the troopj destined to effect the restora- 
tion of the Peishwah; and^as the country was much 
cxhaust^di^nd a general deficiency of forage prevaiK 
ed, <jreneral Wellesley determined to dispose of the 
' Iroop^ in such sitivations^ that the whole might pro- 

D^ cure 
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cure forage and subsistence, and might easily forni a 
junction, in case, that measure should appear to be 
advisabTe. Accordingly, General Wellesley ordered 
Colonel Stevenson to march from his position near 
Aklooss to Gardoon, to leave near that place, within 
the Nizam^s dominions, alt his Highnesses troops, 
and to place himself with the British subsidiary troops 
in a position on the Beemah river towards Poonab, 
near its junction with the Mota Mola river. 

After having completed these arrangements^ Ge- 
neral Wellesley continued his mprch towards Poonah 
by the road of Baramobty. The general had receiv- 
ed repeated intimations from Colonel Close, that 
Amrut Rao, who still remained at Poonah, intended 
to plunder and bum that city on the approach of the 
British troops, and at last Major General Wellesley 
received an urgent request from the Peishwati then 
at Bassein, to detach some of hig Highnesses troops in 
order to provide for the safety of his Highnesses 
family still remaining at Poonah. It was obvioud 
that even if General Wellesley could have prevailed 
on the officers of the Peishwah's trobps to march to- 
Poonah, the force was not of a description, or strength, 
to prevent the execution of Amrut Rao's design; 
and General Wellesley determi/ied therefore, tq move 
forward with tbe British cavalry and the Marhatta 
troops belonging to fhe Peishwah, as soon as the 
British army should arrive within the distance of a 
forced march from Poonah. In the mean time, in- 
telligence was received that Amrut Rao was still in 
the neighbourhood of Poonah on the l8th of Apri^, 
and that he had removed the Peishwah's family to the 
fortress of Saoghur, a cneasure, which was generally 
supposed to be preparatory to the destruction of the 
city. Major General Wellesley therefore marched 
on the 19th April lf03i at night, over a most rug- 
ged country, and tb&ugh a difficuk pass, (the little 
Bhoorghaut,) about forty miles to Poonah, which 

city 
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City he reached at the head of the cavalry on the ^Oth^ 
making the total distance marched by the cavaJry^ 
with Major General Wellcsley in person at their 
head^ since the niorning of the iQth (thirty-twa 
hourSj) about sixty miles. 

Amrut Rao heard of the march of the British troops 
early on the morning of the ?Otb, and, retired witk 
precipitation, leaving the city in safety. Major Ge- 
neral Wellesley and the British troops wjere weicom* 
ed, as the deliverers of the city, by the few inhabi- 
tants who remained, and those who deserted their 
habitations, and had fled to the adjoining hills dur* 
ing the usurpation \of Holkar, afforded a proof of- 
their confidence in the British government, by im- 
mediately returning to their houses, and by resuming, 
their different occupations. It is a circumstance 
equally bonourable to the British character, and ptx>- 
pitious to the British interests in thatq'uartcrof India^ 
that the first effects of the British influence in the 
Marhatta dominions, should have been displayed in 
rescuing the capital of the empire from impending 
ruin, and its inhabitants from violence and rapine. 

During the progress of these transactions, arrange- 
ments were made at Bombay for the march .of the 
I^eisbwah towards Poonah. A detachment* con^ 
sistingof his Majesty's 76th regiment (which the 
Governor General embarked from Fort William oa 
the 7th of February, and which arrived at Bombay 
on the 5th of April 1803,) five companies of his 
Majesty's 84th regiment, a proportion of artillery, 
0nd 1035 Sepoys, was formed and placed under the

command 
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cftmmsttd of Cblooel Murray of hid Maje»ty*« JMtb 
regiment, as an escort to bis HigboesSj who ieft 6a8>- 
sein, attended hy the refident, LieutonUat Cblonol 
Close, on the UJth of Ap^il 1803. ' 

On the 6th of May, the Peisbwab passed Major 
Grenerat Wellesley's camp near Poonah, and on thb 
]3th of the same month, his Highness, attended by 
bis brother Cbimnajee Appa, and by a Bumeroud 
triiin of the principal chiefs of tbo Marbtftta empire, 
proceeded towards the city of Poonah; ba?ing eo;^ 
tered his palace, bis Highness resumed his seat upon 
the musnud, and received presents ftcm bis princ}-^ 
pal servants. . 

. During the procession, the British resident^ LleUf 
tenant Colonel Close, accompanied by bis suite, pai4 
his compliments to his Highness, when a salute was 
fired by the British troops encamped in the vicinity 
^Poonab, under the command of Major General 
WeUesley; this salute was immediately answered 
from the fortress of Saoghur. 

While the procession passed the bridge leiKling 
into the city, a second salute was fired fruM tbe Brir 
tisfa campv and as the Peishwah approached tbe ptace^ 
aalutes were fired from the several posts of the Mar<* 
batta troops* At sun set salutes were fired from all 
the hill forts in tbe vicinity of Poonao. 

Whjle these transactions passed st Poonab, Dowlut 
Rao Scindiah had collected a large force at Ougeiaf 
with the professes! view of opposing Jeswut^ RisQ 
Holkar, and hating commenced his mar<ih from that 
capital towards Pooisah, crossed the.Nerbudda river 
on the 4th of February 1 803, and arrived in the w- 
einttyof fioorhanpoor on the 23d of that mqntb. 

* Ougein is Scindiab*s capital situated near the ancient city 
of Munau, the capital of the Chillingi Kitijg^s ofMaiwa. Ougein 
is about forty miles north or north'-west otlndoret Holkar's ca* 
pital. These two cities are situated in the province of Malwa, 
which is dirided between ^e Fdsbwab,^ Sciiidiab, and Holkar* 

Golonel 
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Colonel Collins, the Brit?^ resident, di^tcheil 
by the Governor General From Putty-Ghur, ^rrivcd at 
jhecamp ofDowlut Rao Scincirah on the 27th Fc^ 
bruary 1803. The advices which the Grovcrnor 
jSeneraliiad received from Colonel Collins, and frori^ 
6ther quarters, induced his Lordship to entertain sus- 
picions, that Scindiah, notwithstanding his specious 
professions, being now delivered by the interposition 
of the British power, from the immediate fear of the 
superiority of Holkar, meditated an accommodation 
with Holkar, and a confederacy with that chieftain, 
and with the Rajah of Berar, for the purpose of sub- 
verting the treaty concluded by the Britifli govern- 
ment with the Peishwah at Bkssein. This suspicion 
was , corroborated by the artifices practised at tbe 
camp of Scindiah, upon the arrival of Colonel CoHina, 
with B view of eluding the communication of the 
propositions witfi wbich Colonel Collins wi^ charged 
pndcr the authority of the Governor General. The 
iirtricacy, perverse policy, and treachery of such ad 
hitrigue, however contrary to every principle of true 
wisdom aiid justice, are habitual to the low cunning 
and caprioug jealousy of the Marhattas. Colonel 
Collins therefore on the a4th March 1803, demand- 
ed and cA>tained an audience ofDowhitRao Scio- 
Htah, for the purposed cff requiring an explanation of 
rbe Suspected intrigue, when 4hat chieftain in the 
presence of all bis principal ministers, positively as- 
sured Colonel Collins, thai he had no intention whaU 
ever io obstruct theconipktion of the arrangements con- 
duded between the Peishwah and the British Govern- 
ment, and that it was his wish to improve the friend- 
Ship then subsisting between the Peishwah, the Bri- 
fish government, and his own state. 

Notwithstanding this anticable declaration, the Go- , 
vernor General bad ?reat cause to doubt the sincerity 
of Scindiah's prSfesVions, while the increaMUg ru- 
iaours of the supposed- confederacy between that 
h.. i^ ^ ^ chieftain. 
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chieflaiDy Jeswunt Rao Holkar, and tHe Rajab of 
Berar, rendered it absolutely necessary for the Britisb 
government to bring the question of the suppoised 
confederacy to a determination, and in the event of 
the actual formation of such a confederacy, to prc^ 
pare the British government and its allies for a con- 
test with the confederated chieftains. 

Colonel Collins therefore in a conference on the 
28lh of May, communicated to Sciildiah, the repre- 
sentations which he had been directed to mtfke in 
conformity to instructions from ihe Governor Gene- 
ral under date the 5th May; by^ which Colonel Col- 
lins was desired to require the immediate return to 
Hindostan of Scindiah with his army, because Dow- 
lut Rao Scindiah possessed do right to impede the 
accomplishment of the treaty of Bassei,n, unless his 
own security, was endangered by that arrangement^ 
because the advance of his army must necessarily 
have prevented the due execution of that treaty, and 
because Scindiah (having on the 24lh of March, for- 
mally disavowed an intention of obstructing the en- 
gngcmcnts concluded between the Peishwah and the 
British government,) his mnrch to Poonah, or his 
continuance souih of the Ncrbiidda river* were in- 
compatible with that declaration, and could not be. 
reconciled lo any other policy, than a determined in- 
tention to disturb those engagements, and to re- 
establish his former usurped ascendancy in the go* 
vernmcnt of Poonah. 

Colonel Collins at the same time delivered to 
Scindiah, a copy of the treaty of Bassein : Scin-. 
diab after having considered the articles of the 
treaty declared, that \l contained 7io siipulations inju'- 
riofis to his jitst rights. In conformity to the Gover- 
nor Gcpcrars inblructions. Colonel Collins required

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Scindiah to state the nature of bis late negociationa 
witK the Rajah of Berar, and with Jeswiint Rao 
Holkar, intimating also to Scindiah^ the resolution* 
of tfce Governor General, to resist any attempt on 
tRe part of any state or power to obstruct the com- 
plete execution of the treaty of Bassein. 
. The Resident (Colonel Collins) also apprized 
Dowlttt Rao Scindiah, that, in the event of bis re- 
fusing to aflfbrd the just and reasonable explanation^ 
and assurances which the Resident demanded, and o£ 
hiscbntinuing to prosecute military operations in op- 
position to the Resident's remonstrances, the British 
Goveft*nment would be compelled to adof^t measures 
of precaution on every boundary of that chicftainV 
dominions ; the Resident ^ddcd, agreeably to the 
Governor Generafs instructions, that certain intdli'*' 
geiK6 of the accession of Dowlut Rao Scindiah to' 
any confederacy against the British povyr would 
produce tmmediate hostility on all parts of bis fron- 
tier. 

In reply, Scindiah reptatedly declared, in publig 
dorbar, that he could not afford the satisfaction de- 
manded, until a meeting should have taken place be* 
tween him and the Rajah of Berar, when the British 
Resident should be informe4 " voli^iher it would h^ 
feace or war,^* 

Is it impossible not to contrast this unprovoked 
menaoe of hostility with the temperate declaration oC 
the Governor General, intimating a conditional in- 
tentton to adopt measures of precaution on every 
boundary of Scindiah's dominions, in the event only, 
of that chieftain's conjtinuihg to prosecute military* 
operations, in opposition to the remonstrances ot the 
Resident, and refusing to aflfbrd the reasonable expla* 
nations, whipb the Resident had demanded. In the se- 
quel of the Governor General's declaration, which ad-, 
verted to the extreme case of ultimate hostility, that 
rveatual case is istated to have been contemplated by

the Governor General in the single event of $^m^k|| 
having actually acqeded to a oonf^dc^racy against the 
British poweri which act on the partof Scindiah,woul(t 
alone have constituted a positive aggression • The 
insult offered to the British Government by a refer* 
cnce of the question of peace or war to the result of i| 
oonference with the Kajah of Bcrar, who, at the head 
of a considerable army, had reached the vicinity of 
Dowhit Rao Scindiah's canop at Eidalabad, togetbev 
with the indication which Scindiah's abrupt decl^r^* 
tion, and the approaching junction of his army with 
that of the Rajah of Berar aiibrded, of a dispositioii 
on the part of those chieftains, to prosecute the sup^ 
posed objects of their confederacy, rendered it th^ 
duty of the British government to adopt without dei 
]ay, the most effectual measures for the vindicatioD 
of its dignity, and for the security of its r^hts a&4 
Interests, and those of its allies, against any attempt 
on the,part of the confederates to injure or invade 
them. The Governor General accordingly (on the 
28th of June) issued private instructions to General 
Lake at Cawnpoor to make the necessary arrange^ 
nients for assembling the ariny on the north -west 
frontier of the Company's dominions, in order to coun^ 
teract the designs of Dowlut Kao Spindiab and the 
Rajah of Berar, and ^ to derive every possible benefit 
to the British interests in the event of war. 
• On the 3d of June the Rajah of Berar arrived with^ 
ip one march of Scindiab*s camp * at Ched^ly^on.the

* It appears from the report of Mr. Stuart, a British officer, 
who was then in Scindiah's service, and afterwards quitted it 
oin the commencement of hostilities that Scindiah's force in the 
vicinity of the Nizam's frontier at this period of time (June i| 
1«0S) amounted to twentv-eight battalions of regular infantry, 
(about 17 or 16,000 mep,) and a well appointed train of aruU

Scindiah on tbe foHewing morning. From this time, 
the conduct of those chieftains afforded the strongest 
Indication of i res&IUtion on their part, to evade the 
jttst and re^ftd^abte demands of the British govern- 
ment thaft they should withdraw their armies from 
the menacing posititlfh' Which those armies bad occu- 
pied on the frontier of our ally the Nizam* Although 
Scindiah had distinctly admitted that the treaty of 
Basisein contained no stipulations injurious to his just 
rights, both chieftains continued their negociations 
with Jeswunt Rao Holkar, in order to induce hint 
to join the confederacy against th6 British govern- 
ment And its allies'; at the same time both chieftaina 
employed every endeavour to detach the court of his 
Highness the PeishWab, and that of his Highness th* 
Nizam, from their alliance with the honourable Com- 

Dapont's brigade, four battalions ; and four battaKons belong- 
ing to Beeum Sumroo. Ambajee Ingl'Ki's brigade, consisting^ 
it IS stated, of sixteen battalions, had a few days before been 
ctotached to Hindostaa. 

Scindiah's cavalry amounted to about 18,000 men, and was ^ 
encamped a short distance from his infantry at Mulkapote, at 
which place Mr. Stuart believes the army of the Rajah of Berar, 
tmotmting to 6000 infantry, 20,000 cavalry, and forty guns, 
to haw b^ at that time stationed. 

The united armies of the confederate chieftains, amounted 
therefere to 23 or 24,000 infantry,' 38,000 cavalry, and about 
210 guns, and were encamped within twenty-five or thirty miles 
of the Nizam's frontier, and of two principal passes, (the Ad<* 
jsatee smd Badowly Ghauts») leading into that Prince's terri- 
. lories.^ 

This commanding position not only afforded the confederate 
diieftains the means of menacing the tranquillity and security 
4if the Nizam's dominions, but would have enabled them, (if 
they had not been diecked by the British power,) to have com4 
menced a successful attack on the Nizam's territory as soon as 
die season should admit the commencement of military opera* 
lions ; to have penetrated to Hyderabad for the purpose of in^ 
tecrwtittg the regular order of succession to the Musiiud of 
the Dekan; and eventually to have iniraded the Company's 
provinces, and to have made those provinces the theatre of their 
rtoleaee and a^Pgres^Mi.

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gWYf by intimidatioo^ menaces and promides <ff 
ooty and aggrandisement in war against the Com- 
pany. 

The belief that those chieftains entertained designs 
hostile to the British government at the earliest sti^ges 
of the negociatioji bcitween the Resident and Dowlut 
Kao Scindiah, is supported by the information, which* 
the Governor General has from time to time re* 
ceived^ of the proceedings of that chieftain. 

In a letter from Colonel Collins, of the Qth March, 
3 803, the Resident apprized the Governor General, 
that Ambajee Inglia, one of Dowlut Rao Scindiab'a 
principal ministers, had informed one of the Rest-' 
dent's native agents, that orders had been issued to 
General Perron, directing him to place the army un- 
der his command, in a state of preparation for the 
field with the view of an eventual rupture with the 
British governments 

At that time, Ambajee Inglia was supposed to pos- 
sess the greatest influence over the mind of Scindiah, 
whose proceedings were said to be principally regu* 
latcd by the councils of that chieftain. It appeared 
highly improbable therefore, that Ambajee would 
have communicated these orders to the Rcsident'3 
agents, if they had really been issued. This circum- 
stance induced the Governor General to discredit the 
dispatch of those orders, antfto believe, that the ob- 
ject of the communication was merely to discover the 
Views and intentions- of the British government, with 
respect to Dowlut Rao Scindiah. 

The concurrent testimony of facts, and the state 
of Monsieur Per/on's military force however, which 
have subsequently been ascertained, confirm the 
information which the Resident communicated in 
the month of March, respecting the dispatch of the 
orders to General Perron, to the effect above de- 
scribed, even at that early stage oTour negociations 
with t^wlttt Rao Scindwbr Tbc conduct of Anv 

bajcc 
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bajee has diso been explained by subsequent events I 
it has appeared by undoubted evidence 4 hat Ambajee 
actually provoked Scindiah to war against the Com- 
pany^ and obtained the command in Hindostan vtrith 
the secret purpose of emancipating himself from 
Sqindiah's power. In pursuance of this, treacherous 
pc^ct, after having given the information stated, to 
Colonel Collins, Ambajee actually obtained the com- 
mand of Scindiah 's forces in Hindostan, and imme* 
diately upon his arrival at Gualior, sent proposals of 
submission to General Lake. In the true spirit of 
Marhatta faith however, a part of Ambajee*s troops 
engaged General Lake's army in the memorable bat- 
tle of Laswaree. 

On the 17th June 1803, the Governor General 
received information, that Dowkit Rao Scindiah had 
addressed letters to Ghunnee Bahadur, and Him- 
mut Bahadur, the' officers exercising the chief au- 
thority on the part of his Highness the ^eishwah in 
the province of Bundelcund, requiring them to be 
prepared to co-operate with the confederated Mar- 
lialta armies in hostile measures against the Brititli 
possessions ; and that Dhurrum Rao, the command- 
ing officer of a considerable body of horse, which 
had been dispatched by Scindiah in the month of 
April to Calpee, (a station on the right bank of the 
Jumna, contiguous, to the British territories,) had re- 
ceived orders from Scindiah to the same effect. 

On receipt of this information, the Governor Gc- 
neral deemed it proper to direct the Resident to re- 
quire Dqwlut Rao Scindiah to acknowledge or to 
disavow those orders, and accordingly, at a confe- 
rence between the Resident and Dowlut Rao Scin- 
diah holden on the lOlh July, the Resident stated 
the substance of that information to Dowlut Rao 
Scindiah, and required him to declare whether he 
had actually issued orders of the nature described. 

In reply, Dowlut Rao Scindiah assured the Resi- 
dent in the most solemn manner^ that he had never 

issued 
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issued such orders to the Peishwah*s officers in Bun-i 
delcund, or to Dhurrum Rao^^and that the latter 
.chieftain had been especially directed to respect tbo 
British territories* 

Notwithstanding the solemn disavowal by Scindiah 
of these orders, the n^any instances of insincerity 
manifested by that chieftain, the general tenor cf 
his conduct, and the authenticity of the source of 
information upon this subject, together with cir- 
cumstances which have been subsequentlyascertained; 
confirm the intelligence originally received rclativd 
to these acts of aggression on the part of Scindiah. 
The facts were communicated to the Collector of 
Allahabad by the express direction of Himmut Beba- 
dur, (one of the Peishwah's officers in Bundelcund) 
to whom the letters of Scindiah were addressed, and 
who previously transmitted proposals to the Gover- 
nor General, for the transfer of that provUice to the 
authority of the BVitish Government. 

In a letter from Colonel Collins, doted the 14tb 
of June, and received on the 6th of July, that of- 
ficer transmitted a paper of intelligence from his 
Agent at Delhi, stating that messengers from Dow- 
lut Rao Scindiah had lately come to the Rohilla 
chieftain Gholaum MahOmed Khan, who resides at 
Nadovvn, and that letters had been received by that 
chicfcain from General Perron, inviting him to pro- 
ceed with his followers towards the station of Gene- 
ral Perron's army, by the way of Saharunporc, for . 
the purpose of exciting commotions in the Jagheer 
of Rampore ; and assuring him of ample supp^t. 
both from Scindiah and General Perron ; and that 
General Perron had clandestinely addressed letters 
to the principal per-spns residing in the Jagheer of 
Rampore and other places, iirging them to em- 
ploy tBeir exertions in disturbing the tranquillity of 
the Company's possessions. This intelligence was^ 
corroborated by information repeatedly received and 
communicated to the Governor General by the Re- 
sident 
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stcleot at LncknoW) and the Agent to the Governor 
General in the ceded provinces of Oudc, of the 
preparations of Gholaum Mahomed Khan, for the 
avowed purpose of complying with the suggestions 
which he had received from Scindiah and General 
Vbrron, to excite disturbances in the district of 
Rampoor, and to disturb the tranquillity of the Vi^ 
sier's and the CompanyV dominions; and on th^ 
afith of July, copies of letters from Dowlut Rao 
Scindiah to Gholaum Mahomed Khan ^nd Bumboo 
Khan (the grandson of the late Nujib-oo-Dowlah, 
who occu{nes a territory in the vicinity of Saharun«» 
^poor) declaring the intention of Scindiah to com* 
mence a war of aggression against the British power, 
and instigating those chieftains to co-operate with 
the forces of General Perron against the British pos* 
sessions, were received by the Governor General 
from Mr. Leycester, the collector at Moradabad^ 
to whom* they bad been transmitted by Bumboo 
Khan. 

It appears from a passage in these documents^ 
that the letters of Scindiah to Gholaum Mahomed 
Khan, and Bumbbo Khan, were written subse^ 
quentJy to the march of Dowlut Rao Scindiah from 
Boorbanpore, on the 4th of May. But the dispatch 
of messengers to Gholaum Mahomed Khan, and the 
transmission of the instructions to General Perron, 
under which that officer addressed letters to the 
principal persons in Rampoor, and other places, aa , 
noticed in the preceding paragraphs, must be refer- 
red to an earlier period of time. The complete 
state of preparation in which the army of General 
Perron was actually placed, is a corrc4)orative evi- 
dence of the actual transmission of orders to that 
officer, tothe effe6l described in Colonel Collinses 
ktter of tbe 9th of March. 

These ftcts reciprocally confirm each point of tbe 
evidence of Scindiah*s hostile projects, and combined 
with information at various times communicated by 

the 
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'the Hcsidcnt with Dowlut Rao Scindiab, of the prtr^ 
ccedings of that chieftain, with the repeated intel- 
Jigcnce received of the actual formation of an hos- 
tile confederacy between Dowhit Rao Scindiah, and 
the Rajah of Berar, and Jcswiint Rao Holkar, and 
with the tenor and result of the Resident's nego- 
tiations, amount to full proof of the alledgcd design 
on the part of Scindiah and the Rajah of Ber^r, of 
subverting the alliance formed between the British 
government and his Highness the Pcishwah. 

During the actual crisis of affairs, it appeared to 
the Governor General necessary to unite the con- 
troul of all political affairs in the Dekan, connected 
with the negotiation then depending between the 
British government and the confederated chieftains^ 
and with the movement of the army, under a dis» 
tinct local authority, subject to the Governor G^ne^ 
ral in council^ but possessing full powers to conclude 
upon the spot whatever arrangements might become 
necessary, either for the final settlement of peace, or 
for the active prosecution of war. The Gover- 
nor General was of opinion, that those impor- 
tant powers could not be placed with advantage in 
any other bands than those of the general officer 
commanding the troops, destined to restore the tran* 
quillity of the Dekan ; and accordingly determined 
on the 26th of June, to vest them in Major General 
WeHcslcy, whose established influence among the 
Marhatta chiefs, and intimate knowledge, ot the 
Governor General's sentiments concerning the Bri- 
tish interests in the Marhatta empire, were particn-^ 
larly calculated to enable that officer to execute the 
srrduous trust reposed in him, with the greatest be- 
neftt to the public interests. The same powers were 
also vested in Lieutenant General Stuart, in the 
event of his assuming the immediate command of 
the forces in the Dekan, 

On the 1 8th of July, Mnjor General Wellesley 
having received these powers from the Governor 

GeneraL 
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Gfcneral, addressed a letter to the Resident, direct- 
ihg him to state to Dowlat Rao Scindrah and the 
Rajah of Berar, the anxiety with which the British 
government dcfired the preservation of peace ; and 
to observe, that the only proof which could be ac-'i 
cepted of the sincerity of the amicable profession^ 
of Scindiah and the Rajah of Berar, was the itiime'- 
diate separation and rffttgrn'of their armies From the 
frontier of the Kiza^'s territories, to their respec* 
tive capitals; in which case, General Welksley of- 
fered to withdraw the troops under his command to 
their usual stations. Should however Sdndiah and 
the Rajah of Berar be resolved to maintain their 
positions on the Nizam's frontier, the Resident was 
directed to apprize those chieftains, that be had re- 
ceived Major General Wellesley's orders to quit the 
camp of Scindiah, without delay. 

After furthet- evasive attempts, the two chieftains 
returr>ed answers on the dl«t July to General 
Wellcsley's requisition, and proposed to retire fromi 
the position which they occupied,' at the same time 
that General Wellesley should commence his march 
to the usual stations of the British Army ; this pr6* 
position however, was accompanied by a conditioa 
which furnished a curious example of the deceitful^ 
but weak policy of these Mathatta chiefs ; they add-* 
ed to a proposition spiecious in its first appeafancei 
the inadmissible and absurd condition, that 6n the 
same day on which the British troops under General 
Wellesley should reach the stations of Bombay^ Ms** 
Jras, and Serinfafakim^ ^ theMarbatta confederstes. 
would encanfip the umted armies of Scindiah and the

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Rajah of Berar ^i Boorhanpore, a' city belonging iCr 
Scindiah, and situated about fifty miles fronri the 
Nizam's frontier. 

The manner in which this proposition was con- 
veyed to General Wellesley deserves particuhir no^ 
tice. At the last conference, on the 3Jst July, be-^ 
tweeri the British Resident, Dowlut Rao Scindiah, 
and the Rajah of Berar, three successive propositions 
were offered by those chieftains, to Colonel Collins's 
acceptance. The first proposition was, that the 
74t&ted forces of Scindiah and the Rajah of Berar 
should retire to Boorhanpoore, ar)d that Major Ge- 
neral Wellesley should withdraw the British troops 
to their usual stations ; or in other words, that the 
British arn;»y should abandon the means which it pos- 
siessed- in its^, actual position, and in its- embodied 
state, of opposing a seasonable resistance to any 
hostile attempts on the part of the confederated 
chieftains, whij 6 those chieftains should retire with 
their «;?//^/^ armies to a short distance from the fron- 
tier of our afly, prepared to take advantage of the 
approaching favourable season, and of the absence 
and dispersion of the British forces. 

Tbi^ unreasonable proposition having been deci- 
dedly and instantly rejected by the Resident, the 
confederated chieftains oflferccl their second proposi- 
tion, that the Resident should appoint a day for the 
march of the respective forces pf those chieftains 
from the place of their encampment, and that the 
Resident sbpuld pledge the faith of the British go- 
vernment for the retreat of the army under Major 
General Wellesley, pn the day on which the armies 
of thd confederates should commence their march to 
"their usual stations. 

It is manifest that this .proposition afforded no 
other security for tl^e actual return of the armies 
of those chieftains tothtir usual stations, Iharj a pre- 
carious dependence c?n thoge promises whicb ther 

" had 
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had so repeatedly violated. Independently of which 
consideration, Colonel Collins was not authorised to 
pledge the faith qf the British- government to an ar- 
lan^mcnt, inconsistent vyitb the instructions which ' 
he hiid received from Major General Wellesley, and 
It soon became evident that this proposition' was 
naercly illusory on the part of the chieftains. 

Scindiah and the Rajah of Berar finally proposed 
their third propositipn, that they should by a letter 
state to Major General Wellesley, " that on the day 
on which General V/ellesley should withdraw bis 
troops from the station then occupied by the British 
army,* fkose chieftains would separate their armies^ and 
^mmence their return to their respective territories in 
Berar and the north of Hindostan^* This proposed 
modification of General Wellesley 's requisition evi- 
dently diminished the security which might have 
been derived from the previous and immediate sepa- 
ratbn and departure of tlie confederated armies* 
Sdndiah and the Rajah of Berar, however, having 
declared, that unless Major General Welleslej should 
consent to the third proposition, they could* not re- 
tire consistently with a due regard to the honour of 
their respective governments. Colonel Collins con- 
sented to refer that proposition to Major General 
Wellesley, and to remain in Scindiah's camp until 
an answer should be received, provided the letters to 
Major General Wellesley were sent to the Resident, 
for transmission bcCore the noon of the following day. 
It now appeared, that both the second and third 
propositions had been absolute evasions for the pur- 
pose of gaining time; in direct violation of the 
terms of both the second and the third propositions, 
Scindiah and the Rnjah of Berar on the 1st of 
August, ld03, transmitted letters to the Resident, 
addressed to Major General Wellesley, proposing 
(not to separate their armies, and to commence their 
return to Berar, and to the nortbern provinces of 

F 2 ' Hin- 
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Uindostan, ^^n the day on which Major Geoeiri 
Wellesley should withdraw the British army;) but 
to confimie their armies united, and instead of eom-^ 
meneing their '' march to their rhpeetive territories in 
l^erar^ and the north of Hindostan ;*' to limit their 
retreat to the neighbouring station of Boorhanporc, 
precisely, according to the terms of the first propo- 
sition, which had been fully discussed, and positively 
and instantly rejected by Colonel Collins. 

On the receipt of the Rajah of Berar's letters con* 
taining this inadmissible and insidious . proposition, 
the Resident made immediate arrangements for quit* 
ting the camp of Dowlut Rao Scindiah, and com- 
menced his march towards Aurungabad on the 3d 
of August. 

It may be useful in this plape to review in a dift. 
tinct and connected form, the leading fects of the 
late transactions, which have terminated in a disso* 
iution of the relationsf of amity between the British 
Government and the confederated chieftains, Dow-> 
lut Rao Scindiah and the Rajah of Berar. 

His Highness the Peishwah was compelled, to- 
wards the close of the year 1802, by the violence 
and usurpation of a subject * of his government, to 
abandon his capital city of Foonah ; in pursuance of 
the principles of the alliance formed with the Peish- 
wah in 1790, and revived in 179^ and 1793, and 
with a view to the establishment of the general sys* 
tem of defensive alliance, commenced with the 
Nizam by the treaties of 1798 and 1800, his High- 
ness the Peishwah solicited and obtained the aid of 
the British power for the restoration of his authority, 
and concluded engagements with the British Go- 
vernment, calculated to secure his Highness's rights 
and independence, against the designs of any foreign 
or domestic enemy* Those engagements not only

con- 
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contained do stipolation injurious to the. jifst HglutA 
of the feudatory chieftains of the Marhatta empire, 
but provided additional security for the uamolestcd 
exercise of those rights* Kefereoce to the treaty q^ 
Bassein will prove this statement. 

Dowiut Rao Scindiah distinctly expressed his coon 
currence in the propriety of the measures adopted bf 
the British Government for the restoration of the 
Peishwah's authority ; he was assured by the Resi-. 
dent in the name of the British Government, that 
the treaty of Bassein was merely of a defensive na«». 
ture ; and after having received a copy of the treaty 
of Bassein, he admitted that the treaty of fiasseia 
was not injurious to his own rights, or to those q£ 
the feudalbry chieftains ; he also, after some discusr* 
sion, admitted that the Peishwah possessed the right 
to conclude the treaty of Bassein without the con- 
' currence of the Marhatta feudatories, statiAg ipcrely: 
tbat.as guarantee * to the treaty of Salbye, he ought 
to have been consulted by the Peishwah ; £k>wlut. 
Rao Scindiah, however, persisted in soliciting the 
junction of the Rajah of Berar, with the whole body 
of his forces, for the purpose of deciding the ques- 
tion of war or peace, or in other words,.6f eventuaHy 
'employing their united power and resources, to in- 
vade the territories of the allies atad of the company^ 
and to subvert the arrangements concluded between 
the British Government and the Peishwah at Bassein. 

In conformity to Dowlut Rao Scindiah's solicita- 
tions, the Rajah of Berar commenced his march for 
the purpose of effecting the proposed junction of 
their numerous armies in a menacing position on the 

frontier 

♦ On this subjca it may be obserred, that to have rendered 
die Peishwah responsible to Scindiah for the ads of his admi- 
nistration as the acknowledged executive head of the Marhatta 
state, would have reversed the relation which subsists between 
them. The duty of a guarantee to a treaty cannot be const- 
dmd to extend to the obligauon of precluding any change in 
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frontier * of the Nizam, the ally of the British Go- 
vernment 

These measures were not adopted by those chief- 
tains with a View, nor even under a pretence of de- 
fending their own rights and interests against any ap- 
prehended design on the part of the British govern- 
tnen't or of any other state, to injure or to invade those 
rights or interests,, nor with the view of securing the 
protection or internal settlement of their own posses- 
sions in the vicinity of the Nizam's dominions. No 
such apprehensions were ever stated by either chief- 
tain. These measures were therefore avowedly con- 
certed for the express purpose of enabling those chief- 
tains to carry into effecSl their eventual resolution of 
undertaking a war of aggression against the Britisb 
government and its allies, for the purpose of usut-ping 
the authority of the Peishwah, and of destroying a 
treaty, the tendency of which the confederate chief- 
tains had not arraigned, and which the Peishwah was 
acknowledged to be competent to conclude, even by 
the direct admission of Dowlut Rao Scindiah. 

Under these and other indications of hostility on 
the part of those chieftains, the British government 
merely required that they should retire with their 

the terms of such treaty, or even its entire abrogation, provided 
the contrading parties have agreed by mutual consent to vary 
or annul it. In his capacity of guarantee to the treaty of Sal- 
bye, Scindiah is merely authorized to bring to a right under- 
standing either of the parties to that treaty which shall deviate 
from its stipulations. In that capacity, therefore, Scindiah 
does not possess any authority to prevent the cbntracting par- 
ties from concluding any additional engagements, or even from 
abrogating the treaty of Salbye by mntual consent; at all 
events, his interests and station as a member of the Marhatta 
srate, were sufficiently considered by the offer of admitting him 
to be 9 party in the defensive treaty concluded with the reiah- 
wah, or of contracting separate engagements between him and 
the British government nn the basis of that treaty.

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armies tb their usual stationSi in Berar and tbenoith 
of Hindostan, proposing that the British army in the 
Dekan, should also retire in a similar manner. 

At the moment when Dowlut Rao Scindiah, after 
being apprised of all the stipulations of the treaty of 
Bassein, acknowledged, that it contained no provi'^ 
sions injurious to the rights of the feudatory chief* 
tains, that chieftain publicly declared to the Resident, 
That the question of peace or war with the British go-^ 
vernmenty depended upon the result of a conference 
between Scindiah and the Rajah of Berar, whose ar- 
rival at the head of the whole body of his forces in 
the vicinity of 3cindiah's camp, was daily ex- 
pected. 

The hostile and insulting nature of this. declaration 
deserves particular attention. Occupying a position 
with the main body of his forces near the frontier of 
our ally, Scindiah publicly declared, in open durbar, 
to the representative of the British government, that ' 
he awaited the arrival, of the Rajah of Berar, at the 
head of a numerous army on the frontier of the domi- 
nions of our ally, for the purpose of deciding, whether 
the united arms of those confederate chieftains, should 
be employed in a war of aggression against the British 
government and its allies. 

After the declaration made by Dowlut Rao Scin^ 
diab, that *' Tlie British, government should knskv 
whether it would be peace or ivar as soon as the Rajah 
of Berar should have jotned ScindiaVs army^' every 
principle of the law of nations would have justified 
the British government in adopting any measure$ 
which might have been deemed netessary to prevent 
the intended junction between the armies of Dowlut 
Rao Scindiah and of the Rajah of Berar, It would 
have been justifiable to have employed force for the 
purpose of preventing the junction of the confederate 
armies, and of diverting the operations of their 
troops. Those objects constituted a sufficient caus^ 
of war, previously to the meeting of th^ chiefs, and

Tbat the public aod insaltiog menaee of 
war, a^inst the British Goveromant, uttaiod by 
Dowlut Rao Scindiah on the ^ftStb of May 1803^ 
was ao open avowal of an hostile spirit, and ati .ace 
of direct hostility ; and tberefbre a sufficient eaaae 
of war^ unless tkit menace had been effectually re^ 
tracted by such a movement of tbat cbieftain^s army^ 
as should have secured the British interests against 
the accomplishment of ao insolent and wanton a 
threat ; that the confederate army continued to re^ 
tain tbe^ means of commencing with advantage th# 
war which Scindiah had denounced ; that the same 
hostile spirit was manifested by various preparations 
and anyigem^ta dangerous to the British govern* 
meot and its aUies, and that these acta of aggression 
were menaced and committed^ not only without any 
cause of complaint dedocible from.lhe measures and 
proceedings of the British government or of its allies, 
but under a distinct acknowledgment of the pacific 
nature of our arrangements wi^ the Peishwah, and 
under an avowed conviction of our amicable inten* 
tioos. 

6thly. That the hostile nature of the proceedings 
4%f those chieflaios^ and their repeated violation of 
pubKciaith, preeiirded all reliance on their promises 
and professions, and rendered it the duty of the Bri« 
tbh government to require the separation and return 
of their armies to their respective territories, as the 
only security for the rights and interests of the Bri- 
tish government and its allies, against the declared 
designs of those confederated chieftains. 

Tthiy. That this requisition was accompaiited by 

G a a pro- 
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a proposal, to witlidfaw the Bridkh army fVdm its ad^ 
vanced position at Abtnednuggor in the Dekan, 
and that such a proposal was not only an incontro- 
vertible proof oi^ the just anid pacific views of the 6ri- 
tJsb government, but furnished ample security to the 
conf^erated chieftains, against the possiblity of any 
danger which could be apprehended by them, frorii 
a compliance with our requisition to separate and 
withdraw their armies. 

It waa evident therefore, that after the denial of 
this just requisition, the defence and security of our 
rights, and those of our allies, could only be maintain- 
ed by resorting to arms against Scindiah and the 
Rajah of Berar. , 

The season pressed for decision. The actual pre* 
valence of therainy monsoon in the provinces of India, 
V^bich must become the theatre of war, was highly 
favourable to our operations, and equally unpropiti- 
ous to any hostile movement of the native powers. ^ 

To have permitted the confederate chi'^ftains to rc» 
main unmolested until the close of the rains, would 
have sacrificed a principal advantage which we then 
possessed, and would have enabled and encouraged 
them to prosecute with facility and rapidity, their 
operations* against the territories of the Nizam, of 

the

- This policy would have united all the disadvan* 
tages of irresolution with therinconveniente''Df heavy 
exf>ense, and of the continuance of our iirmy at a 
remote distance from our own possessions; neither 
prudence nor honour would have ^ permitted ns to 
retreat under the menacing language and OMimand« 
ing position of the codfed^erate chieftains. We must 
therefore have maintained an advanced position in 
the Dckan, nor could we have abandoned the Nizam, 
the Peishwahj the Guikwar, the Rajah of Mysore, 
and our own subjects upon our frontier, totbesecu** 
rity of vagne professions froin a Marhatta Durban 
The threats and power of the confederates, the posi* 
• tion and force of their army, combined with the ge- 
neral tenor of their conduct and policy, absolutely re-» 
quired that our army should remainf in the vicinity of 
the confederate forces, for the preservation of our in*- • 
tercsts, of our safety, of our public faith^ and of our 
reputation. 

' Iii addition to other circumstances, the declining 
stateof the Nizam*s health, and the designs which 
the confederate chieftains were known to entertain 
with respect to the succession to the sovereign author 
rityof thcDekan, rendered it indispensrbly necessary 
that while the Marhalta army remained on the Ni- 
zam's frontier, the British trooops should occupy a 
position calculated to secure the regular order of suc- 
fcession on the Nizam's death, and to frustrate the 
attempts which the confederates might make to place 
on the Musnud of the Dekan, one of the younger

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sdns of the Nizam, -^voted to the cause of the Mar-

The same policy which dictated the conclusion of 
ibe treaties of Hyderabad iti 17^ and in ISOO, re^ 
qoired^ that the firittsb government should be pre^* 
pared to maintain the stability of its alliance with tbo 
Iprince of the Dekan, and to resist any attempt which 
might be directed to the subversion of the British iiKr 
fiuence at Hyderabad^ or to the exclusion of the l^<r 
timate heir firom the sovereign power of the Dekas. 

These considerations therefore rendered it tndis^ 
pcnsibly necessary to maintain an advanced position in 
the Dckan, while the confederates should persist in tbo . 
determination of menacing the frontier of our allies. 
If the British army had continued in an advanced 
position, leaving to the confederates the undisturbed 
possession of their resources and mcansof attsck, the 
result must have been deeply injurious, if not fatal to 
our cause, 

Aftci^ we bod sustained the expense and inconvc* 
oience of remaining ipa<5tive in the field, waiting the 
pleasure of the Marhatta Durbars for peace or war^ 
the confederate chieftains would ultimately have 
possesf^ed the opportunity of employing their com* 
bined force against our dispirited army with every 
advantage of season, with increased alacrity and 
vigour, and with the probable addition of Holkar's 
troops, of many of our present Marhatta allies^ and 
tvtn of French auxiliaries. 

The isame considerations of justice and policy 
therefore which absolutely required us to maintain our 
army in an advaheed position under the actud ug* 
grcssiott and' hostile conduct of the confederates^ 
operated \vith additional force to demand such a 
seasonable application of our military strength, as 
should aflbrd'us the full benefit of ouf actual advan^ 
tagcs, frustrate the artifices, delays, and treachery %f 

the 
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the enemy, antidpste his insulting mennce of war, 
check his pride, and chastise bis insalence. 

If we bad submitted to the insidious f>roposilion« 
of the Marbatta chiefs, if we bad retreated in the (act 
of their united ferceSy and bad withdrawn our army 
in the Dekan^, while they retained their command^ 
ing position; if we had omitted the preoautiona 
nvhtch involved additional expense on the fmntier of 
Oii^e, and in other quarters; we shouM have sob- 
mhted the honour, dignity, and interests, if not th* 
^mistence, of the British government in India, to the 
ttoert faithless, aangainary, rapacioiss, and violefrt of 
the Marbatta adventurers; we should have £xfetted 
theopinion of the native pjwers, which forms amain 
pJHarof the fabric of our empire; wesbouW fcavfe 
'descended to a public acknowledgment of the so* 
periority of the Marhatta arms in the face of all Asia'; 
and we should have been degraded by the native 
stales of Hindostan, and the Dekan, to the rank X3f k 
aecondary power in India ; of a power, secondary to 
Dowlut Rao Scindiah, whose military strength rcsta 
-upon the 6upi)ort of French adventure, enterprise, 
and sktil. 

A jx)lrcy so unworthy of Britfeb wisdom, honour, 
and tx)arfige would have subjected the tranquilUty 
and security o( Hindostan. and the Dekan, incl4iding 
all our alliances, dependencies, and possessions, to the 
will of Scindiah, and of a band of French adventu- 
rers, armed with a powerful drtillcry, in the critical 
tnomcnt of a renewal of war with Prance. 

It appeared to the Governor General >to he a more 
safe, as well as a more honourable policy, to employ 
the means which he had prepared, for the purpose of

efiectually 
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efi^laally averting the present and future projects of 
the confederatei and their French officers, than Xq 
confide the security of any part of his arduous trust 
to the professions of the Marhatta chiefs, contradicted 
by the spirit of a]l their actions, and by the uniform 
tenor of their character, disposition and views. 

G)lonel Collins therefore left Scindiah's camp on 
the 3d of August, and the British govemnnent pro^ 
ceeded to carry, into execution the plan of operations 
Vfh\cb hdd been formed for the eventual defeat of the 
Unjust and unprovoked designs of the confederate^ 
ehiedains, Dowlut Rao Scindia Snd the Rajah of 
Berar. 

The compass of these notes will not admit a ftate- 
meet of the detailed instructions issued by the Go- 
vernor General to his. Excellency the Commander in 
Chief (General Lake), and to the honourable Major 
General Wcllcsley, to the governments of Fort St. 
George and Bombay, and to the public officers at 
iFort William, relative to the preparation and era- 
ployment of the forces, and to several points connect- 
ed with the formation of a system of political arrange- 
ment with the neighbouring states and chieftains, 
cnlculdted to dimmish the power and resources of 
•the enemy, and to facilitate the success of the British 
arms, in the event of our being compelled to proceed 
to hostilities. 

Every measure was suggested and adopted, which 
the judgment of the Governor General in council 
could devise, for the successful accomplishment of 
those political arrangements, and the preparations 
-for military operations were all made with a view to 
the commencement of hostilities in every quarter of 
the possessions of the enemy, before the close of tho- 
rainy season. Although this early movement was 
likely to prove difficult to the British armies, it is well 
known that these difficuUies would be inconeiderable 

m 
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in comparison with the almost insurmountable oV 
stacles which embarrass the operations of the army of 
a native power, during the period of the rains. The 
forces frgm the armies of Port St. George and df 
Bom jay under the command of Major General WeU 
lesiey, wc;'e' already in a position to commence hosti^ 
lities in the Dekan, as soon as inteHigence should be 
recc'wtdof tb<2 ruptureof the negotiation with Scin- 
diah and the Rejah of Berar ; and arrangements had ^ 
been carried into cfFect, for the early invasion (from 
Ganjam and from Calcutta by the armies of Fort St. 
George and Bengal,) of the valuable province of Cut- 
tack in Orissa, which disjoins the British territory, 
and interropts the continuity of our dominions be- 
tween Bengal and the northern Sircars. The govern* 
Iment of Bombay was prepared to seize at the same 
time, the sea ports and territory belonging to Scin- 
kKah in Guzerat, on the extremity of the westera 
quartti* of India. By the indefatigable activity, zeal, 
-ability, and energy of General Lake, (whose personal 
exertions have surpassed all former example, and have 
'been'the main source of the success of the war in that 
Vyoarter,) the army of Bengal on the north-west fron- 
tier of Oude, was placed towards the close of the 
month of July, in a state of preparation and equip- 
ment, favorable-to the immediate attack of Monsieur 
Perron's force, as soon as authentic advices should be 
received, of the commence^nent of. hostilities in the 
Dekan. 

The arrangements adopted by the Governor Gene- 
ral during this arduous crisis of aft'aips, were directed 
to provide for a general combined attack to be made, 
nearly at the same time, on the united, army of 
Scindiah and tbe Rajah of Bcrar under their personal 
command in the Dekan, and on all their most vul- 
nerable and valuable possessions in every quarter of 
India. The plan of operations comprehended a tract 

H of 
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of coiiDtry, extending from Delhi* and the Prewdeo-* 
cies of Fort William, Fort St. George, and Bombay 
toPoonah, Hyderabad, Guzctat, and Orissa, andom- 
bnccd, together with the security and defcr\cc;©f the 
British dominions, the important objects of defeating 
the confederate chieftains in the iScld ; of establishing 
our allies, their highnesses ihe Peishwah and the Ni- 
zam in their respective legitimate governments ; of 
securing the legitimate succession to the government 
of the Dekan ; of delivering the Vinfcvtunate and 
^ged emperor Shah Allum, and the royal hoyfe of 
Timur, from misery, degradation, atid boi^dage ; 
^•nd of extirpating the last remnant of French in- 
fluence in India, by rescuing his Imperial Majesty the 
Moghul, from the hands of a despewtf* band of 
French adventurers ; and by destroying the powerful 
artillery and military resources of Monsieur Pewon^ 
and of the pVench state founded upon the ruins of 
the authority of the Moghul, and under the aiispices 
of Scindiah, on the north-west froatiw of Hifti-- 
dostan. 

The amiy under Major General Wellesley wa» dii- 
rected to the purpose of opposing the cpnfederaled 
•forc^ under the command of Scindiah and the Rajak 
of Berar. The effect of Major General Wellesley's 
success might be expected to deliver from all dangfyp 
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the NiKam, the Peisbwah, and the Company's pos* 
aeasionsin Mysore, in the westera and southern dis- 
tricts of the Pckan, and on the froijtier of Berar ; and 
to establish the governments of the Guikwar, of Poo- 
rah, and of Hyderabad. 

' By the reduction of Cuttack in Oxissa, an effectual 
blow would be struck against the Rajah of Berar's re- 
saurccs, the only maritime territory of the Mar-, 
hattas, on the edstern side of the peninsula of India, 
i^^ould be secured from all intercourse with the 
French, a valuable addition would be made to our ' 
revenue, and a strong barrier added to the frontier 
of Bengal against predatory incursion ; the inter- 
course Between Bengal and the territories of Fort 
St, George would also be protected from inter- 
iHiption. The seizure of Scindiah's ports in Guzerat 
ivould heave no possession on the sea coast of the 
^'estern side of the peninsula to the Marhattas, ex* 
ceptif^g that occupied by our allies the Peishwah and' 
tbe^Guikwar, and the confined territories „pf Angria,. 
and other piratical states, through which thecommu- 
nication with Scindiah^s territories is nearly impracti- 
c&ble. 

The operations on the north west frontier of Oude, 
under the immediate direction of General Lake, emi 
-braced a most important branch of the war ; namely, 
— First, The destruction of the power of the French 
adventurers, established on the banks of the Jumna 
under Monsieur Perron. Secondly, The extension of 
t-bc British frontier to the Jumna, with the possession 
of Agra, Delhi, and a sufHcient chain of posts on the 
right bank of the Jumna, fof the protection of the na^ 
vigation pf that river. Thirdly, The protection of 
the person of the emperor Shah Allum. Fourthly, 
The establishment of ao efficient system of alliance 
with the petty states, beyond the right bank of the 
JtiQioa irom Jeynagur to the province of Bundel- 

H 2 cund 
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cund *. Fiftbly, the annexation of Bundelcund toi 
the Company's dominions, by which .annexation grei||^ 
additional security, would be derived to the rich.pro-^i 
vince andcity of Benares, and an effectual check QpK» 
posed to whatever power might remain to the Rajah 
of Berar, or to any other Marhatta chief in that 
quarter. 

The result of this plan of operatiQns on the north 
Awest frontier of Oude, would destroy the influence of 
the French, and of the Marhatta^;, in the northera 
distrists of Hindostan, and would enable the British 
government to commence the foundation of such an 
intercourse with iheSeiks, and the tribes inhabiting 
the Punjab, and the banks of the river At lock, as 
might furnish sufficient means of frustrating any at- 
tempt of an invading enemy from the western side of 
the Indus. 

In addition to these advantages, it was highly im* 
portant to protect the person and nominal authority 
of the Mogb\jl against the designs of France. The 
person and authority of that unhappy monarch were 
treated by the Marhattas and by the French with 
the most barbarous indignity and violence, and itap-» 
peared honourable to the reputation of the British 
Bame to afford a secure, respectable, and tranquil asy-- 
lum to the fallen dignity and declining age of the 
Emperor of Hindostan. *lt was also necessary toex* 
tend the protection of the British government to bis 
Majesty's heir apparent, and to any of the royal family 
who might otherwise fall into the hands of French 
adventurers, and under the direction of French 
agents, might become a powerful aid to the cause of 
France in India. 

By the most accurate accounts which have been 
received on the subject of the forces of the enemy,

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it appears,' that towards the close of the month of 
July, the troops opposed to Major General Welles^ 
ley, under the inmiediate command ofScindiah and 
of the Rajah of Berar in the f^eid, amounted to about 
38,500 cavalry, lQ,50O. regular infantry, 500 match- 
lock men, 500 rocket men, and l@0 pieces of ord- 
nance. Two bripjades under Monsieur Dudcr^ 
naigue and Major Brownrigg, amounting to twelve 
battalions, with a large train of artillery, had been 
ordered to Hindostan, and Monsieur Polhman'sbri* 
gade had been directed to return .to Boorhanpoor, 
leaving with Scindiah onlyi eight battalions,f cpq- 
sisting of about 4500 men ; the Rajah of JBcfar'? 
infantry amounted to €000 men. These forces 
were posted at Julgong, a place at the foot* pf the 
Adjuntee Ghaut, in the Dckan ; in addition to the 
troops already stated, Scindiah had an advance4 
party of a ftw thousand horse dispersed through the 
^djuntee hills. 

The force under the immediate command of Mon- 
sieur Perron, Scindiah's general in the northern pro*- 
vinces of Hindostan, amounted to about 1 6 or j 7,000 
regular and disciplined infantry, and a welI-appointe4 
urid numerous train of artillery ; together with a 
body of irregular troops, and from J6 to 20,000 
horse, which it was also expected would be encreased 
by reinforcements of cavalry from the country of 
the Sciks, and from the Rajahs and petty chiets on 
the right bank of the Jumna river, who were tribu- 
tary to, or in alliance with Monsieur Perron. 

The head quarters of Monsieur Perron's force 
were established near Coel, in a commanding situa- 
tion on the frontier of our possessions,. and on the 
most vulnerable point of our extensive empire* 

The local situation of Scindiah's territories, and

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tfce nature of his military force in Hindostan^ \^ould 
always have constituted a serious danger to the 
British interests; Part of thosd territories ^as si- 
tuated between the Jumna and the Ganges ; they 
interrupted our line of defence in that quarter, and 
some of Scindiab's principal posts were introduced 
into the cefnter of our dominions, while the pos- 
session of Agra, Delhi, and of the right bank of the 
Jumna, enabled tha^t chieftain to command nearly 
tlie whole line of our north-western frontier. 

Formidable as the power of Scindiah might have 
proved irt the event of any accession to his strength 
fey a connection with France, or with any enemy to 
the British interest, a danger more • urgent had 
grown out of the decline of Scindiah's local autho- 
rity in Hmdostan, in the establishment of a regular 
corps of infantry, under the command of European 
officers, supported by funds derivable almost exclu- 
sively from the territorial possessions of Scindiah^ 
situated between the Jumna, Ganges, and th6 moun* 
tains of Cumaofl. 

A considerable portion of this territory was as- 
signed to Monsieur Perron, who had formed it into 
an independent state, of which Scindiah*s regular 
infantry might justly be termed the national army. 
The inhabitants of this territory considered Mon- 
sieur Perron as their immediate sovereign, while the 
troops, supported by the revenues of the country, 
regarded Monsieur Perron as the immediate execu- 
tive authority, from which the army was to receive 
orders, subsistence and pay. 

Possessed of such means. Monsieur Perron dic- 
tated with the authority of a sovereign state of su- 
perior rank, and with the vigour of efficient military 
power, to the petty states occupying the countries 
on the right bank of the Jumna, and by the terror of 
his name and arms, held in abject submission the 
Rajepoot states of Jeynagur and Joudpore, together

,wiLb the Jauts, and the state of Gohud, exkading ' 
bis influence even to Buidencund^ and to the coun- 
try occupied by the Seiks. i 

Under the influence of a succession of French ad* 
venturers, the British government must have been ex- 
posed to every intrigue of the French in India, and 
•even to the ambition and hostile spirit of the persoa 
who now rules the French nation ; nor could an in* 
•strumcnt of destruction more skilfully adapted to- 
wound the heart of the British empire in India, have 
been presented to the vindictive hand of the Chief 
Consul of France. 

This French state actually held possession of the 
.person and nominal authority of the MoghuU main^ 
tained the most efficient army of regular infantry, 
.and the most powerful artillery then existing in In- 
dia, (with the exception of his Majesty's and the 
Company's troops,) and exercised a ponsiderable in- 
fluence over the neighbouring states, from the banks 
of the Indus to the confluence of the Jumna and the 
Ganges. Under any circumstances of an intimate 
connection between Scindiah and the British, 6q« 
.vernment, even in the event of that chieftain's accefr* 
sion to the treaty of Bassein, and to the general dc- . 
fensive alliance with the Company, the Nizam, and 
the Peishwah, it is impossible to suppose, that this 
French state would have co-operated with cordiality 
in support of the British interests. 

In the event of an attack from France upon the 
British dominions in India, it could not be expected, 
that a French state, erected under *the nominal and 
ostensible auspices of Scindiah in Hindostan, w^ould 
have afforded any substantial aid to the ally of the 
British power, in a contest against France, even if 
that ally should have been disposed to have assisted 
us in stjcb' a crisis. 

. On the other hand^ no doubt existed, that, Scindiah 
vifould always receive the most zealous aid from the 

same 
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snme state in any attempt which he might tnake^ 
cithef.for the reduction of the British, or for the agi 
grandizement of the French power in India. 
•*• The safety of the British donninions in India, 
cither with reference to a contest with Scindiah, to a . 
renewal of war with France, or lo both these con*- 
♦i-ngencies, required therefore the reduction of Moo^ 
^eur Perron's power^ and it becatne the duty of the 
British Government to be prepared to assume the 
protection of its own territories, and to remove with 
-its own hand, the proximate cause of insecarity 
and alarm. 

The existence of Monsieur Perron's power was 
not, however, the cause of the present war in India ,; 
although tn the event of a continuance of the war 
iWtb FraVice, it might have proved highly dangerous 
to the British interests, and must 'have occasioned 
•disctissions with Scindiah. The causes of the war 
with Scindiah w'cre confined to the military move- 
ments, and to the hostile language and conduct of 
thatchrcf and of his allies. The destruction of Mon^ 
sieiw Perron*s force necessarily became a primary 
*obje6l'of the war, commenced on distinct grounds 
of'complaint against Scindiah. 

The forces assemblcji in difFerfent quarters of In- 
dia, for the purpose of carrying into effect the Go- 
vertior General's comprehensive plan of operations 
against the confederate Marhatta chieftains^ amount- 
ed to about 54,918 tuen, exclusive of pioneers, gun 
lascars, and persons attached to the store and ord- 
nance departments. ' 

The arnpy under the personal command of General 
Lake, consisted of three regiments of European, and 
iive regiments of I'iative cavalry, about two hundred 
European artillery, one regiment of European, and 
eleven battalions of native infantry, amounting alto- 
gether to about 10,500 men. The disposition of 
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liiis force towards the commencement of 4hc month 
of August 1803, is exhibited in the order of battle 
which is annexed to these, notes^ It is necessary, 
however, to obscfve, that of this force, his Majesty's 
8th regiment of dragoons, the 6th regiment of native 
cavalry, and the 2d brigade of native infantry had 
not yet joined th^ army. The 2d brigade and 6th 
regiment of native cavalry were at Anopsheer, and 
the 8th regiment of dragoons had ohly at this period 
received its horses from the Nawaub Vizier, and was 
not yet. prepared to move from Cawnpore. 

In addition to this force, about 3500 men were 
assembled near Allahabad for the purpose of invad- ^ 
ing the province of Bundelcund, and about 200O 
men were collected at Mirzapoor to cover the pro- 
vince and city of Benares, as well as to guard the 
passes in' that quarter. Measures * were also adopted 
for the. defence of the whole line of the frontier from 
Mirzapoor to Midnapoor. 

The troops under the immediate command of 
Major General Wellesley on the Dekan amounted to 
1 6,823 men, e.xclusive of which a force was left at 
Poonah, consisting pf a detachment of his Majesty's 
84th regiment, and 1035 Sepoys, which were deem- 
ed fully sufficient, in conjunction with such troops as 
the Peishwah himself had at Foonah« to aiibrd com- 
plete protection to his- Highness, and to repell any 
attack which might be made upon that city. 

The force assembled for the invasion of the pro- 
vince of Cuttack amounted to 521 6 men. 

It has already been stated, that the main body of 
the army of Fort St. George had been assembled at

Hurryhur on the north western frontier of Mysore, 
under the personal command of Lieutenant General 
Stuarjt. A part of this army bad been detached to 
Poonah under the command of Major General Wcl- 
lesley in the nK)nth of March 1803. Political consi* 
derations of importance, combined with advantages in 
« military point of view, had induced General Stuart, 
at the suggestion of Major Geheml Wcllesley, to 
move with the remainder towards the end of the 
mtMith of May, to Moodgul, a town situated in the 
Doab of the Kistna and Toombudra rivers, about 
fourteen marches from . Hyderabad, Thi« position 
was admirably well calculated to afibrd protection to 
the Nizam's dominions, to overawe the southern 
Marhatta Jagheerdars, and to cover the Con)pany's 
territories by enabling General Stuart to interrupt 
with more facility, the niarch of any body of troops 
that might attempt to penetrate into them. The 
force* atJMoodgul amounted to three companies of 
European artillery, one regiment of European and 
two regiments of native cavalry, three corps of 
Europiean infmtry, and five battalions of Sepoys, 
with a large train of artillery, and a proportion 
of gun lascars and pioneers, amounting to 7826 
iigbttng men. The Dewan and minister of Mysore 
with a confiderable force, encamped on the frontier 
ef Mysore in the rear of General Stuart, and by 
his position, iafibrded additional protection to that 
country.

: The 7Sd regieient and a battalion of Sepoys, were 
in GOfi8e<)uence directed, about the beginning of the 
znonth of A«guist,^^to proceed to the Carnatic, and the 
ren^inder of the army, with ttie ciception of two bat- 
talions of Sepoys, which at different periods in the 
wonth pf July were detached for the puqiose of join- 
ing the troops under tbo command ot IV^jor General, 
Wellesley, with considerable supplies of treasure, 
bullocks and grain, was left at Moodgul, under the

cormnandbf the commander in chief General Lake; 
about 5500 men were prepared to invade the pro.

city of Benares, 52 16 men were assembled for the 
invasion of the province of Cuttack, 4281 men 
were stationed as a field force in Guzcrat, l6,823 
men were under the immediate command of Ma* 
jor General Wellesley, and destined for active ope- 
rations against the confederated chieftains, xggy 
men were stationed at Hydera^^ad to ensure the tran- 
quillity of that city, and the regular succession to 
the Musnud on the contingency of the NizamV 
death, 1 598 remained at Poonah for the protection 
of that capital, and of the person of the Peisbwah; 
igOO were on their march from MoodguJ, to join 
the troops under Major General Wellesley, and 
4032 men occupied a favourable position in the 
Doab of the Kistna and Toombudra rivers, under 
the command of Major General Campbell, 

It may be proper to state, in this place, that the 
expected death of his highness the Nizam took 
place at Hyderabad, on the 6th of August 1803. 
His highnesses eldest son Mirza Secunder Jah, was 
immediately proclaimed successor to the Soubah- 
darry of the Dekan. On the 7th of August, Mirza 
Secunder 5ah took his seat on the Musnud,. to 
which he was conducted by thfe resident at Hy- 
derabad, and by Rajah Ragotim Rao, the deputy of 
his late Highnesses Prime Minifter, Azixn-ul-Omra, 
and received the congratulatory presents of all the 
principal officers of his government at Hyderabad. • 

The event of the late Nizam's death did not oc- 
casion any interruption of the public tranquillity, 
and the accession of Mirza Secunder Jah was gene- 
rally acknowledged by the younger sons of his late 

Highness, 
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# 
Highness, and by all the officers and subjects of his 
Highncss's government. 

The preservation of tranquiiiity at Hyderabad at 
that important crisis, must be ascribed principally to 
the position of the British armies under the com- 
mand of Major^ General Wellcsley and Colonel Stc- 
venscjn, and of the corps de reserve stationed at 
Moodgul, for the purpose of eventually proceeding 
to Hyderabad, if the situation of affairs at that ca«» 
pital should render such a moveiTient expedient or 
necessary for the preservation of tranquillity, and for 
securing the regular ordtir of succession on the death 
of the Nizam. 

The object of these notes m\l now be directed 
to the statement of the progress of the British arms, 
in the cdntest in which the British government of 
India has been unavoidably involved with the con- 
federate Marhatta chieftains. 

Major General Wellcsley thought it proper, to-' 
wards the close of the month of April to order Co^ 
lonel Stevenson to collect the subsidiary force and thef. 
Nizam's troops at Gardoon, and to march to thtf 
northward towards Aurungabad for the protection 
of that part of the Nizam's frontier. 

The detachment under the command of Colonel 
Stevenson*, consisted of twocompanies'of European* 
artillery, one regimentof European infantry, tworegi- 
nients of native cavalry, and six battalions of native 
infantry, with a fine train of artillery and a large body 
of the Nizam's cavalry and disciplined infantry.

With a view to thesettlemcntof thePcishwah's terri- 
tories, and to await the issue of the negotiation with 
the; confederate Marhatta chieftains, Major Gene- 
ral Wellesley marched from Poonah, with the main 
body of the forces under his command on the 4th of 
June^ and on the 14tb of the same month, encami>* 
ed at Walkee, within a short distance of Ahmcdnug- 
gur, a strong fort belonging to Dowlut Rao Scindiah 
at the distance of about eighty miles from Poonah, 
The force* under the command of Major General 
WcUcsIey amounted to one regiment of European 
?nd three regiments of native cavalry, two companies 
of European artillery, two regiments of European, 
^qd six battalions of native infantry, with a consider- 
able train of artillery, a large proportion of artillery 
lascars, and native pioneers^ and a body of ;^400 horse 
famished by the Rajah of. Mysore. The army un- 
der General Wellesley was also accompanied by an 
inconsiderable proportion of the contingent of troops 
(about 3000 horse) which the Peishwah is required 
to furnish by the treaty of Bassein. There is no 
reason however to ascribe this deficiency to any want 
pf inclination on the part of his Highness to adhere to 
the faith of his engagements with the British govcm- 
ftient. ' The Peishwah's contingent, and the Rajah 
of Mysore's cavalry occupied a position at Sargaree^

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Scindia and the Rajah of Beraron the 6th of August 
1803, but was prevented from moving by a very heavy 
fall of rain which lasted for tKree days, aijd which 
had rendered the road from' Walkee to Ahmednu|^- 
giir totally impassable. Th^ weather cleared up t/ow'- 
cver on the 7 th, and on the '8th of August^ Major 
General Wellesley commenced'liis march towards 
the fortress of Ahmednuggur, the* fortified tov^m* of 
which was, on the morning of the same day, attached 
and carried by escalade. On arriving within a short 
clistance of the fortress, three parties were immediate- 
ly formed for the purpose of assaulting the fortified 
town. The party on the left commianded by Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Harness, as brigadier of the day, con- 
sisted of two fla^k companies of his Maj^ty's 78th 
regiment, and the advanced picquets ; the centre at- 
tack was pompospd of eight companies of the 74th 
reginj'ent with some Sepoys, under the orders of Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Wallace ; and the party on the right 
was coipmandcd by Captain Vesey, who had undet 
his orders, the two flank companies of the 74th and 
the ist battalioti of the Sd regiment native infantry. 
The attack under Captain Vesey succeeded with- 
out difficulty, but the scaling ladders of the party 
on the left, under Lieutenant Colonel Harness, wcr6 
placed against a part of the wall which had no ram- 
part, and the troops were fired upon from the inside 
of the town as soon as they had reached the top of 
thciadders, without the possibility of descending into 
the town, to charge the enemy;' Colonel Harness 
finding that he could not obtain a footing on the 
y^all, drew off his party, and eptered the town at ano- 
ther point. In the mean time^ the centre attack un- 
der Lieutenant Colonel Wallace, had moved on ancj 
placed the ladders against a bastion which they car- 
ried with great ease. The enemy made some resis** 
tance in the streets, and a party of Arabs actually 
charged the grenadiers of the 78(h; they were instantfr 

K ly 
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ly repolscd, and put to flight, and the town was soon 
afterwards evacuated by the enemy, who bad suffcr- 
,td some loss. On the JOth of Ai\gqst batteries were 
.opened against the forf^which furreodered on the 1 2th 
of tbe same month. The official details of this op6-< 
raition art so complete, that it will be sufiicient to re- 
fer to the printed copy of Major General Welle;slcy*s 
dispatch of the i2th of August to the Governor Ge- 
neral, which is annexed to these notes, . 

The possession of this fprtress is of peculiar import- 
anceto the prosecution of our military operations, by 
securing the communication with Poonsb, and by 
affbrtding a depot forsupplies of provisions and militaay 
stores. Major General Wclleslcy immediately after 
the capture of the fort, proceeded to take ppasessioa 
of al} the di^ricts dependent on Abmednuggur, 
yielding «n estimated annual revenue of 6,34,000 
rupees. These districts were placed under the 
^temporary management and authority of a British 
.Officer. 

A respectabje garrison was also stationed in Ab- 
mednuggur, aijd every olbcr arrangement being coni- 
jpletcd^ McTJor Gen. Wellesley moved to the Godavery 
river, which he crossed wilb the whole of his army by 
the 24th of August. 

On the 29th pf August, Major Genera\ Wcllc^ley 
arrived at Aurungabad. Dowlut Rao Scindiah and 
the Kajah of Berar had on the 24th of August, en- 
tered tiic territories of tbe Nizi^m by the Ghaut of 
Af^junlee, with a large body of horse. They passed 
between Colonel Stevenson's corps, (which had 
moved to the eastward towards the Badowley Ghaut) 
and Avirungabad, and reached Jalnapbor, a small 
fort, the capital of a district of the same name, about 
forty miles cast from Aurur.gabad; as soon as the 
enemy beaver of Major General Wellesley 's arrival at' 
Aurnngabad, they moved to the southward and east- 
ward, with an intentipn, (as it was reported,) to cross 

the 
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Wic Godavcry, and march upon Hyderabad^; Major 
General WeHesFcy immediately marched to the banks 
of that river, and continued to move to the eastward 
along its left bank. The river, at that period *of 
time, was fordable in every part, which is a circum- 
stance that was never before known to have happened 
at that season of the year. 

This movement checked the enemy's operations to 
the -southward, and they immediately returned to 
the northward of Jalnapoor. It also aflbrded eom-> 
plete protection to two important convoys of grain 
and treasure, which bad been detached bv Lieutenane 
General Stuart from Moodgul, and of which, the last 
convoy, under Major Hill, joined Major General 
Wellesley's force on the 18th of September. 

Colonel Stevenson returned from the eastward on 
the istof Septemiber, and on the 2d, attacked and 
carried the fort of Jalnapoor. While General WeU 
lesley was engaged in covering the advance of his 
convoys, and in preventing the enemy from crossing 
the Godavery fiver, Colonel Stevenson made severu 
attempts to bring the confederates to action. He 
was successful in the night of the Qih of September in 
surprizing their camp, but the nature of the attack 
makes it impossible to know the exact amount of 
the loss which the enemy sustained on that oc- 
casion. 

During their incursion towards the Godavery river, 
the enemy's irregular horse occasioned little injury to 
the Nizam's territories, and in many places they 
were defeated by the common Peons * flatione^ 
in the different villages which they attacked. — • 
Finding that this mode warfare, was not attended with 
success, the confederate chieftains determined to 
change their plan of operations, and moved to the 
northward, near the Adjuntee pass, where they were

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joined by a deUcfament of regular iniantrj (under 
the commaml of Monsieur Polhtnan, and Monsieur 
Dupont^) consisting of sixteen battalions *, with a 
large and well equipped train of artillery. The 
whole of the enemy^s army was collected about 
Bokerdun, and between that place and Jaffierabad. 

On the 2 1 St of September, the two corps under the 
command of Major General Wellealey, apd Colonel 
Stevenson, met at Budnapoor ; and it was deter^ 
mined that the two divisions sbould move separately 
towards the enemy, and attack them on the morning 
of the 24th. The disposition which the confederates 
bad hitherto manifested to avoid an action, and the 
necessity of making a vigorous effort against their 
main force, afforded no other means of effecting these 
important objects, than the plan adopted on this oc- 
oasion by Major General Wellesley. With thia^ 
view, the other two divisions marched on the 22d, 
Colonel TStcvcnson by the western route, and Major 
General Wellesley by the eastern route round the 
hills between Bqdnapoor and Jatna. 
. ' The division under Major Gen. Wellesley marched 
to Paugy on the 22d September, and on the 23(1 to 
Naulnair, at which place intclligenqe was received 
that the combined armies of Scindiah and the Rajah 
of Berar, were encamped at the distance of about sir 
miles from the ground on which General Wellesley 
bad intended to encamp.

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tack the cnemyi instead of waiting until the momr 
ing of the 24th, for the arrival of Colonel Stevenson, 
If General Wellesley had not adopted this judicious 
and spirited resolution, the enemy would ^rpbabjy 
have harassed him during the whole day of the 23d, 
and as he could afford no other security to the bagr 
gage of his army, than the entrenchments which he 
might be enabled to construct, it must have been ex- 
posed to loss, if he had waited until the 24th ; at all 
events he would have been .obliged to leave more than 
one battalion for the protection of the baggage. By at^ 
tacking on the 23d, the.enemy would be kept in ig- 
norance respecting the position of the. baggage of our 
army : and in addition to these circumstances, there 
was every reason to believe that the enemy would 
learn that Colonel Stevenson was on his march to at- 
tack them on the 24th, in which case, it was ex- 
tremely probable that they would withdraw iheirguns 
and infantry in the course of the night of the 23d, 
in order that they might avoid the combined attack of 
the British armies on the 24th. The immediate at- 
tack of the enemy therefore was a measure of pru- 
dence as well as of courage. 

Having 'provided for the security of his baggage 
and stores, which, were left at Naulnair, under the 
protection of a battalion of Sepoys and four hundred 
men, taken from the native corps, General Wellesley 
moved on towards the army of the confederate.^^ 
which he found encamped between and along the 
course of two rivers, the Kaitna and the Juah, to- 
wards , their junction. Their line extended east and 
west along the north bank of the Kaitna river, the 
banks of which are high and rocky, and are im- 
passable for the guns, excepting at places close to the 
Villages. 

The right of the enemy, which consisted entirely 
of cavalry was posted in the vicinity of Bokerdun, and 
"extended to their line of infantry, which vyas en- 
camped 
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camped in the neighbourhood of the fortified viira^c 
of Assye. The British army had marched fourteen 
miles to Naulnair, and the distance from that place ' 
to the eneiny's camp being six miles, it was one 
o*clock in the afternoon before the British troops 
canie ixn sight of the combined army of the con- 
federates. 

' Although Major General Wellesley arrived in front 
of the right of the enemy, he determined to attack 
their left, where the guns and infantry were postqd ; 
and accordingly marched round to their left flank, 
covering the march of the column of British infantry, 
by the British cavalry in the rear, artd by the Mar- 
hatta (the Pdshwah's) and Mysore cavalry on the 
right fianki . 

The British ti-oops passed the river Kaitna at a ford 
beyond the enemy's left flank, near the village of Pc- 
pulgaon. Major General Welhesley formed the in* 
fantry in two lines with the British cavalry as a re- 
serve in a third, in an open space iJfetween the 
Kaitna and the Juah rivers whicn ruij nearly paral- 
lel. The Peishwah's and the Mysore cavalry,* oc. 
cnpied the ground beyond, or to the southward of 
the Kaitna river on the left flank of the British 
troops, and kept in check a large body of the ene- 
my's cavalry, which had followed General Wellesley 's 
route from the right of their own position. The 
first line of Major General Wellesley's infantry con- 
sisted of the advanced picquets to the right, two bat- 
talions of Sepoys, and his Majesty *s 78th regiment;

The number of British troops engaged, appears tp 
have amounted to about 1200 cavalry, European and 
native, i300 European infantry and artillery, and 
5000 sepoys, in all about 4500 men* The force of v 
Ihe enemy consisted of sixteen regular battalions of 
infantry ♦ (amounting to 10,500 men) commanded 
by European officers, a well equipped train of artil- 
lery exceeding in number one hundred guns, and 
some very large bodies. of hor»e, consisting it i$ 
stated, (and as it would appear firom a reference cq 
the statement of the forces of the confederates a$ 
they stood at the comtDencement of the month of 
August,) oF between 30 and 40,000 men. 
. The enemy commeaced a cannonade (but with 
little effect) as the British troops advanced to the 
Kaitna river, and having discovered General WeU ' 
lesley'i? intention to attack their left, changed the po- 
sition of .their iiifliiitry and guns, which no longer 
(as at first) was along the north bank of the Kaitna 
river,, but extended from that river, across to the vil- 
largc of Assye upon the Juab river which was upoi 
the right of the British army. A second line was 
formed nearly at right-angles to the rear of the ene^ 
my's first line, with its left towards the village of 
Assye, and its rear to the Juab riyer, along the bank 
of which it extended in a westerly direction from thc^ 
village of Assye. General Wellesley immediately 
attacked the enemy, and the British troops advanced 
under a wry severe fire from the enemy '^ cannon, 
the execution of which was terrible. The British 
artillery bad opened upon the enemy at the distance ^

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of four hundred yards, but General Wcllesley find- 
ing that it produced little effect on the enemy's power- 
Ibt and extensive line of infantry and guns^ and that 
his guns could not advance on account of the numt. 
berofmenand bullocks which bad been disabled/ 
ordered his artillery to be left behind, and the whole 
line to move on ; at the same time Major General 
Wellesley directed Lieutenant Colonel Maxwell, 
with the British cavalry, to take care of the right of 
the infantry as the line advanced towards the eqemy, 
•who were soon compelled (notwithsta*nding tneir tre- 
mendous cannonade), to fall back upon the second 
line in front of the Juah riven The picquets of the 
infantry and the 74th regiment, which were on the 
right of General Wellesley's first and second lines, 
suffered particularly, fi-om the fire of the guns on 
the left of the enemy's position near Assye. The 
74th regiment was so thinned by the enemy's can- 
nonade, that a body of the enemy'^ cavalry, was enp 
couraged tb charge it, at the moment when the regir 
ment was most cj^poscd to this fire, but the enemy 
Vcre charged in turn by the British cavalry, who had 
been directed to protect the right of General Welles- 
ley's lino, and who drove the enemy with great 
slaughter into the Juah river. At length, the cne^ 
lily's line, overawed by the steady advance of- the 
British troops, gave way in every direction, and the 
British cavalry, who had crossed to thj£ northward of 
the Juah river, cut in among their broken infantry, 
and charged the fugitives along the bank of the 
river with the greatest effect. General Wellesley's 
force was not equal in numbers to the duty of secur- 
ing all his advantages in the heat of the action, and 
many of the enemy's guns, which had been left in 
bis rear, were turned agaip i^pon the British troops 
by individuals, wbo having thrown themselves upoji 
the ground near the enemy's guns, h'ad been passed 
by the British line under the supposition that they 

were 
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were dead, and who availed themselves of this arti- 
fice (which is often practised by the troops compos- 
ing the armies of native powers in India), to con^ 
tinue for some time a very heavy fire. 

Some of the enemy's corps, however, went off in 
good order, and LicutenanJ Colonel Maxwell wa^ 
killed in charging wilh the British cavalry, (who had 
rccrossed the Juah river), a body of infantry whichr 
had retired, and was again formed. Some time 
elapsed before the fire which £hc enemy kept up 
from the guns which they had manned in the rear of 
the British line, could be stopped, and General Wei* 
Icsley was himself obliged to take the 78th regiment, 
and the 7th regiment native cavalry to effect this 
object. In the course of this operation the General's 
Korse was shot under him. The enemy's cavalry 
;3l80, which had been hovering round the British' 
troops^ throughout the action, still continued near 
General WeHesley's line. In a short i\tnt, however/ 
the body of the enemy's infantry which had formed 
again, and had been charged by the British cavalry, 
gave way ; and General Wcllesley, having compelled 
the parties of the enemy in the rear of the line, to 
abandon the guns which they had seized and turned 
against the British troops, the victory was decidedy 
and the enemy retreated, leaving twelve hundred 
men dead on the field of battle, the whole country 
covered with their wounded, and in the posession-of 
the British troops, ninety-eight pieces of cannon, 
seven standards, their camp equipage, a great num- 
ber of bullocks and camels, and a large quantity of 
military stores and ammunition. 

During this severe and brilliant action, the coti-' 
duct of Major General Wcllesley united a degree of 
ability, prudence, and of dauntless spirit,, seldom' 
equalled and never surjia^sed. It is imipossible to 
bestow any commeiwlation superior to the skill, mag- 
nanimity^ promptitude and judgment displayed by 

. L Major 
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Major General Wclleslcy on this memorable occa- 
sion, nor can any instance be adduced from the an- 
nals of our military glory, of more exemplary order, 
firmness, discipline, and alacrity, than was manifested 
bjr the British troops in every stage of the arduous 
Contest which preceded the splendid victory of Assy e.» 
The whole line, led by General Wclleslcy in person^ 
advanced to the charge with the greatest bravery 
and steadiness, without its guns, against a most se- 
vere and destructive fire of round and grape, until 
within a very short distance of the enemy ; whom 
the British troops compelled, (notwithstanding their 
superior numbers,) at the point of the bayonet, to 
abandon their guns, and to relinquish the field of 
battle, which Scindiah's infantry had maintained with 
inuch obstinacy for more than three hours. Several 
officers in General Wellesley's army who bj^ve served 
during the late campaigns on the Continent of Eu- 
rope; have declared, that it is no disparagement to 
the French artillery to say, that cannon were never 
better served than by the enemy at Assyc on the 23d 
of September; but notwithstanding this circum- 
stance, and the appearance of large bodies of the 
enemy's cavalry, who several times manifested a dis* 
position to charge General Wellesley's line, the Bri- 
tish troops, animated by the gallant spirit of their 
General, and emulating the noble example of his zeal 
and courage, exhibited a degree of resolution, firm- 
ness, and discipline, whicK completely overawed the 
enemy's cavalry and infantry, and forced them both 
to retire with the loss of 1200 men killed in the 
field of battle, besides a vast number of wounded 
scattered oyer the country in the vicinity of the field 
of battle. It is reported that Scindiah's principal 
minister received a wound in the action, of which he 
afterwards died, and an European officer (apparently, 
of rank) was also cut down, and afterwards found 
<iead on the field of battle. 

• the 
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The loss sustaioed by the British troops in this glo- 
rious and decisive actibn was very severe, and (as 
well as the number and description of the ordnance 
taken from the enemy) is exhibited in Major Ge- 
neral Wdleslc) -s official dispatch, which (together 
with the general orders issued by the Governor Ge- 
nrralin council, on this memorable occasion) forms 
a number in the appendix to these notes. 

Colonel Stevenson, with the corps under bis com- 
mand, joined Major General Welles|€y on the even- 
ing of the 24th, and was immediately detached in 
pursuit of the enemy. Colonel Stevenson had ex- 
pcri€«iced several impediments which prevented hifl 
joining Major General Wellesley so soon as was ex- 
pected ; but no blame can be imputed to that gallant 
officer, whose conduct has always been distinguished 
4>y the j^reatest zeal, activity, and public spirit. 

On thfe 8th of October, Major General Wellesley 
received a letter from the camp of Scindiah, signed 
fiaUajee Khoonjnr*, one of Scindiah*s ministers, re- 
questing that MajorGeneral Wellesley would .dispatch 
a British officer, together with an officer of the Sou bah 
of the Dekan, to the enemy's camp, for the purpose 
of negotiating terms of peace between the allies and 
• the confederate Marhatta chieftains. Major Ge- 
«)efal Wellesley refused to comply with the request 
of Ballajee Khoonjur: First, Because in the ppplica- 
tion of Ballajee Khoonjur, no reference was made to 
the authority cither of Dowlut Rao Scindiah, or the 
Kajah of Bcrar, and consequently, that it was not 
certain that the application proceeded from either of 
those chieftains, cither or both of whom might here- 
altcr disavow the act of Ballajee Khoonjur ; and se- 

♦ Ballajee Khoonjur was originally dispatched, by his High- 
ness the Peishwah from Bassein to Dowlut Rao Scindiah, for the 
purpose of expJuining to that chieftain the nature of the engage- 
ments concluded by the Peishwah and tlie British government, 
but -with the iiccustomed versatility and treachery of a Marhatta 
politician, Ballajee Kiioonjur has subsequently attached himself 
to the service of Scindiali.

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candlyi because the prceenco of a Brki3h ofl|c^ in 

th? enemy's caiflp.at that niot^ent would have 
tended to raise the spirits of the enemy's troops, and 
to prevent their dispersion, and would have been re- 
presented by the enemy as an attenapt on the part of 
the British government to sue for, peace; but signi* 
fled at the same time, his disposition to receive at 
the British camp, 'with every mark of honour and 
Fespect, any person, duly empowered by the direct 
authority of Dowlut Rao Scindiah, or of the Rajab 
of Berar^ to propose terms of peace to the ailied 
powers. 

The confederates having collected the remains of 
their broken army, and moved to the westward 
along the bank of the Tapt^e, probably with a view 
to proceed to the southward, by the read which 
leads by the Caserbary Ghaut and Ahmednuggur, to 
Poonah, General Wellesley determined not to de- 
scend the Adjuntee Ghaut with the division under 
his immediate command, but to remain to the south*- 
ward, and to regulate his movements by those of 
the enemy. Colonel Stevenson, however, was. di^ 
rccted to continue his route to Boorhanpoor*, and 
there can be little doubt but that the fall of that city, 
and of the strong and important hill fort of Asseerg* 
bur (which has been denominated the key of the 
Dekan,) will soon add another triumph to the British 
arms on the western side of India. 

While Major General Wellesley was employed in 
watching the movements and checking the inroads of

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Ihefttm^ of Dowkit Rao Sciddlali and ihe Kftfftb 
of Berar, iht^ chieftaiDS recdved the most severe 
blows from tbe successes of the other divieions 
of the British armies, employed in the otperations 
against the provinces of Guzerat, en the we^rn, 
and of Cuttapk on the eastern 9Adc of India. 

In conformity to the plan of operatiof^s suggested 
to the government of Bombay by Major. General 
Wellesl^, under the orders of the Goi^ernor General, 
Lieutenant Colonel Woodington, of the Bombay 
establishment, with a respectable detachment ontK 
posed of his Majesty's 86th regiment, and a propor- 
tion of European artillery and native infantry, 
marched from Baroda on the 2 1st of August, and 
encamped within two miles of the fort of fiaroach 
en the 23d. On the 24th, Lieutenant Colonel 
Woodington moved on to Bargood, and found thfe 
enemy in front of the pettah ready to receive him. 
Thcenemy was soon compelled to retreat tntdthd fort, 
and on the following morning Lieutenant Colonel 
Woodington attacked and took possession of the 
pettah, on the western face of the fort ofBaroach. 

The fort of Baroach was stormed and carried on 
the 29th of August, the day on which General Lak^ 
on the north-we$t frontier of Oude, (a direct distance 
of about six hundred miles,) attacked and compelled 
[Monsieur Perron's forces to quit the field of battle 
near Coel. 

The breach was reported to be practicable at one 
A. M. on the 29th, but Lieutenant Cdoncl Wood- 
ington was induced to delay the assault until three 
o'clock P. M* not only that he might profit by the 
aasistanee of the Fury gun-vessel and an armed bout, 
which it was expected would arrive in time to take 
their stations opposite to the fort, but that it. ap- 
peared to Colonel Woodington, that the proposed 
time for the assault was a likely hour to find the 
enemy off their guard. The vessel and the armed 
boJt, however, did not arrive in time to afford amy 

assistance. 
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&«stance.' The storming p^5% consisting of 100 
'fiUFOpeans and ^00 natives, was led by Captain 
Richardson of his Majcsty*s 86th regiment, sup- 
sported by a second party, amounting to one hun- 
dred and fifty Europeans, and two hundred and fifty 
' natives under the command of Major Cnylcr of the 
same regiment. The reserve under Captain Bethune 
, of the Bombay establishtnent, was composed of one* 
hundred Europeans and one hundred S^poy^. " 

The enemy opposed a vigorous resistance to the 
4ittack of the troops, but were soon compelled to 
•retreat, and to abandon the fort, which was com- 
•pletely carried with little loss on the part of the 
British troops. After Captain Richardson had ob- 
tained possession of |hc first gateway, Major Cuylcr 
with the supporting party, pushed on so rapidly that 
he overtook a party of Arabs before they could effect 
their escape out of the fort, and killed about two 
.hundred Jn the attack. The enemy also lost several 
horses during the attack on this party of Arabs, 
twhich was composed of cavalry and infantry. ITie 
casualties on the part of the British troops during the 
' ♦siege of Baroach were not severe, and are detailed in 
the official gazette of the 3d of October, which is 
antlexed to these notes. Together with the fort of 
Baroach, the Honourable Company obtained posses- 
sion of the district of that narne, vthich yields aa 
estimated annual revenue of elcveq lacs of rupees. 
' After the capture of Baroach, Lieutepant Colonel 
-Woodington proceeded to reduce the distridl of 
Champaneer, which was the only territory remaining 
to Scindiah'in the province of Guzerat; and after- 
wards attacked the fort of Powanghur, a strongly for- 
tified hill, with thfi town of Champaneer attached^ 
situated about twenty-five miles east of Brodera, on 
the western confines of the province of Malwa. The 
town or pettah of Champaneer was attacked and 
carried by assault with little loss on the part of the 
British troops, and the fort was summioned to sur- 
' render. 
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render. The Killabdar having refused to comply 
with the summons, preparations i^ere immediately^ 
made for the attack of the fort) which was to bs^ve-. 
been stormed on the J 7th of September, when thd 
fort capitulated and was immediately occupied by the 
British troops. The operations of the arniy of Bom* 
bay in Guzerac, were all planned and executed with 
the greatest judgment, spirit, and courage. 

It has already been stated, that a principal ol^eot 
of the Governor Generart attention was directed td 
the formation of an arrangement for thd occupation, 
of the province of Cuttack. FOr this purpose, a- 
part of the northern division of the army undec^ 
the presidency of Fort St. George, connnanded by 
Lieutenant Colonel Campbell of his Majesty^s 74th 
regiment, was ordered to be holden in readinciiS tA 
proceed on that expedition from Ganjam ; and a do* 
tacbment, consisting of two compaaies of his « Ma- 
jesty's 22d regiment, and a part of the 20tb. Bengal 
regiment, was dispatched from Fort William to rein-i 
force the troops under Lieutenant Colonel CampbelFa 
command. The whole of that force consisted of five 
hundred and seventy-three Europeans of his Majea*. 
ty's and the honourable Company's troops, M08 
sepoys, and a party of native cavalry consisting of 
sixty men. 

The Governor General had also directed a detach* 
ment consisting of five hundred Bengal native volun- 
teers to proceed by sea, under the command of Cap** 
tain Dick^ for the purpose of occupying^ the post of 
Balasore. Previously however to the departure of. 
this detachment from Fort William, intelligence was 
received, wbicb induced the Governor General to 
consider it possible that the Marhatta forces in Herat 
had been reinforxred, and that a vigorous opposition 
might be expected at the fort of Cuttack, as well a9 
during the advance of the' British troops from 
6aojain#

The total number of troops assembled fbr.the in- 
vasion of the province of Cuttack, therefore, ifmount- 
cd to 4916 men*; of this nom^ber 3041 formed 
the main detachment which was ordered to ad- 
vance from Ganjam under the command of Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Harcourt, who was appointed to 
the general command of all the forces employed 
on this service ; -five hundred men were on their way 
under Cpptain Dick to reinforce Lieutenant Colonel 
Harcourt ; five hundred and twenty-dne (including 
twenty-one artillerymen) under the command of 
Captain Morgan, .were destined to occupy Balasore ; 
854 were stationed at Jelasore ready to advance, 
whenever that movement might be deemed advisable; 
and I3ix> remained at Midnapore, to support the. 
^ troops at Balasore and Jelasore, and to afford at th.e 
same time protection to the frontier of the Company*s

On the 8th of September, the troops under the 
command of Lieutenant Colonel Campbell, com- 
menced their march from Ganjam. .On the l.lth of 
September, Lieutenant Colonel Harcourt arrived at 
Ganjam, and look the command of the troops. Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Campbell with the zeal antl spirit 
which he has manifested on so many occasions, bad 
endeavoured, notwithstanding his illness, to proceed 
with the troops from Ganjam, but had been carried 
back after one day's march, in a state which menaced 
his life for several weeks, and rendered him utterly' 
unable to move with the expedition. 

On the 14th of September the British troops, con- 
ducted by Lieutenant Colonel Harcourt, took pos- 
session of Manickpatam without any resistance on 
the (Xut of the Marhattas, who fled on the approach 
of Colonel Harcourt's force. 

From that station, Lieutenant Colonel Harcourt 
dif patched a letter to the principal Bramins of the 
pagoda of Jaggcrnaut^ encouraging them to place the 
pagoda under the protection of the British troops. 

Oq the 16th a favourable answer was received from 
the Bramins, and a deputation wassent tolhe^British 
ctimp to claim the protection which had been offered 
by Lieutenant Colonel Harcourt; and on the 18th, 
the British troops encamped at Jaggernaut, which 
was imrticdiately evacuated by the Marhatta forces. 

The inundated state of the country prevented the 
march of the British troops from Jaggernaut until 
the 24th of September. During the march from 
Jaggernaut to Cuttack, the advanced crif ps of Colo- 
nel Harcourt's division were frequently engaged with 
parties of the enemy's troops who vjcrt always repuls- 
ed with loss. JOwing however to a very heavy fall of 
rain^which had rendered the roads irnpassable,) and 
the consequeot rise of the riyers which intervene be- 
tween 
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tween Jaggernaut, and the town of Cuttack, Lieute- 
nant Colonel Harcourt's progress was much retarded, 
and the British troops did not reach Cuttack until 
the 10th of October, when the town was immedi- . 
ately taken possession of, without opposition on the 
part of the enemy. 

The detnchment under the comaK:nd of Captain 
Morgan, landed at Baiasore on the 2 1st September, 
and succeeded in the occupying that station, after 
some resistance on the part of the enemy; on the 1st 
October, Captain Morgan detached two companies 
of Sepoys towards Soorong, a post twenty miles south 
of Balasorc, which was then occupied by the enemy. 
,This detachment routed a party posted at a village 4 
short dif tance on the north side of Soorong, and be- 
ing afterwards reinforced by another company, took 
possession of Soorong on the 3d of October, without 
farther resistance. 

Lieutenant Colonel Fergusson, with the detach.* 
ment utKl^r his command; moved from Jelasore on 
the 23d September, and on the 4th of October arriv- 
ed at Balasore, without any opposition; on the 10th 
of that month, Lieutenant Colonel FcrgUvSSon march-? 
ed, from Balasore with a force* consisting of about 
8I6 men, in consequence oVbrders from the Gover- 
nor General, directing that officer to proceed to the 
southward, fa«* the purpose of forming a junction 
with thd troops lender the command of Lieutenant 
Ooionel Hatcourt at Cuttack.

With two field pieces, two galloper guns, and fifty gun lascars, 
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Cuttack afForded every assistance to the British 
troops on their march, and expressed the utmost 
satisfaction at the prospect of being soon placed ui\» 
der the protection of the British government 
. Lieutenant Colonel Harcourt had been actively 
•employed, in preparations for the seige of the fort of 
Barabutty at Cnttack. This fort is of strength, and 
has only one entrance by a narrow bridge, leading 
over a wet difch, twenty feet in depth, and varying 
in breadth according to the situation of the bastions, 
from thirty-five tp one hundred and thirty-five feet. » 
On the night of the 12th of October, a spot was 
marked out for a battery to receive a twelve pounder, 
distant about five hundred yards from the outeV gate 
of the fort. This battery was completed oh the. 
night of the 13th, and the twelve-pounder placed in 
it, together^with two howitzers and two six- pounders, 
the whole of which opened their fire on the morning 
of the 14th. By eleven o'clock in the forenoon of 
that day, mod of the defences in the south face of the 
fort, (^against which the fire was. directed^ were 
taken off, and the enemy's guns silenced; every 
thing seemed to promise success tp an asault, and 
Lieutenant Colonel Harcourt accordingly ordered 
Lieutenant Colonel CIsjton to storm the fort and to 
advance with one six-pounder, a party of artillery- 
men, two hundred Europeans from his Majesty's 22d, 
and the Madras European regiments,, and four hun- 
dred Sepoys from the 20th Bengal, and the gtb and 
19th regiments of Madras natiye infantry. The 
storming party in passing the bridge were exposed to 
a heavy, but ill directed fire of musquetry from the 
fort, and forty minutes elapsed before they succeed- 
ed in blowing open the vvickct (the remaining part of 
the gate having been strengthened with thicJc masses 
of stone); having accomplished this object; the 
storming party passed through the wicket singly, and 
although they experienced considerable ^resistance in 
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entering tfce fort and forcing two other gates, the 
British tTtK>ps were completely^ victorious, and ob- 
tained possession of the fort^ which was immediately 
abandoned by the enemy, whose loss was considef- 
ablcf In, the course of the assault, the storming 
party took four standards of colours, and manifested 
the same bravery 9nd steadiness which has distin- 
guished the conduct of the British armies in every 
quarter of India, during the progress of the present 
campaign against Dowlut Rao Scindiah and .the Ra- 
jah of Berar. By the success of the Britifli'arms in 
the province of Cuttack, the whole of that valuable 
province (which exclusive of many other important 
advantages, is indispensibly necessary to secure a free 
and uninterrupted communication between the su- 
preme government of India, and the subordinate 
presidencies of fort St. George arxd Bombay) has been 
annexed to the dominions of the honourable Com- 
pany. In consequence of the interruption of the 
comm;inication between G.mjam and Fort William 
through Cuttack, in the course of the present cam- 
paign, aftei^ the commencement of the north east 
monsoon, all correspondence between the Governor 
General, the governments of Fort St. George and 
Bombay, the honourable Major General Wellesley, 
and the Residents at Poonah and Hyderabad was 
absolutely suspended, and fhe Governor General, for 
several days, was entirely ignorant of the progress of 
cvefits in those parts of India, during a crisis of affairs, 
which, connected wiib the renewal of war with 
France, and the probability of hostilities with Hol- 
land, may be considered to be the most important 
which has ever occurred in India. ' 

The regular order of events has been interrupted 
for the purpose of bringing into one point of view, all 
the transactions connected with the military opera- 
tions against the main armies in the Dckan, under 
the personal cammand of Dowlut Rao Scindiah and 
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af the Rajah of Berar; and with the destruction of 
thfjir resources and power in the Dekan, and in the 
provinces of Guzerat on the western, and of Orissa 
on the eastern side of India. It will now be proper 
to revert to the t*ransaccions which have occurred on 
the north west frontier of Oude, and to exhibit the 
result of the operations, which were entrusted to the 
personal direction and command of his Excellency 
General Lake. 

Similar , reasons to thase which induced the Go^ 
vernor General to grant full* powers to Major Gene- 
ral Wellesley, and everttually to Lieutenant General 
Stuart, required, that a temporary authority should 
also be constitiited in the vicinity of the north-west 
frontier of Oude, with full authority to conclude 
upon the spot, whatever arrangements might become 
necessary for the purpose of accomplishing the plan 
of operations proposed by the Governor General to 
be-cafried into execution against Dowlut Rao Scin- 
diah's forces in that .(Quarter of Hindostan. This 
power could not be exercised with propriety and ad- 
vantage to the public service by any other person 
than the Commander in Chief; and the Governor 
General determined therefore to vest this important 
and' difficult trust in the hands of General Lake. 
Accordingly the Governor General, on the 27th of 
July 1803, empowered the commander in chief to 
exercise the general direction and controul of all po- 
litical negotiations connected with the operations of 
his army, and in a proclamation uiider date the 30lh 
July 18<>3, was further pleased to order and com- 
mand all civil servants and military officers, subject 
to the authority of the presidency of Fort William, 
•* to pay an immediate and prompt obedience to all 
** such requisitions or orders as they might receive 
*^ from the Commander in Chief," declaring at the 
isame time, " that such requisitions or orders would 
** be considered as full and sufficient vouchers for 
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** any* advance or disbursement of money, which such 
" requisitions or orders iLould authorize.'* 

With a view to occupy a position favourable to 
the early commencement of military operations, in 
the event of hostilities with Scindiah, the commander 
in • chief, General Lake, marched from Cawnpofe 
oo the 7th of Auj^ust, and reached the vicinity of 
Coel on the 28th of the same month. 

On the 20th of August, the Commander in Chief 
received a letter from Colonel Collins, dated camp 
near Julgong, on the 1st of August, in which that 
officer states his intention to repair to Aurungabad 
without delay, and adds, that he should have march- 
ed frohi Julgong on the morning of the 3 1st of July, 
had not the roads been rendered impassable by a 
very heavy and incess^t fall of rain since the night 
of the 30th.of July. The Commander in Chief also 
received on the 26th of August, a dispatch from the 
Governor General, dated on the l6th of Augustj 
authorising him to prosecute the most active opera- 
tions against the forces, of Spindiah, Monsieur Perron, 
and their allies, unless the commander in chief f^hould 
liave received certain intelligence of the conclusion 
of pacific engagements between Major General Wel- 
lesley and Scindiah, or should have received from 
Major General Wellesley a direct expression of his 
desire that General Lake should not prosecute hosti- 
lities. 

On the receipt of Colonel Collin&'s letter of the 
1st of August, General Lake was of opinion, that the 
fefusal of the confederated chieftains to comply with 
General Wellesley's requisition, amounted to a posi- 
tive declaration of war, and conceived himself under 
these circumstances to be authorised (by the tenor 
of the Governor General's instructions, prior to the 
dispatch of the l6th of August), to commence hosti- 
lities witliout waiting for further advices from the 
Dekan. The justice of prosecuting immediate hos- 
tilities 
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tilitiea against Scindiah and the Rajah of Berar w^5 
unquestionable, and the letters of the Governor Ge- 
. neral to those chieftains, together with the declara- 
tiops of Colonel Collins, had distinctly apprized Scin- 
diah and the Rajah of Berar, of the probable conse- 
quences of their further evasions of the just and 
reasonable propositions of the British Government, 
•* that ihej shotdd separate their armies, and relinquish 
•* their menacing position on the frontier of the Nizam*S 
•^ territories^ • 

Under these circumstances, the Commander in 
Chief, by the direct order of the Grt>vernor General 
above stated, on the 29th of Atfgust 1803, moved 
into the Marhatta territories, with the intention of 
attacking Monsieur Pcrron*s force, which had been 
assembled at a short distance from the fortress of 
Ally-Gbur. The army reached this point about 
seven o'clock in the morning of the 29lh. The 
enemy immediately struck their tents, and the whofc' 
of their cavalry drew up on the plain close to the 
Fortof Ally-Ghur. . 

Monsieur Perron's position was strong and fa- 
vourable for repelling the attack of the British army. 
His front wis compieiely covered by an extensive 
swamp, which in some parts is not fordable ; the right 
flank was protected by the fort of Ally Ghur, and his 
left derived considerable strength, from the nature 
of the ground on that side, and from the position of 
some villages which were occupied by parties of his 
troops. Monsieur Perron's force was estimated to 
amount to about fifteen thousand horse, of which 
from four to five thousand were regular cavalry. 

The Commander in Chief having determined to 
turn the Iqft fiank of Monsieur Perron's force, the 
British cavalry were formed into two lines, and. ad- 
vanced to the attack supported by the infantry in 
three and four lines, according as the confined nature 
i)ftbe ground would permit* During the advance 
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of. the cavalry, the enemy kept up a smart fire of 
matchlocks from a village which the cavalry had to 
pass, and a large column of the enemy's cavalry, 
beaded by a regular corps of horse, approached suffi- 
ciently near to enable the British cavalry to fire a few 
rounds from their galloper guns, which succeeded in 
forcing the enemy to retire. The excellent front 
displayed' by the British cavalry, and the regular and 
determined advance of the . whole army,, so com- 
pletely overawed Monsieur Perron and his troops, 
that they retired as fast as the British troops ad- 
vanced, and finally quitted the field without ventur- 
ing to risk an engagement. 

Several attempts were made to charge the enemy's 
cavalry, but the rapidity of their retreat prevented 
the possibility of eflrecting this desirable object. The 
Commander in Chief was with tlje British cavalry th^ 
whole day, and charged in person at the bead of the 
a7th dragoons. 

Although, the early retreat of Monsieur Perron's 
force prevented the Commander in Chief from bring- 
ing him to a general engagement, the operations of 
the 29th August, were attended with beneficial con- 
sequences in estabhshing the superiority of our arms 
over the power of the enemy : Monsieur Perron's re- 
putation received a powerful shock from the events 
of'that day, and the defection of several of bis con- 
federates demonstrated at once their doubt of his 
power, and their conviction of our superiority, . 

After the action, the Commander in Chief took 
possession of the town of Cocl, and the army en- 
camped to the northward of it, between the towo 
and the fort of Ally Gbur. 

This fort is of singular strength ; it is a broad ♦ 
and deep ditch, and a fine glacis^ and the country 

• Frona one hundred to two hundred feet in breadth, sni 
thirty two feet in depth, of which there are always ten ffet of 
wftter. 
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for a mile round is levelled, and completely exposed 
in every point to the fire of the fort. There is only 
one entrance, which is very intricate, and over a nar- 
row causeway, under which the enemy had com- 
menced a mine ; but had omitted to construct a 
drawbridge, and thus our troops were en^abled to 
pass the ditch on the causeway, and immediately to 
assail the body of the place. 

As soon as the army had taken up its ground near 
Coel,' General Lake sumnrioned Monsieur Pedron, 
the commander of Ally Ghur, to surrender the fort ; 
but after several unsuccessful efFofts to save the ef- 
fusion of blood, and to persua Je the garrison to eva* 
cuate the place. General Lake found himself com- 
pelled to adopt more decisive measures, and deter- 
mined to attempt to carry the fort by assault, rather 
than by the slower operations pf a regular siege. 

In conformity to this- resolution, the fort was 
stormed on the morning of the 4 th of September. 
The Honourable Lieutenant Colonel Monson com- 
manded the storming party, consisting of a detach- 
ment of artillery with two twelve- pounders, four 
companies of his Majesty's 76th regiment, the ist 
battalion 4th regiment of native infantry, four com- 
panies, of the 2d battalion 17th regiment, reinforced 
afterwards by the second battalion 4th regiment na- 
tive infantry. 

Lieutenant Colonel Monson conducted the attack 
with the utmost degree of gallantry, judgment, skill, 
aild fortitude. The troops moved down to within six 
hundred yards of the sortie of the fort about three 
o'clock A.M. There was only one passage across 
the ditch into the fort, and this road was followed by 
Lieutenant Colonel Monson. ' 

After waiting until the hour fixed for the assault', 
(half past four o'clock,) the' storming party moved 
on, (undercover of a heavy fire from the British bat- 
teries erected for the purpose^ and arrived within one 
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hundred yards of the fort, befoFC they were perceiv- 
ed ; as soon however as Colonel Monson saw that he 
was discovered, he endeavoured, by pushing on with 
the two flank companies of the 76th to enter the 
fort, along with the guard stationed outside of the 
gates, behind a strong breastwork which covered the 
entrance. The Colonel succeeded in passing the 
breastwork, but found the first gate shut. Two lad- 
ders were immediately applied, on which Major 
Macleod of the 76th regiment, with two grenadiers 
attempted to mount, but they were forced to desist 
by a most formidable row of pikemen, who menaced 
cveiy assailant with certain destruction. A twelve- 
pounder was then brought up, but some time elapsed 
before it could be placed opposite the gate,which was 
situated in an inconvenient direction, near the flank of 
a bastion. Four or five rounds were fired beforeany ef- 
fect was produced on the gate, anci during thi^ inter- 
val which lasted about twenty minutes, the storming 
party was exposed to a most severe and raking fire of 
grape and wall pieces and match-locks. Our princi- 
pal loss was sustained at this place. Colonel Mqn« 
son was wounded here by a pike, discharged, it is 
thought from a gun ; at tbi^ spot were also killed, 
the four grenadier oflficirs and the Adjutant of the 
76th regiment, with Lieutenant Turton of the 4th 
regiment native infantry. 

^s soon as the first gate was blown open, the troops 
advanced in a circular direction, (round a strong bas- 
tion of masonry, along a narrow road, and through 
two gateways, which vvere easily forced,) to a fourth 
gateway leading into the body of the place ; during 
which time, they were much annoyed by a heavy 
cross fire in every direction. It was a work of great 
difficulty before the twelve pounder could be brought 
up, and when it arrived the gate was too strongly fas- 
tened to be forced. Major Macleod, however, push- 
ed through the wicket, and entered the fort, after 
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which very little opposition ensued, and the fort ww 
completely carried. The general defence of this fort 
was very vigorous and lasted for one hour ; and oor 
loss was extremely severe. The French commandant 
Mr. Pedron was taken prisoner. As soon as the Bri^ 
tifh troops had entered the body of the place, the gar- 
rison endeavoured to escape in every direction, many* 
jumped into the ditch, others were drowned; about 
two thousand were killed, some surrendered, and were 
permitted to quit the fort by the Commander in Chief, 
who was close to the fort, observing the result of his 
bold and well planned attack. 

A large quantity of stores and ordnance was found 
in the fort, with some tumbrils of money, which the 
storming party divided on the spot. 

The fall of the fort of Ally Ghur, was attended 
with the acquisition of most of the military stores he- 
longing to the French party. This was the place of 
residence of Monsieur Perron, and it was the grand 
depot of his military stores. 

The necessary arrangements for the security of the 
fan of Ally Ghitr, and for the march of the army, 
having been completed on the 7th of September, the 
Commander in Chief moved on that day towards 
Delhi. A battalion of sepoys was left in Ally Ghur, 
and a drawbridge applied to the gateway ; the place 
may now be considered as impregnable to any native 
power. 

On the 7 th of September the Commander in Chief 
received a letter under date the 5th of September from 
Monsieur Perron, informing the Commander in 
Chief, that he had resigned the service of Dowlut 
Rao Scindiah, and requesting permission to pass with 
his family, property, and the officers of his suite 
to Lucknow, through the territory of the hono^^rable 
Conipany and of the Nawaub Vizier. Monsieur Per- 
ran also applied to the Commander in Chief for a suf^. 
ficicnt escort to be composed either of British troops, 

or 
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br his own body guard. General Lake immediately 
complied with Monsieur Perron's request, and* per- 
mitted Monsteur Perron to proceed through tbij 
British territories, attended by a British officer who 
had been appointed to meet Monsieur Perron on the 
frontier, and to conduct him to Lucknow. General 
Lake also permitted Monsieur Perron to be escorted 
by his own body guard, and provided for the reception 
of Monsieur Perron in the Company's territories^ and 
those of the Nawaub Vizier, with every mark of re- 
spect and honour. 

On the 8th of September, the army reached Koor* 
jah, a fort of some strength, about thirty miles distant 
from Ally-Ghur, which had been evacuated by the 
garrison on receiving the intelligence of the fall of 
that fortress. It is also probable that the capture of 
Ally-Ghur was one of the causes of Mr. Perron's de- 
termination to solicit the protection of the British 
government. Mr. Perron, however, stated that: his 
reason for retiring, proceeded from bis having receiv- 
ed intelligence, that his successor had been appoint^^ 
ed, and was actually on his way to take possession of 
his new charge. Mr. Perron also observed that the 
treachery and ingratitude of his Ruropcan officers 
convinced him, that further resistance to the British 
arms was useless. 

About this period, the Commander in Chief re- 
ceived intelligence of the surrender to the enemy of 
a* detachment of five companies of sepoys with one 
gun, under the command of Lieutenant Colonel Co- 
ningham at Shekoabad. This small body of troops 
was attacked on the 2d of September, by a numerous 
detachment of cavalry under the command of a 
Frenchman, named Fleury, and succeeded in com* 
pelling the enemy to retreat ; but being again attack- 
ed on the 4th of September by the same superior 
force, and having trearly expended its ammunition, the 
party of British troops capitulated to the enemy. 

On 
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On receipt of this intelligence, the Commander id 
Chief immediately detached one regiment of Euro- 
pean and two regiments of native cavalry under Co- 
lonel Macan to join Colonel Vandeleur, who was in 
the neighbourhood of Futty-Ghur, with the 8th regi- 
ment light dragoons', and a detachment of infantry 
with a convoy for the army. The 2d brigade of in- 
fantry under Colonel Clarke v/as also ordered to rein- 
force Colonel Vandelcur*s detachment, but before 
these two parties could arrive at the place of their 
destination, the enemy recrossed the Jumna with 
great precipitation, and afterwards dispersed- Colo- 
nel Macan's detachment reached the fortof Firozca-^ 
bad on the 7th of September, which the enemy im- 
mediately abandoned, leaving behind them nine guns, 
and several of the enemy's troops, who had been 
wounded in the late affair of Shekoabad. This is 
the only predatory incursion which the enemy has 
attempted upon the Company's frontiers. 

The army under General Lake reached Secundra 
on the gth of September. On the morning of the 
10th, the Commander in Chief made a short march 
to the west of Secundra, and on the 11th, a march 
of eighteen miles beyond Soorajepoor. .During the 
iriarcby intelligence was received, that Monsieur 
Louis Bourquien had crossed the Jumna, in the night, 
with sixteen battalions of regular infantry, six thou- 
sand cavalry, and^ a considerable train of ordnance^ 
for the purpose of attacking the pommander in 
Chief. 

The British army reached its ground of encamp- 
ment near the Jchna Nullah (about six miles from 
Delhi) at eleven o'clock. The troops were much 
fatigued with the length of the march, and the heat 
of the weather, and the tents were scarcely pitched, 
-when the enemy appeared in such force in front, as 
to oblige the grand guard and advanced picquets to 
turn out. The number of the enemy continuing to 
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encrease, the Commander in Chief proceeded in per- 
son to reconnoitre them with the whole of the cavalry 
(three regiments), and found the enemy drawn up 
on rising ground, in order of battle, and in full force. 
Their position was strong, each flank being covered 
by a swafnp, beyond which was posted the cavalry. 
Their numerous artillery covered their front, which 
was further protected by a line of intrenchments ; 
their front was the only direction in which the enemy 
could be attacked. As the British cavalry approach- 
ed, the enemy began a very heavy cannonade. 

As soon as the Commander in Chief had recon- 
noitred the enemy's position, orders were sent to 
camp for the infantry ^nd artillery to join the cavalry. 
The line was ordered to fall in without delay, and 
move to the front by columns of grand divisions 
from each battalion. The camp was left standing, 
the advanced picquets encreascd by a part of the 
17th regiment native infantry, were brought in for 
its protection. The whole of the British troops who 
were engaged in this memorable action, were his 
Majesty's 76th regiment, seven battalions of Se- 
poys, the artillery, the '27th dragoons, and two re- 
giments of native cavalry, and amounted in number 
to about four thousand five hundred men. The 
number of the enemy amounted to about thirteen 
thousand infantry, and six thousand cavalry, in all 
nineteen thousand men. 

Notwithstanding the alacrity and expedition, with 
which the British troops got undc^; arms, one hour 
elapsed before the infantry could join the cavalry, 
which bad advanced about two miles in front and 
was exposed to a severe and well directed cannonade 
which occasioned a considerable loss of men and 
horses. During this interval, the Commander in 
Chiefs hor^e was shot under him. 

Finding that it would be difficult to defeat the 
enemy in their actual position, General Lake deter- 
mined 
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mined to make a feint, by which the enemy should 
bq induced to quit their intrenchmcnts, and to ad- 
vance on the plain. With this view the British ca- 
valry, was ordered to retire both for the purpose of 
drawing the enemy from his strong position, and of 
covering the advance of the British infantry : This 
retrograde movement was performed with the greatest 
order and steadiness, until the British infantry bad 
effected their junction with the cavalry, when the 
cavalry immediately opened frotn the center and al- 
lowed the infantry to pass on in front. 

As soon as the cavalry began to retire, the enemy 
conceiving tliis movement to be a real retreat, im- 
inediately quitted their strong position, and advanced 
with the whole of their guns, shouting and exhibi- 
ting every demonstration of perfect confidence in 
^periqr prowess. They halted however on seeing 
tb<? British infantry who were instantly formed into 
one line, with the cavalry in a second line, about, 
forty yards in the rear of the right wing of the int 
fantry ;* the whole of the British ibrqe then adsfanced 
towards theeneiny, the Commander in Chief in per- 
son leading his Majesty's 76th regiment. Notwith- 
standing a tremendous fire of round, grape, and 
chain shot, the troops led. by General Lake advanced 
wit4i tbe greatest bravery and steadiness, and without 
taking th^ir ipusquets from their shoulders, until they 
had reached within a hundred paces of the enemy^ 
when the enemy commenced a heavy fire of grape 
from all their artillery. Orders were instantly given 
to charge the enemy with bayonets ; the whole Bri- 
tish line fired a volley, and with their illustrious 
Commander in Chief at their head, rushed on with 
such impetuosity, that the enemy gave way and 
fled in every direction. As soon as the British troops 
halted after their charge. General Lake, with bis 
accustomed judgment, ordered the line to break in- 
fo columns of companies^ which manoeuvre being 
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effected, the British cfivalfy (Earopean arid native) 
charged through the idtferrals with their galloper 
guns, and completed the victory, by pursuing the 
enemy to the banks of the Jiimna, and drivmg ♦ast 
numbers into the middle of the river. The galloper 
guns attached to the cavalry, were opened Urith 
considerable effi^ct upon the fugitives in tbtssitu^itton. 

The Commander in Chief headed in person the* 
76th regiment, which exhibited, under such a glorfi* 
ous example, the niost eminent proofs of valofirr and 
discipline. 

While these operations took place to the right 
trnder the immediate direction of the ComAlinder 
in Chief, the left wing under Major Greneral St. 
John attacked the enemy with great vigour, and tfa6 
success of the British arms was completfe in etery 
point. The enemy left the whole of their artillery, 
sixty-eight pieces, of ordnance, and thirty-scvea 
tumbrils laden with ammt^nition in our possession, 
twenty-four, tumbrils laden with ammunition werfe 
blown up in the field of battle, exclusive of wfcicfr^ 
n>any tumbrils and ammuniticxn carriages were left 
-by the en^my in the Jumna, andjn the ^ehnah NaHab. 
Two tumbrils, containing treasure, were also taken oA 
the field of battle. 

The loss of the enemy was very coni5iderable, and 
has been estimated to have amounted to three thorf^ 
sartd men. The exertions of the British army we^6 
proportionate to the brilliant result of this glorious 
victory, and the whole army, witb the cominander ih 
chief, was under arms for seventeen hours. After thfe 
adtion, the army took up fresh ground, nearer the 
river. 

I'he battle was fought withirt view of the minarets 
of Delhi^ and the whole army encamped the next day 
c!ose to die Jumna river, opposite to that city.-— 
The unfortunate emperor,' SiIah AutV&i, sent to 
General Lake immediately after the arctiori, tb exV 
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press his anxious desire to f^Iace bis person and autho- 
xity under the protection of the victorious arms of the 
British government. 

On the 14th of September the army began to cross 
the Jomna, and on the same day Monsieur Bour- 
quien^ who commanded the forbcs of the enemy in 
the late action of the 11th of Sept(^mber, together 
.with four other French officers, surrendered them- 
selves as prisoners to General Lake. 

His Excellency the Commander in Chief had the 
honour to payfiis first visit to his Majesty Shah Au- 
lumonthe 1 6th of September, and to congratulate 
.his Majesty on his emancipation from the controul of 
the French faction which bad so long oppressed and 
degraded him. , 

From the Commander in Chiefs dispatches, and 
such accounts as have been recciv^cd from' private 
sources of intelligence, it appears, that his Majesty 
was graciously pleased to direct his eldest son and 
heir apparent, the Prince Mirza Akbar Shah, to con- 
duct the Commander in Chief to his royal presence. 
The Prince was to have arrived at the Commander 
in Chiefs tent at twelve o'clock, but did not reach 
the British cafnp until half past three o'clock P. M. 
By the time his Royal Highness had been received, 
remoiinted on his elephant, and the whole cavalcade 
formed, it was half past four o'clock. The distance 
being five miles, the Commander in Chief did not 
reach the palace of Delhi until sunset. The crowd 
in the city was extraordinary, and it was with some 
difficulty that the cavalcade could make its way to 
the palace. The courts of the palace vyere full of 
people, anxious to witness the deliverance of their 
Sovereign from a state of degradation and bondage. 
At length the Commander in Chief was ushered into 
the royal presence, and found the unfortunate and 
venerable Emperor, oppressed by the accumulated ca- 
lamities of old age, degraded authority, extreme po- 
verty. 
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v'prty, and loss of sight, seated under a sjnall tat- 
tered canopy, the remnant of bis royal state, wiih 
every external appearance of the misery of his con- 
dition. 

it is impossible to describe the impression which 
General Lake's conduct on this interesting occasion, 
has made on the minds of the inhabitants of Delhi, 
and of all the Mussulmans, who have had an oppor-- 
tunity of being made acquainted with tbp occuVreqces 
of the l6tb of September, 1803. In the mataphorical 
language of Asia, the native News-writers, who de- 
scribe this extraordinary scene, have declared that 
his Majesty Shah Aulum recovered his sight from^ ex- 
cess of joy. In addition to many other marks of 
royal favour and condescension, the Emperor was 
graciously pleased to confer on General Lake the se- 
cond title in the empire *. 

The result pf the spirited and judicious operations 
ajt Coel on the '29th of August, of the gallant assaqlt 
of Aly-Ghur on the 4th, and of the glorious battle of 
Delhi on the 1 Ith of September, deeply affected the 
French influence and authority, and secured to the 
British power, the possession of the Doab of the 
Ganges and Jumna. 

The French officers deprived of authority, and 
finding themselves the objects of just indignation 
tp the country which they had governed, were com- 
pelled to solicit the protection of the British govern* 
inent, while the conquered country, (rejoicing in 
the change of masters, and deeply impressed with a 
just' sense of the humane conduct ancl orderly beha* 
vjour of the British troops, of the protection ofFere^ 
by General Lake to the persons and property of the

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jnbabitaotfy aqd of tbe mild treatraent \vhich the 
3riti$b Government extends to all its subjects,) 
r^arded tbe Briti9b troops as friends and deli- 
verers. 

These impprt^nt victories rescued the unfi3rtunate 
emperpr Shm Aulum, from the power of bis oppress 
sor^. By the success of our arms» interesting pur- 
poses of humanity were accomplished ; and^ so far 
a? this.object is regarded in a political point of view, 
I^is Majesty Shah Aulum, being placed under the 
protection of the British government, no other power 
can now avail itself of the weight and influence, 
wbibj) the£mperor*s name must ever possess amongst 
thf^ Mussulman inhabitants of Hindostan. 

'JThe attention of the Governor General is now di- 
reeled^ to the formation of a permanent arrangement 
Yor tbe future maintainance of the dignity and com- 
fort: pf bis Imperial Majesty, and of the royal family^ 
on principles calculated to provide for those desirable 
otyects ypitb the utmost benefit to the reputation of 
Britisl^ justice and liberality,' and to secure the im- 
portant advantages to be derived frotn the connection, 
vhich will DOW be renewed upon permanent princi- 
ples between the royal house of Timur, and the 
British power in India. Tbe Governor General has 
also giver> directions to provide for the nobility and the 
greatpfEcersof state at Delhi (whose fortunes have been 
destroj'cd by thesuccessful usurpation ofScindiah,and 
of tbe French adyenturers,) on principles similar to 
those, which in the year 1799, after the fall of the 
fortress of Springapatam, induced the Governor Ge- 
neral to make a liberal and perrnanent provision foe 
the principal pflScers and nobility of Tippoo Sultavin. 

Haying made the necessary arrangements for" Wis 
inarch from Delhi, the Commander in Chief moved 
from that city towards Agra on the ^-ith of Septem- 
ber ; Lieutenant Colonel Ocbterlony, Deputy Adju- 
taot (General of the Honourable Company's army, 
-•'■•' was 
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was statione4 at Delhi, to attend th^ perspn and re,^ 
ceive ^he commands of the eniperor Sh3b Aulum. A 
garrison was also left at Delhi^ consisting of one bat* 
talion and four companies of native infantry, together 
with a corps of Mewatties, then raising under the com- 
mand of British officers, who had been in the service 
of Scindiab, and who on the commencement of ho9». 
tilities with that chieftain, quitted his service, and 
joined the array under General Lake. 

On the 36th of September, Monsieur Dudernaigue 
and two other officers in Scindiah*s service, who had 
been detached with' some regular battalions by Scin- 
diah, in the month of July, from the Dekan, for the 
purpose of reinforcing Monsieur Perron's army in Hin«' 
dostan, surrendered themselves prisoners to Col. Van- 
deleur, who, with the detachment* under his com- 
mand, had occupied the city of Muttr^ on the right 
hank of the Jumna, in which was established one of 
Monsieur Perron's principal founderies of cannon. 

During these transactions, the detachment of Bri- 
tish troops assembled under the command q{ Lieuto- 
nant. Colonel Powell of the Bengal establishment, near 
Allahabad, for the purpose of co-operating with a 
force under the command of Himmut Bahadur, (one 
of his Highness the Peishwah's principal officers in 
Bundelcund) in the occupation of that province, 
crossed the Jumna on the6th of September 1803, and 
entered the province of Bundelcund on the I5ib of 
September, Lieutenant Colonel Powell was joined by 
Rajah Himmut Bahadur with bis forces '}^ a inouXi ting 
to about IS or 14,000 men. 

The united detachments arrived on the bank of

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the river Cane *, on the 23d of September, and 
found the troops of Shumshere Bahadur -f- encamped 
on the opposite bank of the river in considerable 
Btrength. 

Having reduced several forts in the vicinity of his 
camp^and having established the British authority in 
the territory lying betvycen the Jumna and the Cane, 
Lieutenant Colonel Powell, acconppanied by Himmut 
Bahadur, crossed the latter river on ihe 10th of Oc- 
tober, and on the ] 2th of the same month engaged 
Shjumwsherc Bahadur;}:, in which action that chieftain 
was compelled to retreat with los?. Accounts have 
-#ince been received, that Shumshcre Bahadur has 
crossed the river Bctvvah,^ and was retiring from the 
province of Bundelcund. 

The army under General Lake arrived at Muttra 
on the 2d of October ; having formed a junction with 
Colonql Vandeleur's detachment, the Commander in 
Chief moved on to the fortress of Agra, which place 
the army reached pt about two P, M. on the 4th of 
October. A summons was immediately sent to the 
garrison, but no answer was returned to Greneral 
X^ke. It appears that all the European officers in

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the fort bad been placed in confinenienty and that 
considerable confusion prevailed within the fort. 

Seven batt«iIions of the enemy's regular infantry, 
with several gans,- were encanoped on the outside of 
the fort, and occupied the town and principal 
mosque of Agrai as well as some ravines whidi led 
through broken ground, from the British camp on 
the south side of the fort, to the ditch and to the 
Delhi gateWy. Finding it impossible to make ap* 
proaches against the fort of Agra^ as long as these 
battalions maintained their position to the south and 
south west of th^ fort, General Lake determined to 
'occupy the ravines, and to dislodge the enemy from 
the town. 

^ With this view, on the morning of the lOtb of 
October, Colonel Clarke, who was cncarftped in the 
rear of the town^ was directed to take possession of 
it with his brigade of Sepoys, at the same time that 
three battalions of Sepoys, under the command of 
Lieutenant Colonel MacCullocb, Major llaldane, 
and Captain Worsley, advanced to occupy the ra- 
vines. The attack succeeded completely ; after a 
long and severe contest, the enemy evacuated the 
town and retired, some into the principal mosque, 
and others to the ditch near the gateway, under 
cover of the guns of the foit. Th<^ attack on the 
ravines was equally successful, but owjng to the 
high spirit and bravery of the officers and men of 
the native battalions, who quitted the ravines, and 
gained the glacis, for the purpose of seizing the ehe^ 
my's guns, the British battalions employed pn this 
attack were exposed to a heavy fire of grape and 
matchlocks from the fort, and suffered a severe lo3S 
in men and officers. The enemy were entirely de- 
feated with. the loss of six hundred men, and the 
British troops captured twenty. six guns, with several 
tumbrils. The ucmaiiKier of the enemy's battaliongy 
amounting to about two thousand five hundred men, 

after- 
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marched into the Brttisb damp on the morning of 
the !3tb of October. 

The Commander in Cbtefs officia! details of thii 
gallant action, and of the surrender of the enemy *$ 
battalions on the I3th of October, are contained in 
the appendix to these note?. 

On the evening of the 1 3th of October, the garrison 
Ijf the fort sofictted a cessation of hostilities, for the 
^rpose of n*gociating>tbe terms of capitulation ; and 
dispatched an European officer to the British canip, 
Ijritb a letter signed by the principal native officers 
in the fort, stating the conditions on which they were 
disposed to surrender. The Commander in Chief 
immediately dispatched a British officer into tb(i 
fort, for the purpose of finally adjusting the terms 
of the capitqlation, but while that officer was 
actually engaged in the negociation, the firing from 
the fort recommenced, and the British officer re- 
turned to camp. In consequence of this treacherous 
act, the breaching batteries of the British army 
opened on the morning of the I7tb, within- three 
hundred and fifty yards from the fort.* Considerable 
impression was thade on the walls of the fort by the 
fire of the batteries, which would soon have eflfected 
a practicable breach, and the fort capftulated on the 
night of the 17 th. The garrison, consisting of about 
five thousand men, marched out at noon on the follow- 
ing day, when the place was immediately occupied by 
the British troops under the command of Colonel Mac 
Donald. A large quantity of stores and many guns 
were found in the fortress of Agra, together with se- 
veral money tumbrils, containing twenty-four lacs of 
rupees. 

The capture of this fortress and of the important 
posts of Delhi and Muttra, secures the navigation of 
the river Jumna, and the possession* of a considerable 

tract 
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4(act of country on the right bank ofthat.river. Tlic 
nidependent chieftains in that quarter are favourably 
disposed to the British government; with several 'of 
thV most powerful of these chieftains, the Commander 
in Chief has, in conformity to the Governor General*s 
instructions, already concluded treaties, by which 
their alliance and co-operation is effectually secured. 

The intelligence of the nappy termination of this 
branch of the brilliant campaign on the north-west 
frontier of Oude, was received at Fort William with 
sentiments of joy and admiration, proportionate to the 
public sense of the bravery, spirit, activity, and emi- 
nent talents manifested by General Lake, as well as of 
the valour, discipline, and persevering courage olf 
the officers and men of the gallant army which, un* 
der hi$ personal command, and imitating his illus^ 
trious example, had accomplished, with unexampled 
rapidity all the important services prescribed in the 
Governor Oenerars comprehensive plan of operations 
for this branch of the campaign. 

The British army marched from Agra on the 27th 
of October, in pursuit of a force of the enemy, com- 
posed of fifteen of Monsieur Person's regular batta* 
lions, (which had been detached by Scindiah from the 
Dckan in the early part of the campaign under the 
command of Monsieur Dudernaigue^ and of two 
battalions which had effected their escape from tieU 
hi, after the battle of the J 1 th of September. Dur- 
ing the seigc of Agra; this force occupied a position 
about thirty miles in the rear of the Britifh army, but 
made no attempt to interrupt the seige of that im- 
portant fortress. The Commander in Chief was 
anxious to defeat this force because it was furniihed 
with a numerous artillery, and because its object wa» 
to proceed towards Delhi, for the 4)urposc of attempt- 
ing the recovery of that important post. The exis- 
tence of so large a force of the enemy in Hindostan, 
alarmed those native chieftains who were disposed to 

P unite 
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unHe with the British government, and encourag^ 
all those who might be adverse to our interests. 

A heavy fall of rain compelled the army to halt on 
the 28th at Kcrowly, on the 29th of October the army 
inarched to the north-west of Futtyporc Sikree, On 
,tbe 30th the army made a march of twenty miles, 
leaving the heavy guns and baggage in Futtyporc 
under the protection of two battalionss of native in- 
fantry from the 4th brigade. 

On the 31st of October, the army marched twenty, 
miles, and encamped a short distance from the ground 
which the enemy had quitted the same morning. 
Possessed of this intelligence, the Commander in 
Chief determined to make an effort to overtake the 
enemy with all the cavalry of the army, intending to 
jdelay the enemy by a light engagement until the 
British infantry should be able to cfTect a junction 
with the cavalry in advance, and to take advantage 
p( any confusion which might be occasioned by his 
attack to seize the enemy's guns and baggage. 
With this view the Commander in Chief with the 
whole of the cavalry marched at twelve o'clock on 
the night of the 3 1st of October, and having perform- 
ed a march of twenty-five miles in little more than 
six hours, came up with the enemy about seven 
p'clock in the morning of the 1st November. The 
enemy's force amounted to seventeen regular batta-» 
lions of infantry, (about &000 men,) seventy-two guns, 
and from 4 to 5000 cavalry. Previously to the 
march of the British cavalry, orders were given for the 
iiifanrry to follow at three o'clock in the morning.. 

Wiie!) tlie Commander in Chief at the head of the 
c.ivaliy !f ached the enemy, they appeared to he, on 
tiicir rctre.'it, ana in such confusion, that the Com- 
mander in Chief wns induced to try the cfFcet of an 
attack wilb the cavalry alone, without waiting the ar- 
rival of ihe infantry. By cutting the embankment 
of a forge reservoir of water, the enemy ha J rendered 

ihe^ 
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the road difficult to pass, and had availed themselves 
of this circumstance (which caused a considerable 
delay in the advance of the cavalry,) to occupy an 
iadvantageous position, having their right in front ot 
the vilfege of Laswaree and thrown back upon a rivu- 
let (the banks of which were very high and difficult 
of access), their left upon the village of Mohaulpoor, 
and their whole front concealed by high grass and 
protected by a powerful line of Artillery. A clou4 
of dust, which had been raised by the movements of 
the cavalry, completely obscured the enemy, and pre- 
•vented the Commander in Chief from discovering 
this change in their position; General Lake there- 
fore proceeded in the execution of his original plaa, 
(by which he hoped to prevent the retrccit of the 
enemy and to secure their guns,) and directed the 
advanced guard and the 1st brigade of cavalry to 
move upon the, point where the enemy had been ob- 
served ill motion, but which proved to be the left of 
their new position.^ The remainder of the cavalry 
was ordered to^ attack in succession as soon as they 
could form, after passing the rivulet. 

The charge of the advanced guard under Major 
Griffiths of his majesty's 2gth dragoons (aid-de-camp 
to the Governor General,) and of the ist brigade led 
by Colonel Vandeleur of his majesty's 8th dragoons, 
was made with much gallantry. The enemy's line 
was forced, and the cavalry penetrated into the vil- 
lage, and took possession of several, of the enemy's 
guns. The attacks of the brigades of cavalry and 
particularly of the 3d brigade under Colonel M*!can, 
were conducted with the same spirit and with equal 
success. The fire however frqm other guns which 
the enemy still maintained, was so galling and de- 
structive, that it was found necessary to withdraw the^ 
civalry out of reach of the enemy's fire. The British 
c.ivalry retired in perfect order, retaining possession 
©fa paft of the enemy's artillery. Several guns how- 
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ever, which had been captured by the British cavalry, 
were abandoned from a want of draft bullocks. 

Colonel Vandeleur, who had manifested the great- 
est skill, judgment, and gallantry, was killed in this 
chargp. During his command of the detachment 
^which had been formed in the month of September 
1803, for the protection of the Doab of the Gtmges 
and Jumna, this brave and accomplished officer dis^ 
played considerable zeal and ability, and by his judi- 
cious movements compelled the enemy to make a 
precipitate retreat from the British territories. His 
death was universally deplored, and may justly be 
deemed a public loss. 

..The British infantry having marched at three 
o'clock in the morning, arrived upon the banks of 
the rivulet about twelve o'clock at noon. After so 
long a march (twenty-five miles,) it wits absolutely 
necessary to allow some time for the men to refresh 
themselves, during which the enemy sent a messiige 
to the Commander in Chief, offering on certain con- 
ditions to surrender their guns. Anxious to prevent 
the further effusion of blood, the Commander in 
Chief directed a letter to be written, acquiescing in 
their proposals, a,nd allowing the enemy one hour to 
fulfil the conditions of surrender proposed by them- 
selves. 

In the mean whjle the necessary arrangements were 
adopted for a general attack on the enemy, as soon 
as the prescribed time should elapse. The British 
infantry was formed into two columns on the left ; the 
first composed of the right wing,under Major General 
Ware, was destined to assault the village of MohauJ- 
poor, and to turn the enemy's right flank, which 
since the morning had been thrown back, leaving a 
considerable space between it and the rivulet. The 
^nemy had formed their infantry into two lines, with 
their right thrown back, the first line to the eastward 
and coycrini; the village of Mobaulpour, and the se- 
cond 
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cond to the westward of that village. Their cavalry 
was to the right of their position. The second colu;nn 
of British infantry composed of the left wing^ under 
Major General St. John was ordered to support the 
first column. The third brigade of cavalry under 
Colonel Macan was directed to support the infantry i- 
Lieutenant Colonel J. VaAdelcur, with the second, 
brigade of cavalry, was detached to the right of the 
British army to watch the enemy*s left, to avail him- 
self t>f any confusion of the enemy's line^ and to 
attack ^them upon their retreat. The first brigade 
of cavalry under Lieutenant Colonel Gordon, (who' 
succeeded to the command on the death of Colonel 
Vandeleur,) composed the reserve, and was formed 
l>ctwcen the 2d and 3d brigades. As many of the 
field pieces of the British army as could be brought 
up, together with the galloper guns attached to the 
cavalry, formed four different batteries to support the 
auack of the infantry. 

At the expiration of the time which General Lake 
bad aHowed the enemy to determine on a surrender 
of their guns, no reply having been received from 
the enemy, the British infantry advanced to the at- " 
tack, nK)ving along the banks of the rivulet through 
high grass, and broken ground, which afforded cover. 
As soon as the British infantry became exjxjsed to 
the enemy's guns, the four British batteries com- 
mence their' fire, and continued to advance, not- 
withstanding the superiority of the enemy's artil- 
lery, both in number and weight of metal. The 
cannonade on both sides was extremely severe, and 
maintained with great tpirit and vigour. The ene- 
my's artillery was exceedingly well served, and they 
threw grape from large mortars, as well as from guns 
of a very heavy calibre. 

When the 76lh regiment, which ncaded the at- 
tack, had arrived within one hundred ^nd fifty paces 
of the enemy, ihey were so much exposed to the 
Qnenly's iirc, and were losing men so fast/ that the 

Commander 
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Comrmnder ?n Chief judged it preferable to proceed 
to the attack with that regiment, and as many of the 
native infantry (the 2d battalion of the l'2th, and 
five con)panies of the r6th) as had ch3sed to the 
front, rather than to wait until the remainder of the 
column, which had been much impeded it) its ad- 
vance, should be able to form. 

As soon as this small body of brave men arrived 
within reach of the cnemy*s cannister shot, a most 
tremendous fire opened from the enemy's artillery. 
The loss sustained by the British troops was very 
severe, and the heavy cannonade from the enemy V 
line was sufficient alone to prevent a regular ad- 
vance ; at this moment, the enemy's cavalry also at* 
tempted to charge, but was repulsed by the fire of 
this gallant body of British infantry ; the enemy's 
cavalry, however, rallied at a short distance, and as- 
sumed so menacing a posture, that the Commander 
in Chief ordered an attack from the British cavalry. 
Major Griffiths having at that instant been unfor- 
tunately killed by a cannon shot ;« this service was 
performed by his Majesty's 2gih dragoons under 
Captain Wade, with the greatest gallantry and sue- 
cess, and in a manner highly honourable to cvtrj 
officer and trooper in that regiment. The remainder 
of the first column of the British infantry arrived in 
time to join in the attack of the enemy's reserve, 
which was formed in the rear of their first line with 
its left upon the village of Mohaulpoor,'and its right 
thrown back. 

About this time. Major General Ware fell dead 
by a cannon shot. He was. « gallant officer, and his 
loss was deeply lamented. On his death, the com-- 
mand of this column devolved upon Colonel Mac 
Donald, who though wounded, continued to con- 
duct himself in this important command, in a man- 
ner which was highly satisfactory to the Commander 
in Chief. 

Thil 
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The enemy opposed a vigorous resistance to the 

]ast, aod did not abandon their position antilthey 
had' lost all their guns. Even then their left wing 
attempted to retreat in good order, but .was frus* 
tiated by his Majesty's 29th regiment of dragoons^ 
and the 6th regiment of native cavalry under the 
command of Lieutenant Colonel John Varideleur, 
of the 8ih light dragoons, who broke in upon the 
enemy's column, cut several to pieces, .and drove 
the rest \n prisoners, with the whole of the enemy 'a 
baggage. 

The loss which the British troops sustained in 
the atchievement of this, complete victory was 
severe. * . 

Two thousand of the enemy were tak^n prisoners, 
and there is every reason to believe that the re* 
mainder of the enemy was destroyed on the field of 
battle. 

The enemy left in the possession of the British 
troops the whole of their bazars, camp equipage, and 
baggage, with a considerable number of elephants, 
camels, and upwards of 160O bullocks ; seventy-two 
pieces of cannon of difFerenf calibres, forty-four standsi 
of colours, and sixty- four tumbrils completely kdea 
with ammunition; Three tumbrils with money were 
also captured, together with fifty-seven carts laden 
.y^ith matchlocks, musqnets and stores, and some ar- 
tificei's carts. Several tumbrils with ammunition 
were blown up during the action, and 5000 stand 
of arms which had been thrown down by the encmy^ 
were found on the field of battle* The whole of the 
ordnance taken, with the exception of eight guns, 
was in excellent order, and perfectly serviceable, and 
all the appointments of the eneipy's corps were of the 
first quality. 

. The enemy displayed the most determined obsti- 
nacy, and called forth the utmost exertions of the 
steadiness and valour of the gallant 76th regiment, 
I^V^pportcd by tt^ rpmainde; of the infantry of the 

first 
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first column, and the repeated charges of the cavalry. 
The resistance opposed by the enemy, was more de^ 
tcrmined than any opposition which the army under 
General Lake had c)tp;erienced since the commence- 
ment of the campaign. His Majesty*s 76th regiment 
on this memorable day, maintained the high reputa- 
tion which it had acquired on many former occasions, 
but especially in every occurrence of this glorious 
campaign. 

The -victory however must be principally attributed 
to the admirable skill, judgment, heroic valour, and 
activity of the Commander in Chief, General Lake, 
whose magnanimous example, together with there- 
collection of his atchievements at Coel, Aly Ghui*, 
Delhi, and Agra, inspired general confidence and 
emulation. In the morning General Lake led the 
charge of the cavalry, and in the afternoon, con- 
ducted in person at the head of the 76th regiment, 
all the different attacks on the ,enemy*s line, and on 
their reserve posted in, and near the village of Mo- 
haulpoor. On this day two horses were killed under 
the Commander in Chief. The §hot showered 
around him in every direction ; in the midst of the 
danger and slaughter which surrounded him, he dis- 

Slayed not only the mdst resolute fortitude and ar^ 
ent valour, but the utmost degeee of professional 
ability and knowledge, availing himself with admira- 
ble promptitude of every advantage presented by the 
enemy, and frustrating every effort of the enemy's 
obstinacy and boldness. His masterly plans of attack 
during the action were carried into instantaneous 
execution by his unrivalled personal activity ; and he 
appeared with matchless courage and alacrity in front 
of every principal charge, which be had pranned 
with eminent judgment and skill. 

The staff of the army distinguished themselves 
greatly, and merit the ^ highest commendation. 
Amonp^ these one of the most distinguished was 
Major G. A F. LaLe,.ofhis Maj<*sty's 9 ith regimeut,; 

son 
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son to the Commander in Chief, who had attended 
his father in the capacity of aid-de-camp and mili-* 
tary secretary throughout the whole campaign, and ' 
whose gallantry and activity in executing his father's 
orders, had been conspicuous in every service of dif- 
ficulty and danger. 

This promising yoitng officer constantly attended , 
his father's person, and possessed the highest place 
in the Commander in Chiefs confidence 'and esteem. 
In the heat of the action, the Commander in Chiefs 
horse, pierced by several shot, fell dead under him. 
Major Lake, who was on horseback close to his fa- 
ther, dismounted, and offered his horse to the Com- 
mander in Chief. The Commander in Chief refused, 
but Major Lake's earnest solicitations prevailed. The 
Commander in Chief mounted his son's horse, and 
Major Lake mounted a horse from one of the troops 
of cavalry. In a moment a shot struck Major Lake, 
and wounded him severely in the presence o( his afl 
fectionate father. At this instant, the Commander 
in Chief found it necessary to lead the troops against 
the enemy, and to leave his wounded son upon the 
field ; a rpore affecting scene never was presented 
to the imagination, nor .has Providence ever expos^ 
human fortitude to a more severe trial. Greneral 
Lake, in this dreadful and distracting moment, pro* 
secuted his victory with unabated ardour. At the 
close of the battle, the Commandfer in Chief had the 
satisfaction to learn that his son's wound, although 
extremely severe, was not likely to prove dangerous; 
a confident hope is now entertained that this gallant 
and promising young officer will be preserved to en- 
hance the joy of hisfethcr's triumph, and to serve bis 
King and country with hereditary honour. 

This splendid victory completes the subversion pf 
Scindiah's hostile power and formidable resources ia 
Hindostan, and of the French force, which consti- 
tuted the main strength of his army in that quarter. 

The battle was terminated by four o'clock P. M* 

Q . oa 
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on the Ist Novdmber, when the victorious British 
army eacamped with its left to the village of Las- 
waree, which is on the north bank of the rivulet, and 
its right, to a village called Singrah. A battalion of 
iafantf3rtook charge of the prisoners, who were all 
assen)bled at the village of Sagepoorah, which is a 
very short distance to the eastward of , the village of 
Mobaulpoor. Great part of the army hald been under 
arms for sixteen hours, and had marched in the course 
of 48 hours a distance of more than sixty-five miles. 
The details of this important victory, together with 
the returns of the killed and wounded, and of the ord- 
' nance captured, are annexed to these notes. 

In reviewing the rapid and brilliant events of the 
canipaign against the confederate Marhatta chieftains 
and their French forces, every loyal subject of the 
British empire must remark lyith the most zealous 
emotions of just pride and national triumph, that in 
tbecouf^e of an. extensive and complicated syftem of 
military operations, the glorious success of the Bri- 
tisb arms has been uniform in every part of India. 
The able and gallant officers and troops of his Ma* 
jesty*s service and of the several establishments of the 
tbree presidencies, have been actuated by equal senti- 
ini^nts of public spirit and honour, and have co-oper- 
ated with equal ardour and success in an united efibrt 
to accomplish the objects of the allies. 

Ffom the 8th of August, the day on which hos- 
tilities commenced, to the 1st of November, the Bri^ 
ti^h army has conquered all the possessions ofScia- 
diah in Guzerat, the city of B6orhanpoof in Can- 
deish, the province of Cuttack in Orissa, the Mar* 
hatta dominions between the Jumna and the Ganges, 
the city of Delhi and the right bank of the Jumna, 
the city of Agra, aud the adjoining territory; has 
reduced by storm the fortified town of Ahmed- 
nuggur, the forts of Alyghur, Baroach, and Cut- 
tack; and by capitulation, after having opened 
batteries^ the /orts of Amedouggur^ of FMiranghur^ 

and 
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and Champoneer, the fort of Asscerghur, deno- 
minated the key of the Dckan^ and the fort of 
Agra, denominated the key of Hjndostan : and 
has defeated the enemy in three general engagements^ 
at Delhi on the i ith of September, at Assye on tlie 
23d of September, and at Laswaree on the ist No- 
vember ; having taken, according to the official re- 
turns, on the field of battle in those engagements and 
under ^the walls of Agra, two hundred and sixty* 
eight pieces of ordnance, five thousand stand of 
arms, two hundred and fifteen tumbrils and fifty-one 
stand of colours, with a large quantity of stores^ 
baggage, camp equipage and ammunition. 

The official returns of the artillery, -stores, &c* 
taken from the enemy have not yet been received, 
from Ahmednuggur, Baroach, the fort of Delhi, 
Firozebad, Champoneer j^ Powhanghur, Jalnahpoor, 
Cuttack, BoOrhanpoor and Asseerghur, but the 
amount of the returns actually received of ordnance 
taken in the several forts ex<;lusive of. that taken on 
the field of battle, is four hundred and forty-jive pieces 
efordance^ exclusive of tumbrils, stores, &c. making 
the total number of ordnance, of which returns have 
been received, captured from the 8th of August to 
the 1st of November, seven hundred and thirteen. 

The progress and result of these successful opera- 
tions have restored his Highness the Peishwah to 
his soverdgn authority at Poonab^ and cemented our 
alliance with that Prince ; have secured the succes- 
sion of the legitimate heir of the sovereign Prince 
of the Dekan to the gpvernnient of his deceased 
£itker the late Nizam ; have protected the British in- 
terests at Hyderabad from injury, have confirmed 
the stability of the treaties by which the French 
were expelled from the Dekan in 1798 ; and have 
didfivered the aged, venerable, and unfortunate Em- 
peror of Hindostan from tnisery and ignominy, from 
indigence and bondage, ^nd from the hands of the 
Krench. 

The 
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The achievements of General Lake, and Major Gc- 
neral Wellesley, combined with the admirable and 
exemplary conduct of the officers and troops during 
this campaign, more particularly in the signal and 
splendid victories of DeUii, of Assye, and of Laswafee, 
must inspire a general sentiment of just confidence 
in the vigor of our military resources, and in the 
stability of our dominion and power. Qur uniform 
success in frustrating every advantage of superior 
numbers, of powerful artillery, and even of obsti- 
nate resistance opposed by the enemy, constitutes a 
satisfactory proof of the established superiority of 
British discipline, skill and valour; and demonstrates, 
that the glorious progress of our arms is not the ac- 
cidental resuk of a temporary or transient advantage, 
but the natural and certain effect of a permanent 
cause. . 

A confident expectation may be entertained, that 
under the pressure of accumulated defeat, with acgra^ 
vated loss of resources, power, reputation, mihtaiy 
strength, and dominion, in every quarter of India, 
the confederate Marhatta chieftains Dowhit Rao 
Scindiah and the Rajah of Berar, must speedily be 
compelled to accede to such terms of pacification, as 
shall be calculated to deprive them of the means of 
disturbing our possessions, and of impairing the effi- 
cacy and stability of our alliances. 

Under such a general pacification, it is reasonable 
to expect, that with a considerable augmentation of 
the lustre and glory of the British arms in India, 
will be combined the accomplishment of a compre* 
hensive system of alliance and political connection in 
Hindostan, and the Dekan, calculated to promote 
the general tranquillity of India, to secure, on the 
most permanent foundations, the interest and do* 
minion of the British nation against the hostile at- 
tempts of any Indian or European power, and to de- 
stroy the last remnant ofFrench influence in India.

Baugha Bhooflah fubfequcntly quitted Candeifli, 
and purchafed a traft of land near the city of 
Poonah, of which he became the Zemindar: In 
this fituation tc died^ leaving ifliie IVIauloo Jee, 
who entered into the fcrvice of a Marhatta Chief 
named Jaddoo Roy, under whom he acquired great 
rank and influence. 

Soon after this period Mauloo Jee*s fon. Shah Jec, 
*ras tfiarried to Jee Jaee, the only daughter of Jad- 
doo Roy, without th« confent of the kcter : from 
this marriage was born, in i6a8, Sevajee> the 
founder of the Marhatta Empire* A difpute enfued, 
in confeaucnce of this marriage, between Jaddoo 
R07 ana his fon-iti-law; and Shah Jee, beitig 
compelled by Jaddoo Roy to quit Ahmedtiuggnr, 
(forming at that time the territoiy of Nizam Shah,) 
entered into the fervice of Ibrahim Adil Shah, King 
of Beejapoor, who gave him a Jaghecr in the Car^ 
natic, with the command of 10,000 horfe/ 

In coniequence of fome difpute with his firft 
wife, (the daughter of Jaddoo Koy,) Shah Jee fe- 
parated from Ker, and married Toka Baee, by whom 
he had onefon, Ekojee, afterwards Kmgof Tan- 
jore. Shah Jee was killed in 1667 by a fall from 
his horfe in hunting at- Badnore, where a fpltodid 
mauibleum was er^ed to his memory by hi^ friend 
Rundowla Khan^ Minifter to the King of Beeja* 
poor, whofeinte«cefiion, on a former occafkm, feved 
Shah Jee from being buried alive, which punifli^ 
fiient he had been condemned to fuffer by the King 
of Beejapoor. 

Shah Jee was fuoceeded by his (on Sevajee, who 
difdamtng the condition of a fubje£t, revolted, and, . 
availing^ himfelf of the convultons which at that 
time difturbed the kingdom of Bejapoor, became 
indcpcndant. He died on the 5th of April 1^80, 
leaving the inheritance of his domains to his fon^ 

Sambajee. 
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Sambajee. Af the period of Sevajee*s death, his 
territory extended from near Surat, alpng the fea 
coaft, to the vicinity of the Portuguefc diftrids of 
Goa, and as far inland as the range of hills which 
terminate the Table Land, and form the eaftern 
boundary of the Kokan. 

Sambajee, the fecond Rajah of Sattarah, being 
at Parnala when his father died, a faction endea- 
voured to fecure the fucceflfion to Rajah Ram, a fon 
of Sevajee by another wife. But Sambajee, fup- 
ported by the greateft part of the troops who had 
been the companions of his contefts with the forces 
of the Emperor of Hindoftan, eftabliftied his Sove- 
reignty, and reigned until- the end of June 1689, 
when he was b^rbaroufly murdered by order of the 
Emperor Aurungzebe. 

To Sambajee fucceeded his fon Sahojee, whofe 
Minifter (tVie Peifhwah) Ballajee Biffawanaut, 
gained fuch an afccndancy over the mind of his 
Hiafter, as to perfuade Sahoojee to delegate to him 
the exercife ot all authority and power in the State ; 
all orders and every detail of Governmei>t iffucd 
immediately from the Peifhwah, who received from 
the Rajah the title of Mookh * Pcrdhaun, or Chief 
Civil Minifter. This form of Qovcmment has fub- 
fifted to the prefent period, and on the death of 
a Peifhwah, his fucceffor is inverted by the Rajah 
of Sattarah with the cnfigns of office. During the 
latter part of Sahojee's reign, Sahojce fliut himfelf 
up in Sattarah,. and his perfon - and government 
ivere almcft forgotten. Sahojce married a perfon 
named Tara Baec, but having no children by her, 
be adopted hiii brother Purfojee's* great grandfon, 
Moodajee Booftah, -whofe difpofition, however, was

for Janojee, the elder brother of.Moodajec, who

1740, after a reign of fifty years. During this pe- 
riod, the Marhattas, after Jiaving overrun and plun- 
dered ahnoft every part of Hindoftany excepting 
Bengal, extended their territories from the Weftern 
Sea to Oriffa, and from Agra to the Carn'atic, form-^ 
ing a traft of near one thoufand mile* long,- by fevenr. 
hundred wide, and including fome of the richeft- 
and mofl: fertile provinces of the peninfula of Iixiia. 
iThe Capital of the Empire was eftabliflied at Satta- 
rah, a fortrefs fituatcd about fifty miles fouth-eaft of 
PoQnah, and near the i8th degree of north latitude-- 
The defcendants of Scvajee have fince been difc 
tinguiihed by the title of the Rajahs of Sattarah.

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Prince, the Peifliwah Bajee Rao, the fon of Balla- 
jee Biniwahnaut, already mentioned, ufurped the 
whole power of his mafter. At that time Ragojee 
Booflah, the anceftor of the prefent Rajah of Bcrar, 
was the Bukflii, or Commander in Chief of the 
Forces, and, as such, held the Province of Berar 
;n Jagheer. When Bajee Rao ufurped the autho- 
rity of the Rajah of Sattarah, Ragojee Bhooflah 
proceeded to Berar, and there eftabliftied an inde- 
pendant government. It appears, however, that 
lie continued to acknowledge the fupremacy of 
tke Rajah of Sattarah, and the authority of the 
ofice of Peifhwah, as the civil executive authority 
.of the State. 

This violent partition of the Empire by its prin- 
cipal Minrfters, encouraged theufurpation of others^ 
h that in a few years, the State, from an abfolutc 
Monarchy, (as eftabliftied by Sevajee,) became a 
Here confederacv of Chiefs, the principal of whom 
ae the Peiftiwa'h, the Rajah of Berar, and the fa- 
nilies of Scindiah, Holkar, and the Guikwar. There 
at fome Jagheerdars and Chieftains of inferior , 
n^e, to the fouthward of Poonah, of whom an 
acount will be exhibited at the conclufion of the 
Atpendix, The family of Scindiah eftabliftied 
thtnfelves in Malwa and Gandeifti, and afterwards 
exknded their conquefts over a great part of the 
Ra^oot Principalities, and of the northern parts of 
Hiiloftan* The largeft part of Guzerat was feized 
by le Guikwar family, while the Holkar family 
eftaliftied themfelves in thofe parts of the province 
of Mlwa which did not belong to the families of 
the liftiwah and of Scindiah.

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Sattarah. Since the afcenfion ofBajcf Rao, (the 
firft Peifhwah,) however, the Rajah of Sattarah has 
never been a party to any public aSs or alliajices j 
and foreign States, finding the Peilhwah in pofleflion 
of the executive power and authority of the State, 
have, in all tranfa£lions of the Marhatta State, created 
with him as the legitimate Head of the L::ipire. 

The defcendants of Sevajce however are ftiU 
treated with attention and refpe£l. No Peiltiwah 
can enter upon the execution of his office without 
receiving a drefs of honour from the Rajah of Sat- 
tarah, When the Peilhwah takes the field in per^ 
fon, he muft previoufly receive an audience of leave 
from the Rajah of Sattarah. The country in the 
vicinity of SatJarah enjoys an exemption from mili- 
tary depredations of aU kinds ; and whenever an/ 
Chief enters this diftri£t, all the enfigns of powar 
and command are laid afide, and the nagara, a 
great drum of the Empire, ceafcs to beat. Thek 
marks of refpe£k alone diftingui(h the condition jf 
the nominal Sovereign of the ^farhatta' Empire fron 
that of a prifoner of ftate. The Rajah of Sattai^h 
has long been confined in the fortre{s of that nane 
upon a contraded allowance. 

By the conftitution thus eilabliflied, the exclqive 
right of concluding treaties and engagements titb 
foreign powers in the name of the Marhatta Em- 
pire, muft be confider^d to be inherent in tb fu- 
preme executive authority *of the State % an( the 
Peifhwah ^£ting in the name, and under the ^ften^ 
fible fan£lion of the nominal Head of the Eipire, 
has undoubtedly a right to conclude treaties vnich 
Ihall be obligatory upop the fubordinate Chiftains 
and Feudatories, without their concurrence 3ut 
tbefe Chieftains have acquired power by theweak- 
nefs of the Peilhwah 's Government, and arcin faft 
become indepenclant, although they continue \o ac« 

kooT^dgv 
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knowledge the Peifliwah as the executive Mlnifter 
of State. 

They poflefs no acknowledged right however to^ 
conclude fcparate engagements with foreign ftates, 
unlefs the tacit permifTion to make conqucfts* 
fhould be thought to confer that right ; but even 
in this cafe it muft alfo be inferred, that they have 
not the right to conclude engagements affefting the 
Peifhwah's fupreniacy. They are bound to pay al- 
legiance to the Peifhwah, and are, to every intent, 
officers and fubjefls of the Marhacta State, of which 
the Peifliwah is the fupreme executive authority. 

Under thefe circumftances, the lead which can 
be inferred is, that the Peilhwah has a right to 
conclude engagements with a foreign ftate without 
confulting the Feudatory Chieftains, provided thpfe 
engagements do not affcft the feparate rights and 
interelts of thofe Chieftains. If the conftitution of 
the Marhatta Empire, as eftabliftiedl)y Bajee Rao, 
the firft Peilhwah, be referred to as the ftandard for 
deciding the queftion, the Peiihwah's . rights may 
be confidercd even more extenfive. On the other 
'hand,' in proportion as the Feudatory Chieftains dif- 
ciaim the fupremacy of the Peifliwah, they have 
Icfs right to interfere in any degree in the Peifli- 
wah's concerns; and the Peifliwah muft be confi- 
dercd as an independant ftate, at liberty to contrati 
with a foreign power any engagements whip h he 
may deem beneficial to his own intevefts. In both 
cafes,, (he. Feudatory .dhieftains can have no pre- 
tence to interfere in his arrangements, or to con- 
trouf hisintcrcourfe with foreign ftates. 



• When the province of Malwa was affiance! to Kolkar and 
Scindiah for the payment of their troops, it was ilipulated that of

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The fiXuation of Berar however^ with relation to 
the Peifliwah, certainly differs from that of the other 
provinces comprehended in, the Marhatta State. The 
province of Berar formed a part of the dominion of 
Sattarah under Ram Rajah. That province was 
then afligncd to the Bukflii, or Commander in Chief 
of the Forces, for the payment of the army. At 
that period of time Ragojee Bhooflah, the firft Ra- 
jah of Berar, held the office of Bukflii ; and it docs 
not appear that he ever chofe to contider himfelf as 
totally indcpendant of the State of Sattarah. This 
\\as dilated partly by policy, and partly by a dread 
of the fupcrior poWtr of the Peilliwah. Ragojee 
had pretenfions (founded on

dread of the fupcrior power of the Peifliwalv pre- 
vented their ultimate fuccefs. 

Under thefe circumftances,it cannot be fuppofed 
that the Rajah of Berar confidcred himfelf to be 
fubordinate to the Peifliwah, although it was his 
intcrefl to a^Jt with him on important occafions as a 
niembtr of that Empire, of which the Peiflnvah 
was the executive civil authority. On occafio^vs of 
meeting between them, the Rnjah of Berar was 
treated,' in confcquciice oF his dcfcent, as a fupcrioc 
in rank ; and in the capacity of the firft conftitueht 
Member of the Empire, claimed the right of fending . 
to the Pcifiiwiih a drefs of honour on his acccflion 
to otBcc. 

The fame fyftcm has continued until the prefent 

period. 'I he Rajah of Berar ftill maintains his pre*- 

2' tcnlionS 
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tenfions to be Rajah of Sattarah, and i fortiori^ to 
the office of Peiftiwah on the fame grounds as the , 
firft Rajah of Berar. - .On thefe grounds, »the Rajah 
of Berar alfo founds his pretenfions to be confulted 
in the conclufion of an alliance between the Peifh- 
•wah and any foreign ftate. 

The juftice of thefe pretenfions however has v 
never been admitted. T])e Rajah of iJerar muft be 
confidered either as the Commander in Ghicf of the 
Forces pf the Empire, or as an independant ftate.. 

As Commander of Ae Forcres, Ragoje/? Bhoo- 
' flah, the firlV Rajah, could not claim the right to be 
confulted by his fovereign, the Rajah of Sattarah, on 
the conclufion of foreign alliances; and the Rajah 
of Sattarah had the power undoubtedly to conclude- 
fuch alliances without the confent of the Com- 
mander in Chief of his Forces. If the queftion be 
not tried by the original conftitution of the Mar- 
hatta Empire, (namely that conftitution under which 
the Rajah of Sattarah was the Head o{ the Empire, 
and Ragojee Bhpoflah the Commander in Chief of 
the Forces), it muft be decided by the rights of long 
acknowledged and actual power ; and under thj^t 
view oT the cafe, the Peiihwah's indcpendance muft 
be admitted equally with that of the Rajah of Berar. 
In either cafe, therefore, the right of the Peifliwah to 
contraft foreign alliancef> without the confent of 
the>Raj'ah of Berar cannot be difpiUed. 

In concluding this difcuffion on the nature of the 
conftitution of the Marhatta Empire, it may be ufc; 
ful to exhibit fome account of the powers who have 
been mentioned in the Notes to which this. Paper 
torms an Appendix. 

ift. The Peifliwah. The wifdom and p(;licy of 
Bajee Rao, the firft Peiflnvah, fii-rnly eftahliflied 
in his family the power wliich he had ufufped; and 
accordingly, at his death no oppofition was roade to 
tJie fucccfiion to the oflke of Peillrwah of his eldeft 
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fon Ballajee Bajee Rao, who died in 1761, leaving' 
three fons (Biftiwas Rao, who was killed in the 
battle of Panniput in 1762,) Madhoo Rao, and 
Narain Rao, Madhoo Rao, ihe fedond fon, fuc- 
ceededto the Mufnud of Poonah on his father's 
death, and dying in November 1772, was fuc- 
Geeded by his brother Narain Rao, who, in Auguft 
1773, was aflaflinated by his paternal uncle Rago- 
naut Rao, better known by the nam6 t)f Ragobah. 
A few months after this event, Narain Rao's widow 
was delivered of a fon, who was named Sevajee 
Madhoo Rao, and who afccnded the Mufnud, on 
which he continued until his death, which was oc- 
cafioned, in October 1795, ^Y ^ fall from the ter- 
race of his palace. 

On tlie death of the fecond Madhoo. Rao, Chim- 
najee Appa, the younger fon of Ragobah, was 
rarfed ^o the Mufnud, but was afterwards depqfed, 
and fuccedcd by his elder brother Bajee Rao, the 
prefent Peifliwah, who is the eldeft legitimation of 
the Lite Ragobah. During the reign of the fecond 
Madhoo Ra^, Bajee Rao, the prefent Peifliwah, 
and his brother^ were confined in the fort of Ju- 
neer near Poonah. 

After a calamitous reign of fix years, during 
which Bajee Rao, the prefent Peifliwah,. was, in the 
firft inftance, deprived, by the violence and ambition 
. of,PowIut Rao Scindiah, of the due excrcife of his 
authority, and kept in a ftate of the utmoft degra- 
dation and reftraint, and afterwards depofed and 
compelled by JcfwuntRao Holkar, on the 25th Oc- 
tober, to abandon his capital city of Poonah, and to 
take refuge in theBritifti territories^ thePei:liwah, by 
the treaty of Bafl'ein, was reftored to the full enjoy- 
ment of his rights and legitimate power on the found* 
ationof the fupportof the Britifli Government. The 
treaty of Barfein being exclufively of a defeniivc 
nature, impofcs no reftraint • upon any ftate or 

power. 
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power, which fliall refpeft the rights and pofleflions 
of the Britifli, Government . and its allies; nor can 
any right or power to interfere -In the internal con- 
cerns of any of the Marhatta Chieftains, be derived 
from the ftipulations of that treaty, beyond the li- 
mits of the Peiftiwah's legitimate authority, to main- 
tain which, is equally the duty of his fubjefts, feu- 
datories, and allies. 

The refult of thcfe confiderations, combined with 
an attentive obfervation of the facts and arguments 
ftated in the notes to which this paper forms an 
appendix ; of the conduct of the BritiQi Govern- 
ment towards the Peilhwah, towards the Nizam, 
and towards all its allies, demonftrates in th^,moft 
latisfactory and incontrovertible manner, that in con- 
cluding the Treaty of BafTein with, the Peifhwah, 
the views and intentions of the Britifh Government 
have been juft, amicable, and moderate ; that the 
real and legitimate power of the Peifhwah is effec- 
tually fecured by this alliance ; and that under the 
operation of his engagements with the Britilh Go- 
vernment, the Peifhwah may confidently estpeft to 
enjoy that tranquillity and fccurity, accompanied by 
refped and honour, which he has never experienced 
under the opprefTive influence of his own fubjects, 
fervants,.or Feudatory Chieftains, and which he 
never could have attained by the aid of any other 
ftate or power. 

ad. Jcfwunt Rao Holkar. 
Mulhar Rao Holkar, the founder of this family, 
was an Officer in the fervice of the firfl Peilhwah 
Rajee Rao, and was one of the earlieft Marhatta 
adventurers in the expeditions to the northward. 
He received, abdut the year 1736, a portion of the 
province of Malwa in Jagheer ; and died in 1766 at 
Mulhar Ghur, a fmall fortrefs in one of his Jagheer, ^ 
fituated about forty miles from Calpce. Mulhar 
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Rao Holkar* was fuccceded by his nephew Tucko- 
jee Holkar, who died on the 15th Auguft, 1797, 
leaving two Jegitimate fons, the eldeft named, Caftiy 
Rao, and the younger Mulhar Rao ; and two illegi- 
timate fons, Eithojee Holkar; and the prefent Chief- 
tain Jefwunt Rao Holkar. The capital of the Hol- 
kar territories in Malwa was eftahlifhed at Indore, 
a city about thirty miles South East of Ougein. 
The revenues of the Hollar family, previous to the 
commencement of the late diftvirbances in the pro- 
vince of Malwa, were cftimated to amount to eighty 
lacks of rupees^ or about one Million fterlirig. 

Some time urevioufly to the death of Tuckojee 
Holkar, that Chief obtained from the Peifhwah a 
Khelautt of inveftiture for his eldeft fon Caftiy Rao 
Holkar, as legitimate fucceflbr tg the territoiial pof- 
fcflions of the Holkar familv. A Jagheer to the 
annual amount of ten lacks ot Rupees, was however 
fettled on Tuckojec's younger legitimate fon Miilhar 
Rao, but no provifion was made for the illegitimate 
children, JcfwunrRao and Eithojee, who were left 
entirely dependant on Cafliy Rao Holkar. 

Soon after the dcccafc of Tuckojee Holkar, in 
1797, difputes arofe. between Calby Rao and Mul- 
har Rao, 'the latter claiming an equal divifion of his 
father's territories with Calhy Rao, and both bro- 
thers repaired to the court of Poonah, for the pur-

pofe 
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p^fe of referring their claims to the decifion of his 
highnefs the Peifhwah. 

On their arrival at Poonah, Dowlut Rao Scindiab, 
with a view of ufurping the poireflions of the family, 
and, it is faid, in confKkration of a payment of -fix 
lacks of rupees, and of Calhy Rao's renunciation 
of a claim on the late Aladhajee Scindiah to the 
extent of fixty lacks of rupees, efpouf^d the caufc ot 
Cadiy Rao Holkar, and made a fudden and uncx* 
pected attack in the month of Seplcmber i797> ^*^ 
Mulhar Rao, whom he flew with moft of his ad- 
herents. 

' Jefwunt Rao and Eithojce Holkar had both at- 
tached themfelves to the incereft of Mulhar Rao, 
and were at Poonah at the period of Mulhar Rao's 
death. Jefwunt Rao immediately fled to Xagpore, 
where he remained for fome time : Eithojce Hcd to 
Calapoor, where he was taken while in the commit- 
fion of hoftilitics, fcnt to Poonah, and put to death. 

The perfon of Jefwunt Rao Holkar, at the ii> 
ftance of Dowlut Rao Scindiah, was alfo fecurcd by- 
the. Rajah of Ber'ar, but Jefwunt Rao having found 
means to effect his cfcape from Nagpore, fled to 
Meyhafur on the Nerbudda, and afiembled forces, 
with which he gained fevcral advantages againft 
the troops of Dowlut Rao Scindiah, who remained 
at Poonah for the purpofe of carrying into execu- 
tion his violent and ambitious fchemes agalnll the. 

' Peilhwah's authority and government. 

Dowlut Rao S.:ind ah however fcized the perfon 
of Khundeh Rao, the infant and pofthumous f.n of 
Mulhar Rao, (born a Ihort time after Mulhar Rao's 
death, in September 1797,) and pretended to go- 
vern the poflelnons of the Holkar family in the 
name 'of Cafliy Rao, whom Scindiah (fincc'th^ 
death of Mulhar Rao) hadlcept in a fiatc of ricpen- 
dance. It is probable howevx^r that Scindiah's prin- 
cipal mojtive in fecuring tb'^ perfon of Khundeh 
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Rao Holkar, was to obtain the en'tire controul of the 
affairs of the Holkar family, to adminiftcr the go- 
vernment of their poffeffions in the name of the 
family, but to ap^n-opriate the revenues to his own 
ufe. 

Both Cafliy Rao and Jefvvunt Rao foon became 
fenfible of the views of Scindiah, and were fo deeply 
impreffed with the neceffity of preventing their ac- 
complilhment, that they agreed to reconcile their 
differences, as the only itieans of keeping the Hol- 
kar poffeflions in the family. 

A long conteft cnfued between Dowlut Rao 
Scindiah and Jeiwunt Raa Holkar, and continued 
until the commencement of the year i8oa, when 
HoJkar appears to have determined to change his 
plan of hoftilities, and to make Poonah the theatre 
of his operations. Cafliy Rao Holkar had at this 
period of time refolved to maintain a ftrict neutra- 
lity in the difputes between Jefwunt Rao and 
Scindiah, and Jefwunt Rao now afferted that Khun- 
deh Rao (the fon of Mulhar Rao) was the legiti- 
mate head of the Holkar family. Jefwunt Rao ac- 
cordingly iniifled, that Khundeh liao fliould be 
releafed from confinement and acknowledged as 
the head of the family by Scindiah, and that, the 
territory of the Holkar family ftiould be committed 
to Jefvvunt Rao's management, as Minifter to his 
nephew Khundeh Rao. 

Holkar's oftenfible motive in proceeding' to Poo- 
nah, was to aflert the rights of his nephew, and to 
obtain from the Peifliwah, as'legicimate Head of the 
Empire, a decifion in his favour. But the real views 
of Holkar appear to havp been directed to a more 
in^portant object. The weaknefs of the Peifliwah's 
government, and the entire annihilation of his autho- 
rity by Scindiah, had left the Peilhwah no means of 
opi)oling iiolkar, or of compelling Scindiah to fur- 
icnder ihc perfon of Khundeh Rao.iato the hands 
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bf Holkar ; and Holkar naturally concluded, that 
the molt fevere blow which he could ftrike againff 
Scindiah's power, was to dcftroy Scindiah's afcen- 
dancy at Poonah, aRd to convert the authority of 
the Peifhwah's name into an ufeful inftrunicnt for 
his own aggrandizement. 

With thcfe views, towards the middle of the yeaf 
1802, Jefwunt Rao Holkar proceeded with a large 
force towards Poonah. Scindiah had been com- 
pelled (in the month of December 1800, by Hol- 
kar's hoftile movements,) to quit Poonah for the 
protc£tion of his pofleflions in Malwa, and was at 
Ougein when Holkar commenced his march towards 
toonah. Being fenfible, however, of the danger to 
\vfiich he was expofed, by Holkar's movement to- 
wards Poonah, Sqmdiah detached a force under the 
command t)f Suddafhco Bhow, which reached the 
vicinity of Poonah at the clofe of the month of Sep- 
tember, and afterwards effected a junction with the 

' troops belonging tp the Pelihwah. A general 
aftion enfued on the 25th 06lober, 1 802, in which 
Suddaflieo Bhow was entirely defeated, and Jefwunt 
Rao Holkar became mafter of the city of Poonah, 
atid of the Peilhwah's government. Jefwunt Rao 
Holkaf having committed no a£l: of hoftility 
againft the, Britifti Government, has hitherto been 
cofifidered as a friend. In the courfe of the late 
tranfa6Hons, Holkar has more than once folicited 
the advice and affiftance 0/ the Britilh Government, 
and exprcflly intnnated a wifli for the mediation of 

* the Britilh Refident at the court of Poonah for the 
purpofe of effecting an accommodation with the 
Pcilhwah, ahd of adjufting his demands on Dowlut 
Rao Scindiah. Under inftruftions from the Gover- 
nor General, Colonel Clofe, the Refident, aftually 
endeavoured to pcrfuade the Peifliwah to offer fuch 
conceffions to Holkar as might induce that Chief- 
rain to compromife the fublifting differences ; but 
the Peifliwah has hitherto manifefted an infuperablfc 
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averfion to offer any conceflion to Holkar, whom he 
confiders to be a rebel againft the legitimate autho- 
rity of the fovereign executive power of the Mar- 
hatta Empire. 

If any argument is required to confirm the policy 
of the late engagements which were concluded at 
Baflein between the Pcifhwah and the Britifli Go* 
yernment, it may be found in a confideration pf the 
aftual ftate of Holkar*s power, and of the territories 
of the Peifhwah, at the period when the Governor 
General interpofed the power of the Britifh Go- 
vernment for the recovery of the Peifhwah^s juft au- 
thority, and for the fecurity againft the dangers of 
contiguous anarchy and confufion, of the dominions 
of the Company, and. of its allies and dependants, 
particularly thofe of the Nizam and the Rajah of 
My fore. 

. After the power of the Peifliwah had been anni- 
hilated by the fuccefs of Holkar againft the united 
arms of the Peiihwah and.Dowlut Rao Scindiah, it 
could nbt be cxpefted that his Highnefs would have 
been reftored to the efficient exercife of his autho- 
rity, cither by Jefwunt Rao Holkar, or by Dowlut 
Rao Scindiah. 

1 he defign of Holkar to engrofs the whole power 
and authority of the ftate of Poonah, was dcmon- 
ilrated by. his aflual ufurpation, and by the project 
which he formed, and endeavoured to accomplifti^ 
of placing on the Mufhud of Poonah a new Peifli- 
wah, or of reftoring Bajee Rao to the Mufnud, under 
circumftanccs of reftrainc, which would have fe- 
cured to Holkar the whole military power and civil 
authority of the ftate. It cannot be doubted that 
motives of ambition and inveterate enmity againft 
Dowlut Rap Scindiih, would, in that event,, have 
induced Jefv/unt Rao Holkar to direct his arms 
again(t the poffcffions of Dowlut Rao Scindiah ; and 
ti^e acceffion of military power and refources, which 
Jlolkar would have acquired by the permanent 
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eftablifhmcnt of his authority in the ftate of Poonah, 
would probably have enabled him to profecute his 
views of conqueft with fuccefs. 

If, on thebther hand, the awjis of Dowlut Rao 
Scindiah had uUimatcly triumphed over thofe of 
Holkar, the power and refources of the ftate of 
Poonah, together with thofe of l"Joikar, would have 
been added to thofe of Scindiah ; and a ftate would 
have been formed in the hands of Scindia, compre- 
hending nearly the whole Marhatta dominion (with 
the exception of Bcrar), and poffefling the nominal 
authority of the Peiftiwah, and, of the Moghul, with 
a confiderable revenue, abundant military refources, 
a powerful artillery, and a numerous army, undet 
the difcipline and command of French officers. 

No ultimate iflue of the diftraftions at that time 
cxifting in the Marhatta Empire, could therefore 
reafonably be fuppofed, which would not have con- 
folidatcd under one head, a degree of power and 
dominion dangerous to the Britifli Government, to 
the extent in which the balance of contending in- 
tercfts in the Marhatta Empire Ihould have been 
difturbed, and in proportion to the means which. a 
power fo confolidated would poflefs, of eventually 
co-operating with the Government of France inhof- 
tile defigns againft the Britifh Empire in India. 

The convulfions in the Marhatta ftate' might pof- 
fibly have continued for fome time, and might have 
afforded a temporary fecurity to the Britifti Govern- 
ment againft any hoftile defigns on the part of the 
Marhattas, either fingly or united with an European 
power. But the effects of fuch confufion muft 
fpeedily have extended to the contiguous dominions 
of our Ally the Nizam, and ultimately to thofe of 
the Company, and.wouldhave compelled the Britifti 
Government to engage in the cdnteft. 

The eftabliftiment of Holkar's power at Poonah 
would probably have occafidned demaads on the 
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part of that Chieftain upon his Highnefs the Nizam a 
but, even under a contrary fuppofition/ it is demon, 
ftrable from the ftate of the country, that HoJkar 
could not long have maintained an army in the 
Dckan, without invading the dominions cither of the 
Nizam or of the Company. 

The territory around Poonah, toa confiderable 
extent,' having beep entirely defolated by th^ troops 
pf -Hollcar, that Chieftain would have been com- 
pelled to invade the territory of the Ni^am, or to 
penetrate into the country fituated to the fouthward 
of the river Kiftna^ for the fubfiftcnce of his numer- 
ous tro9ps and followers, 

' The adoption of the latter alternative would have 
retarded, for fome time, the predatory incurfions of 
Holkar's troops into the terriftory of the Nizam oraf 
the Company ; but when the immediate rcfources of 
the Pcilhwah's fouthern provinces (hould have beea 
exhaufted, Holkar would have been compelled to 
draw the means of fubfiftencc for his troops from the 
plunder of the Company's contiguous territories^^ on 
the refources of which we muft principally have de- 
pended for the fupply of our troops in the contefl:^ 
which that irruption would have rendered mevi- 
table. If, therefore, the Britifli Government had 
not adopted meafures for the reftoration of the Peifli- 
wah's authority, either the. Company*s territories, or 
thofe of our ally the Nizatn, would have been ex- 
'pofed to all the evils of war, while neither the 
Company nor the Nizam under fuch circumftances, 
could have ppffefled the means, which both now 
command, of averting the war from their own do- 
minions, and of accelerating its profpprous conclu- 
sion by a vigorous fyftem of- attack upon the enemy. 

The reftoration of the Feiftiwah, therefore, under 

the proteftion of the Britilh power, was a npeafure 

indifpenfably requifitc for the defence, not only qf 

the territories of our allies, but of Our own poflef- 
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Uons bordering the Marhatta dominions. in the ps- 
lliufula of India. 

3d. Dowlut Rao Scindiah. 

Ranojce Scindiah, the founder of this hrvAh^ was 
born at PuttQclee near Poonah, and fervcd firft imc.ir 
.;a Chief, named B;«jee Rao,, who couim;.nded the 
body guard of Bajec Rao, the firft Pciihwah, and 
grandfather to the prcfcnt Pcifhwr.b. From this 
inferior ftation, he gradually rofe in the fervice of 
Bajee Rao the Peifhwah, nnd afterwards accom- 
panied him in the cxpediti^.n, which was under- 
taken at the clofc of the reign of Rajah Sahoojee 
;igain{t the province of Malvva. '1 pis province v»as 
atterwards divided into three parts, ^^f which c:ie 
firft was allotted to Bajee Rao, the Peifhyvah, the* 
fccpnd to the Rajah of Sattarah, the third to the 
family of Hoikar. As a. reward fur the ferviccs 
>vhich Ranojee Scindiah rendered in the cxpi^ditioa 
againft Malwa, Bajee Rao granted a confiderable 
portion of the fliares belonging to himfelf and to th^ 
ilajah of Sattarah, to Ranojee Scindiah, whi^.h r>rant 
was afterwards confirmed m Jagheer to his delcc ad- 
ants, by the Rajah of Sattarah. On the death of 
Ranojee Scindiah, Madhajee Scindiah, his fifth fon, 
fucceeded to the management of his palrimcnial 
inheritance, of which Ougein was the ciiiiia.', i<nd 
by a train of fuccefsful operations, was ein'oled to 
appropriate to himfelf a confiderable "pare of the 
province of Malwa, belonging to the government of 
Poonah, as well as to cxt< nJ his domams over a 
great part of Hindoilan, and of -the Kajpoot tlates ; 
and to obtain pofleiiion of the perfon and nominal 
authority of the Great Moghul, of whom he was the 
oftenfible Minifter* 

Madhajee Sc.ndiah died on the 12th February 
1794, without male ilfue, and \va:> fiic;::-. /-l-:d on the3d 
pf M^rch following, by his nephew and adopt -d fon, 
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Dowlut Rao-Scindiah, whofe violence, rapacity, 
and lawlefs ambition, have been the main caufcs of 
the prcfent war with the confederate Marhatta 
Chieftains. 

4th. Ragojce Bhooflah. 
The anceftor of the present Rajah of Berar, the 
firft Ragcjee Bhooflah,. died in 1749, and tranf- 
mitted his Government * to his fon Janojee, who 
dying in 1772, left his inheritance to the prefent 
Rajah, the fon of Janojee's younger brother Mood- 
hajee Bhooflah. This occafioned a contention be- 
tween Janojee's brothers Sabajee and Moodhajee. 
The former claimed the Government in right of 
priority of birth, and the latter as father and guar- 
dian of the adopted child. They were accordingly 
engaged inhoftility until the death of Sabajee, who 
was killed in an engagement with his brother on 
the 27th January 1775. From that period the 
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Government of Bcrar was holden by Moodhajec 
Bhooflah *, \^ ho died at an advanced age on the 
19th May 1788, and was fuccecded by his fonRa-. 
gojee Bhooflah, the prefent Rajah of Berar. 

The views which this Chieftain and Dowlut Rao 
Scindiah are known to have entertained with refpea 
to the fupVcme authority of the Marhatta State, 
afford the means of forming a correft judgment of 
the motives which may have rendered thofe Chief- 
tains defirous offubverting the Treaty of Baffein, 
although they admitted that Treaty to be equitable 
•in its general principle, and to farnifli additional 
fecuYity for the juft rights of the feudatory Chief- 
tains of the Marhatta Empire, and cfpecially of 
their own. 

The whole courfe of Dowlut Rao Scindiah's pro* 
cecdings fince his acceffion to the dominions of his 
uncl6 Madhi\jee Scindiah,has manifcfted a fylleniatic 
defign of eliabliihing an afcendancy in the Mar- 
hatta State upon the ruins of the Peifliwah?s autho- 
jily. 

The Government and perfon of thePoiflivvah have 
long been placed under a degrading fubjedion to 
the oppreiTive control and unwarrantable ufurpatioa 
of Dowlut Rao Scindiah, who had remained with a 
numerous army in the vicinity of the Peifliwah's 
capital for a confiderable period of time. 

The ufurpation of Scindiah exifted in full force at 
the commencement of ilie lad war, between the 
Company and Tippoo Sultaun, and the undue in- 



• It appears, how.cvcr, that Moodhajec Bhooflah, in all State 
Pap.Ts, joined his fon's name to his own ; and though he did not 
allow him to interfere In burmcfs, yet he treated the youth as the 
licir apparent ; Moodhajee Hhaoflah was therefore a Regent by 
right during his fon*8 minority, anJ pi:bably by fiifforancc afier* 
wards. Ragojee Bhooflah is about forty- fevcn years ol age, and 
kasooe CoQx Tuirojcc Biioofla'^, twcnty-l'evon years old, 

fiuencc 
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fluenceof Scindiah in the Marhatta Empire in tliat 
crifis, not only deprived the Britilh Government o{ 
every hcnei^>t from the nominal alliance of the 
Peilhwcth, at the commencement, and during the 
progrefs of the war, hut afforded pofitive encou-» 
ragcme it to the caufe of Tippoo Sultaun, and me- 
naceJ the Nizam's dominions previoufly to the ex* 
pulfion of the French from Hyderabad in OSober 
1798, and fubfcquently in 1799^ while the Nizam's 
contingent was adlually employed with the Briti(h 
army in the common caufe of the triple alliance 
againft Tippoo Sultaun. 

At that time Scindiah was reftrained from the 
aftuefl invafion of the Nizam's dominions, by the 
dire^intcrpofiiion of die liiinfli Government. His 
. influence, however, and the terror of his violence 
and pov/er, continued to rule the Court of Poonah, 
and to alarm the Court of Hyderabad, until the 
exigency ot his affairs in the North of Hindoftan^ 
occafioned principally by the fuccefsful progrefs 
of Jefwunt Rao Holkar's arms, compelled Dowlut 
Kao Scindiah to retire from Poonah in the year 
x8oo, for the proteftion of his own territories. . 

The complete cftabliiliment of Holkar's autho- 
rity at Poonah, by the defeat of Scindiah's troops 
in October 1802, recuired the utmoft exertion o( 
Scindiah*s power againft that a£tive and powerful 
enemy. 

Had Scindiah fucceeded in fubverting the power 
of Holkar, it cannot be doubt^ that he would have 
taken advantage of that fuccefs, for the complete 
cftabliflimcnt ot his own undue authority in the (late 
of Poonah; he would p^bably have re-inftated the 
Peiilivvah Bajee Rao in his Government, or would 
have rciifed.anotlier to the Mufnud, to be the pa- 
geant ot hi.s>ovvn power ; or would have ufurped the 
luprenie iniiiillerinl-auihority in his own name, if the 
difpolitiou of lire 6tl?§r! Chieftains of the Marhatta 
' * " *'"• " • Empire 
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Empire (hould have encouraej'ed an expectation of 
their acquiefcence in that ambitious p'-ojeft. 

The uniform tenor of ScindTah's conJaft, the in- 
variable principles of Afiatic policy, and the perfonal 
charafter, habits, and difpofition of Dowjjt Rao 
Scindiah, preclude the fuppofition that he would 
have abandoned the abfolute power which he would 
have acquired by the fubverfion of Holkar's ufur* 
pation, and would have adopted the liberal policy 
•of reftoring the exiled Peiihwah to the exercife 
of the eftabliflied executive authority of the Em- 
pire. 

In th'e moment of alarm, which fucceeded the fig- 
nal fuccefs of Jefwunt Rao Holkar, Dowlut Rao 
Scindiah follcitcd the co-operation of the Britifli 
Government, under" the pretext of reftoring the 
Pei(hwah*s authority. He probably expefited, that 
the aid of a detachment of Brit ifti troops would have 
cnfured his fuccefs againft Holkar, without control- 
ling his projeft of reftoring his own undue afcend- 
ancy at Poonah on a more (ccure and extenfivc bafis. 
It now appears that the aftive and powerful exer- . 
lions employed by the Britifh Government, at the 
cxprefs folicitation of the Peifhwah, for his High- 
nefs's complete reftoration to the Mufnud of Poo* 
nah, were neither dcfired nor expefted by Dowlut 
Rao Scindiah. Thea£tual reftoration of the Peifh- 
wah to the Government of Poonah, under the exclu- 
live protcAion of the Britifti power, and the conclu- 
fion of engagements calculated to fecure ^o his 
f;Iighnefs the due exercife ot his legitimate autho- 
rity on a permanent foundation, deprived Dowlut 
Rao Scindiah of every hope of accompliihing the 
objeQs of his ambition, injuftice, and rapacity, fo 
long as the alliance ftiouJd be fucccfsfully main- 
tained. ' 

This ftatement of fafts fufficiently explains the 
anxiety ofDowlut Rao Scindiah to effect the fub-- 

d verfioft 
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verfion of an arrangement, the juftice and equity of 
which he was compelled to acknowledge. 

The motives which muft be fuppofcd to have in<. 
fiuenced the Rajah of Berar in combining his power 
-with that of Dowlut Rao Scindiah, for the fubver^ 
lion of the alliance concluded between the Britifli 
Government and the Peilhwah, were m^nifeflrly fimi^ 
]ar to thofe which a£laated the condu^ of Dowlu( 
Rao Scindiah. 

The Rajah of Berar has always maintained pre^ 
tenfions to the fupreme authority in the Marhatta 
Empire, founded on his affipity to the reigning 
Rajah ofSatcarah> and in- the courfe of a coaference 
with the Native Secretary of the Refident with 
Dowlut Rao Scindiah on the 14th of June 1803^ 
diftin£lly avowed thofe pretenfions. 

Convinced that the permanency of the defenfive 
alliance concluded between the Britifh Government 
and the Peiftiwah would preclude all future oppor^i^ 
tunity of accomplifhing the objtQ, of his ambition,, 
the Rajah of Berar appears to have been equally 
eoqcerned with Dowlut Rao Sciodiah in the fub<« 
Ycrfion of that alliance. 

• Although the views afcribed to thofe Chieftaina 
were manifeftly incompatible wkli the accomplilh-^ 
ment of their refpe£Hve defigns, the removal of ai» 
obftacle which would e(Fe£tual]y preclude th.e fgc-i 
cefs of either Chieftain, in obtaining an afcendaiyiyr' 
at Poonah^ conftituted an obje£t of common intereft 
to both. It appears alfo to be probable, that thofe 
Chieftains, fenfible that the combinatiop of theif 
power afforded the only profpefl of fubverting the 
alliance concluded between, the Britifti Government 
and the Peifhwah^ agreed to compromife their 
yefpedive and contradittory proje£t6i,byan arrange- 
ment for the partition of- the whole power and, 
dominion of the Marhatta State. 

But whatever may have been tk^ fpeqific obje^ 
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blFScindiaii an<! Ae Rajah of Berar, the operation of 
the Treaty of Baffein was evidently calculated td 
preclude tne accomplifliment of any ambitious pro- 
jefts on the jpart of thofe Chieftains, and to confine 
their power and authority within the juft limits of 
their refpeftive dominions. 

Under this view of the fubjeft, d fufficient caufc 
Will be difcovered of the hoftile condufil of thole 
Chieftains, although no juft ground of complaint 
fliould feven hare been alledged by them againft the 
BritiQi Government, or any defign imputed to us m 
iany degree injurious to the feCurity of the acknow- 
ledged rights and independartce of Dowlut Rao 
Scindiah, or of the Rajah of Berar. 



Soul hern Jagicerdars of the Marhatta Empire^ 

The fubordinate Chieftains occupying territory to 
the South of Poonah, may be divided into two 
daffes : Firft, the Rajahs and Hereditary Jagheer- 
dars ; and fecond. Officers of the Government of 
Poonah who command troops or forts. 

The principal Chieftains of the firft clafs are, 
T. The Rajah' of Colapore, who is of the fame 
family as the Rajah of Sattarah. Although this 
Chieftain, therefore, may have fubmitted to the 
power of the Peifhwah, it would be an inverfion of 
the principles on which the authority of the Peifh- 
wah reft's, tofuppofe that the Peifhwah could demand 
perfonal allegiance from a branch of the family of 
which he is the oftenfible Minifies On this account 
the Peifhwah addreffes the Rajah of Colapor^ as a 
fuperior, and treats him as fuch on all occafions of 
form or public ceremony. The Rajah maintains 
.13QO horfe, and 3000 peons, and is flated to enjoy a 

d % revenue 
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revenue of between twenty and twenty-five lacks of 
rupees. 

1. The Putwurdun Familv, who a^e Cokan Bra- 
xnins. Gopaul Hur:y, tbe father of the late Purfe- 
^•am Bhow, left feven fons, who are all deccafed, 
and of wh^m the four eldeft, (namely, Gopaul Rao, 
Purferam Bhow, Ragonaut Rao, and Pandrung 
Rao,) le^'t iffue. The property and Jagheers of the 
Putwurdun family are now divided between the 
fons of thefe four Chiefs, who are, Firft, Balajce 
Gopaul Rao, the fon of the fecond Gopaul Rao. 
As the fenior branch of the family, Ballajee Gopaul 
Rao poflcfies Meritch and the neighbouring diftrifti, 
yielding a revenue of about four lacks of rupees j he 
maintains a force of about two hundred norfe and 
one thoufand five hundred foot. Second, Appah 
Sahib, the fon of Purferam Bhow, /refides at Jum- 
condah, one of his Jagheers, and eryoys a revenue of 
about four lacks of rupees ; he maintains a fixed- 
eftablifhmcnt of five hundred horfe and one thoufand 
foot, and has occafionally hired other troops for the 
purpofe of ravaging the country of the Rajah of 
Colapoie, with ^!iom he has been at war fince the 
death of his father Purferam Bhow, who was killed 
in i799> ^" ^^ engagement with the Rajah near the 
town of Colapore. Third, Trimbuck Rao Rago- 
naut Rao refides' at Karandwar, the chief town of 
his Jagheer, which yields an annual revenue of 
about two lacks of rupees. His quota is three hun- 
dred horfe 'y but be alio has enlifted» at different 
times, troops to afllft his coufin App)ah Sahib againft 
the Rajah of Colapore, Fourth, Chintamenec 
Rao Pandrung, fon of Pandrung Rao, has a Jagheer 
yielding four and half lacks ot rupees, and refides 
at Hcrecpoor ; he maintains a fixed eftabliftiment 
of feven hundred cavalry, and four hundred horfe, 
and lately tncreafed his cavalry for the p\^rpofe 
of plundering the country of Colapore. 

3- The 
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^, The Raftia Familv, who are alfo Cokati Bra* 
mins, and have long pofleffed power and repuration 
in the ftate of Poonah. Anund Rao, the father of 
the prcfent Chiefs of the family, left Jive fons, and 
derived great influence from his connexion with 
Nana Fumavefe, (principal Minifter under the 
•Pcifliwah Madhoo Rao the fecond, of the Marhatta 
Empii;e for near twenty-five years,) who married one 
of Anund Rao's daughters. The power of the 
Raftia family has, ^nce the death 6f Anund Rao, 
been united in the perfon of his eldeft fon, Madhoo 
Rao Raftia, to whom ali^ the other fons of Anund 
Rao pay implicit obedience.' The Putwurdun and 
Raftia families are connefted by marriage ; they 
have feveral times been on bad terms fince the death 
of the late Peiftiwah Madhoo Rao in 1 795, but are 
now friends. Madhoo Rao collefts a revenue of 
about twenty lacks of rupees, and refides at Bada- 
ipee ; he maintains a force of four thoufand horfe, 
and four thoufand peons, and lately hired aii addi- 
tional force of plundering horfe, whom he employed 
agaihftthe Rajah of Sholapore, with whom he con- 
ftantly carries on a predatory warfare. 

4. Kiihen Rao Appah Daflieo, Jagheerdar of 
Nepaunee, has a fmall revenue, and maintains only 
three hundred horfe and four hundred peons : he is 
at variance with the Rajah of Colapore. 

5. Malajee Gooparah, who holds in Jagheer, the 
towns and diftrids of Tumba, Indie, and A Imil, 
from which he derives a revenue of one lack of 
rupees ;- he maintains fix hundred horfe, for which 
he is allowed pay by Government. 

6. Purfcram Pundit is a Chief of fome confe- 

Suence ; he poffefles, to the Southward of Poonah, 
lijapoor Bagawarah, and fome land in the Cokanc 
his revenue is cftimaled at ten lacks of rupees, and 
be maintains a force of three thouiand horfe* 

7. Pandrung Bauboo Rao poffefles in Jagheer 

the 
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tW tawn dnd diftrift of Baraitiuttce, and fomd adja- 
cent villages, from which he derives a rerenue fufR* 
cient to maintain one thoufand horfe- 

8* Jaun Rao Nemalkur, Jagheerdar of Puttun, d 
town near Panderpoor, on the banks of the Bee-» 
mah, maintains one thoufand and five hundred 
horfe. 

9. Venketerow,^ Jagheerdar of Nurgoond and 
Ramdroog,has a revenue of one lack and twenty-five 
thctifand rupees, and Maintains five hundred peons 
to garrifon his forts : he has obtained fomei con-» 
fequence by the marriage of his daughter to the 
youngeft fon of the lat6 Purferam Bhov^s and of his 
fon to the fitter of Baupoo Ghoklah ; and the latter 
Chief, in confequence of this connexion, leaves his 
femily an4 property in Nurgoond> whenever he 19 
engaged oil a diftant expedition. 

10. Sedaibeva Pundit pofliffes in Jagheer the fbrt 
and diftrift of Belgham> which yields a. revenue of 
about ,forty thoufand rupees : he maintains a force 
of one thoufand horfe and two thoufand peons^ 
which is fuppo^tcd by the revenue of his Jagheers to 
^he northward of Poonah. 

!!• Dowlut Rao Goorparah, the brother of the 
famous Morari * Rao, of Ghooty, is Jagheerdar of 
the town and diftrid of Gujinderghur, which has 
long been in his family. It was taker^ by Tippoo 
Sukaun in 1786, but recovered in 1792, and reftored 
to this family, who are highly refpefted among the 
Marhattas, notwithftanding they have loft that 
power which they formerly poffeffed. Dowlut Rao 
Goorparah has a revenue of about three lacks of 
luptes, and maintains a force of three hundred horfe 
^ • ' » . 1 

• A perfon of this family arrived in Major-Gcncral Wellcfley*» 
carap on the i ith November, ^or the parpofc of ncgociating the 
terms of peace on the part of Dowlut Rao Scindiah. «» F/aSt 
Ojuiai G^MUi in J^ndisc !>• 

and 
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ftnd three hundred peons, v/hich form the garrtfon 
of the fort of Gujinderghur. 

12. Malaferja Daflieo, the Rajah of Khytore, 
poffcffes the country of Khytorc, which yields a 
revenue of four lacks of rupees : he maintains a 
force of one thoufand horfe and four thoufand peon^i^ 
and is bound to pay an annual peifhcufh or tribute 
to the Pcifh wah, of fixty or feventy thoufand rupees. 

The Chiefs of the fecond cl?ifs are OflRccrs of 
Government, commanding Troops and Garrifons. 

1. Bapoo Ghoklan, who is the fon of Dhondiak 
punt Ghoklah, a Cokan Bramin, and Commander of 
one hundred horfe of the Pagah or Stable Horfe of 
Government, which accompanied Purferam Qhow 
to Seringapatam in 1792. Bapoo Ghoklab com* 
snandd a force of two tnoufand horfe, befides Pinda- 
ries, of whom he has at leaft one thoufand. He has 
alfo one thoufand infantry, with two or three guns. 
The only permanent refources which Bapoo Ghok* 
lah has for paying this force, are the revenues of the 
Guduck and Nuwulgund diftricls, which his father 
feized, and >yhicb produce near five lacks of rupees 
per annum. He however derives cpniiderable re* 
iburces from the plunder of the country in the vici« 
pity of his diftrifts. 

2. Ounput Raof Paunfeh, Commander ,of the 
Artillery, is an old and diftinguiihed . Officer of the 
Government of Poohah, and enjoys the diftri£h of 
Matcovce and Hoongoond (yielding one lack of 
rupees per annum), as aperfonal Jagheer. Gunput 
itao has alfo the management of Rannee Bednore 
and Hungul, which are the perfonal Jagheers of 
Rapram Choudry, (an Officer in the fervice of the 
Pcifliwah,) and which produce an annual revenue 
of about one lack and twenty-five thoufand rupees. 

3. Bapoojee Wetcel, who attended the PeiQi- 
y/r^ to Baflein^ and coamands &ve hundred horfe; 

I /^. Bappoo 
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4* Bappoo Wettel Seo Deo commands fix hun^ 
dred horfe; he is not a native of the fouthcrn pro- 
vinces of tbe Poonah ftaie, but entered the fervicc 
at the fame time as Gunput Rao Paunfeh. 

5. Ball Kifhen Gungadur commands five hundred 
horfe, and entered the fervice of the Pei(hwah 
at the fame time with Gunput Rao Paunfeh and Seo 
Deo, 

6. Bapoojee Rao Scindiah, Killadar of Darwar, 
was placed in charge of that fortrefs, in the year 1794, 
by the late. Peiftiwah: he maintains a garrifon of 
eight hundred peons and one hundred and twenty 
horfe; for the payment of which, and other expenfcs 
of the fort, he is allowed the diftriSs of Butgerah 
andMardagy, which yield a revenue of one lack and 
twenty thoufand rupees per annum. 

Bapoojee Scindiah lately ihcrcafed his troops to 
the number of two thouland horfe and three thoufand 
peons, to make war on the Rajah of Kbytorc, who 
has attacked the di(lri£ls committed to his manage- 
ment* 

7. The town and diftrifts of Anagherree and 
Purfaghur belong to Amrut Rao, (adopted fon of 
the late Ragobah, father of the prefent Peifliwah,) to 
whom they were given by the prefent Peifhwah^ 
Bajee Rao, on his afcending the Mufnud of Poonah. 
They produce a revenue of fifty thoufand rupees 
per annum, and are managed for Amrut Rao by a 
perfon named Anund Rao LuUee. 

In addition to the Chieftains and Jagheerdars 
already enumerated, the Pattan family, who fo long 
poflcffed the extenfive province of Savanore, (which 
confifted of twenty-two talooks, or diftrifts, and 
includes the greateft part of the territpry belonging 
to the Marhattas South of theJCiftnah,) require to be 
particularly notice,d- 

Mujud Khan, the grandfather of the prefent 
Nawaub of* Savanore, was attacked, in the yeat 
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tj^6y by tbi combined forces of the Peifhwah 
and SalaBut Juns;, the Soubahdar of the Dekan^ 
and was compelled to purchafe a peace by the 
furrender of eleven talooks one half of his pof- 
feffions) to his enemies. He died foon after this 
event, and left his country to his fon Hakeem 
Khan, who contra£led an intimate alliance with 
Hyder Ally KLhan, 'which was afterwards cemented 
by fcveral intermarriages^. Hyder Ally fupported 
Hakeem Khan fo efFcftually agairift the Marhatcas^ 
that HakeeA Khan recovered almoft-all the talooks 
which he had loft, and continued in a ftate of pro* 
fperity during the life of Hyden 

The death of the latter Prince in 178a occafioned 
the ruin of the family of Savanore:. they were 
attacked and expelled from their country by Tippoo 
Sultaun,whom they had juflly provoked by joining 
the Marhattas. Hakeem Khan^ who bad fled to* 
wards Poonah, did not long furvive his misfortunes* 
He left fcveral fons ; the eldeft, Abdul Kheir Khan, 
refided at Seringapatam, where he had married the 
daughter of Hyder Ally Khan. On the conclufion 
of the peace of 1 79a, Savanore came into the pof- 
feflion of the Peifliwah, who provided for Huflain 
Khan, the fecond fon of Hakeem Khan, by giving 
him in Jaghcer the town and diftrift of Savanore^ 
producing about 50*000 rupees per annum. 

Tippoo Sultaun being apprized of this arrange- 
ment, permitted Abdul Kheir Khan to proceed from 
Seringapatam, for the' purpofe ot claiming his patri- 
mony. On reaching Savanore, Kheir Khan's young- 
er brother (Huffain Khan,) refufed to admit his right) 
Kheir Khan therefore went to Poonah, and obtained 
from the Minifter Nana Furnavcfe, a decifion in his 
favour, as eldcft fon of Hakeem Khan. Nana Fur- 
nayefe granted him a funnud to take poffcffion of 
Savanore, to which he direfted Purfcrara Bhow to 
en force .obedience . 

e ' When 
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When the rebel Dhoondiah Waugh,in 1800, en^ 
tered Savanore, Abdul Kheir Khan placed himfelf 
under the protcflion of the Britifh army ; after the 
death of Dhoondiah, General Wellefley made an 
arrangement to fecure to KheJr Khan the receipt pf 
the revenues of his Jagheer j but the diftrafted ftate 
of the Prpvince of Savanore, fince that period, not 
only defeated Major General Wellefley's arrange- 
ment, but compelled Kheir Khan to retire to Soon- 
dah, where he began to raife troops. Being pre- 
vented from completing his levies by General Wel- 
lefley, he has fmcc returned to Savanore, where he 
now refides with his whole family. 

Few of the acftual Jagheerdars have any legal 
hereditary right to their prcfent poflfeflions, which 
have in general been granted to their anceftors for 
military fervice. The Peifhwah's Government how- 
ever has for fome years been too weak to attempt 
the refumption of their grants, or to infift on the 
performance of the conditions of fervice on which 
they were originally made 5 and the changes of for- 
tune which have befallen the different Jagheerdars, 
have been occafioned more by their difputes with 
each other, than by any exertion of authority on the 
part of the Government of Poonah, of which they 
are the nominal fervants. 

The Officers of Government, who have been in- 
truftcd with the command of troops and garrifons, 
have been alraoft invariably induced by the weak- 
nefs of the Government of Poonah, by the convul- 
fions which have fo long difturbcd the Marhatta 
Empire, and by the example of others, to endeavour 
to render their authority permanent, and, in fome 
cafes, hereditary in their own family. The accom- 
pliftiment of this objeft has been facilitated by the 
manner in which they arc paid by the Govern* 
ment of Poonah for their lervices, which is always 
done by orders upon ihe revenues of the countries 
2 ia 
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in which they afic employed. This lyftcm gradually 
leads to the complete eftabliflimcnt of their pcrfonal 
authority, and the fubvcrfion of that of the Peifli- 
wah. I 

. It is alfo cuftomary to aflign the revenues of a 
diftri^ for a dated period to fuch Jagheerdars as 
ma^ have incurred an expenfe in the fervice of the 
Peilhwah, beyond the produce of their Jagheers, 
and fuch temporary grants are often permanently 
annexed to their former poflefEons. 

The temporary allotment of a country to a Jag- 
heerdar, or the aflignment of revenue to an Officer 
of Government for the payment of his. troops, ufual- 
ly terminates in the independant eftablilhment of 
the Jagheerdar, or Officer in the affigned country, 
or in a ruinous contcft for the recovery of the rights 
of the State. This fyftcm makes every province in 
the Marhatta Empire a fcene of petty warfare, and 
has enabled fubje£ls of the State to affume rights 
to which they.have no other claim than thatof ufur- 
pation and violence. 

From this ftatc of weaknefs and inefficiency, the 
Government of Poonah may confidently expcft to 
be relieved by the operation of the Treaty of Baffein, 
which,'at the fame time that it entitles the Peilhwah 
to the whole exertion of the Britifli power in the 
event of any emergency which may require the aid 
of the Company for the external defence and pro- 
te£tion of his Government and pbffeffions, is calcu- 
lated to enforce a due fubmiffion to his authority with- 
in his immediate dominions, to preferve his terri- 
tories from internal anarchy, and to promote the 
happincfs and tranquillity of his fubjedts, and the 
general profpcrity of bis country.

Treaty of Bajfein. 



rLEATY of perpetual, and general defenfivc 
alliance, between the Honourable Englifh 
Eaft India Con>pany, and his Highnefs the Peilh- 
wah Bajee Rao, Rogonaut Rao Pundit Purdhaun 
Bahaudur, his children, heirs, and fuccefibrs, fettled 
by Lieutenant Colonel Barry Clofe, Refident at the 
court of his Highnefs, by virtue of the powers dele- 
gated to him by his Excellency the Moft Noble Rich- 
•ard Marquis Wellefley, Knight of the Moft Illuftrious 
Order of St. Patrick, one o\ his Britannic Majefty's 
Moft Honourable Privy Council, Governor General 
in Council, appointed by the Honourable Court of 
Directors of the faid Honourable Company, to 
dire6l and controul all their affairs in the Eaft In- 
' dies. 

Whereas, by the blcfling of God, the relations 
of peace and friendfhip have uninterruptedly fub- 
lifted for a length of time, betvsreen the Honourable 
Englilh Eaft-liidui Campany, and his Highnefs Rao 
Pundit Purdi.aun Bahaudur, and have beeh con- 
firmed at different periods, by treaties of amity and 
union ; the powers atorefaid adverting to the com- 
plcAion of the times, have determined, with a view 
to the prefcrvation oF i.eace and tranquillity, to enter 
into a general detcnhve alliance, tor tiie complete 
and reciprocal protection of their refpcdlive territo- 
ries, together with thofe oi their fcveral allies and 

depea- 
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dependants, againft the unprovoked aggreffions, 
or unjuft encroachments of all or any enemies what* 
ever. 

- Article I. The peace, union, and friendfliip, fo 
long Xubfilling between the two States, (ball be pro- 
moted and encreafed by this treaty, and (hall be 
perpetual. The .friends and enemies of either, (hall 
be the friends and enemies of both ; and the con- 
tra6ling parties agree, that all the former treaties 
and agreements between the two States, now in 
force, and not contrary to the tenor of this engage- 
ment, (ball be confirmed by it. 

Article II. If any Power or State whatever (hall 
commit any aft of unprovoked hoftility or aggref- 
fion, againft either of the contradling parties, or 
againft their refpedive dependants or allies, and, 
after due reprefcntation, (hall refufe to enter into 
amicable explanation, or (hall deny the juft fatisfac- 
tion or indemnity which the contrafting parties fliall 
have required, then d\e contrading parties will pro- 
ceed to concert and profecute fuch further mea- 
fures as the cafe (liall appear to demand. For the 
more diflinft explanation and effed of this agree- 
ment, the Governor General in Council, on behalf 
of the Honourable Company, hereby declares, that 
the BritiQi Government will never permit any Power 
or State whatever to commit, with impunity, any a£t 
of unprovoked hoftility or aggrellion againft the 
rights and territories of his Highnefs Rao Pundit 
Purdhaun Bahaudur; but will at all times maintain 
and defend the faoie, in the fame manner as the 
rights and territories of the Honourable Company 
are now maintained and defended. 

Artick III. With a view to fulfil this treaty of 
general defence and proteftion, his Highnefs Rao 

Pundit 
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Pandit Piirdhaun Bahaudur agrees to receive, and 
the HonouraBle Eaft -India Company to furnith, a 
permanent fubfidiary force of not lefs than fix thou- 
fand regular native infantry, with the ufaal propot- 
tiop of field piecesy and European artillery mea 
attached, and with the proper equipment of warlike 
ftorcs and ammunition 9 which force is to be accord- 
ingly ilationed in perpetuity in his faid Highnefs'it 
territories. • 

• Article IV. For the regular payment of the 
whole cxpenfe of the faid fubfidiary force, his High- 
ncfs Rao Pundit Purdhaun Bahaudur hereby alQiigns 
and cedes in perpetuity to the Honourable Eaft- 
India Company, all the territories detailed in the 

fchedulc annexed to this treaty. 

« 

Article V. As it may be found, that certain of 
the territories ceded by the foregoing article to the 
Honourable Company, may be inconvenient from 
their fituation,'his Ilighnefs Rao Pundit Purdhaun 
Bahaudur, for the purpofe of rendering the boun- 
dary line of the Honourable Company's poffcffions 
a good and well defined one, agrees, that fuch ex- 
changes of talooks or lands fhall be made hereafter, 
on terms of a fair valuation of their rcfpe<5tive reve- 
nues, as the completion of the faid purpofe may re- 
quii^e: And it is agreed and covenanted, that the 
territories to be affigned and ceded to the Honour- 
able Company by the fourth article, or in confe-' 
quence of the exchange ftipulated eventually in this 
article, Ihall be fubjccl to the cxclufive manage- 
ment and authority of the faid Company and of 
their Officers. 

Article VI. Notwithftanding the total annual 
expenfc of the fubfidiary force is eftimaied at twen- 
ty-five lacks of rupees, his faid Highnefs hath agreed 

to 
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to cede, by article IV, lands cftimatcd to yield annu* 
ally the fum of tWenty-fix lacks of rupees, the addi- 
tional lack being intended to meet poffible deficien- 
cies in the revenues of the faid lands, and fave the 
Honourable Company from lofs. 

jirticle VII. After the conclufion of this treaty, 
and as foon as the Britifh Refident fliall fignify to his 
Highnefs Rao Pundit Purdhaun Bahaudur, that the 
Honourable Company's Officers are prepared to take 
charge of the diftri6Js ceded by article IV, his High- 
nefs will immediately iffue the necgflary purwan- 
nahs or orders to his Officers lo deliver over charge 
of the fame to the Officei^s of the Honourable Com- 
pany ; and it is hereby agreed and ftipulated, that 
all colle6iions made by his Highnefs's Officers, fub-., 
fequently to the date of this treaty, and before the 
Officers of the Honourable Company fhall have 
taken charge of the faid dift rids, .(hall be carried to 
the credit of the Honourable Company ; and all 
claims to balances from the faid diftrifts, referring 
to periods antecedent to the conclufion of this treaty, 
fliall be confidered ^s hull and void. 

Article VIII. All forts fituaXed within the dif- 
trifts to be ceded as aforcfaid^ fhall be delivered to 
the Officers of the Honourable Company wfth the 
faid diftricts : And his Highnefs Rao Pundit Purd- 
haun Bchaudur engages, that the faid forts fhall be 
dehvered to the Honourable Company without be- 
ing injured or damaged, and with their ordinary 
equipment of ordnance, ftores, and provifions. 

Article IX. Grain and all other articles of con- 
fumptiop, and provjfions, and all forts of materials 
for Vvcaring apr^'^rel, together with the neceflary 
numbers cf calij<., horfe.s, and camels, required for 
the ufe of the fubfidiary turce, (hall be entirely ex- 
empted 
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empted frora duties; and the Commanding Officer ♦ 
and Officers of the faid fubfidiary force, fhall be 
treated in all refpefls in a manner fuitable to the 
dignity and greatnefs of both .States: the fubfidiary 
force will at all times be ready to execute fervices 
of importance, fuch as the protc£tion of the pcrfon 
of his Highnefs, his heirs and fuccefibrs ; the over- 
awing and chaftifement of rebels* or exciters of 
difturbance in his Highnef^'s dominions* and due 
correction of his fubje£ls or dependants, who may 
withhold payment ot the Sircars' juft claims ; but ic 
is not to be employed on trifling occafions, nor like 
Sebundy to be ftationed in the countfy to collect the 
revenues, nor againft any of the principal branches 
of the Marhatta Empire, nor in levying contribu- 
tions from Marhatta dependants in the manner of 
Moolkgeery, 

Article X. Whereas much inconvenience has 
cirifen from certain qlaims and demands of the 
Marhatta State, afledting the pay of Surat, it is 
agreed, that a juft calculation fliall be made of the 
value of the faid claims by his Highnefs Rao Pundit 
Purdhaun Bahaudur and the Government of Bom- 
bay ; and in confequcnce of the intimate friend- 
ihip now eftabliihed between the contrafting par- 
ties, hisHi«[hnefs Rao Pundit Purdhaun Bahaudur^ 
agrees for himfelf, his heirs and fucceflbrs, to re- 
iinquilh for ever, all the rights, claims, and privi- 
leges ^f the Marhatta State, affefting the' faid city 
or Surat i and all collections on that account (hall 
ceafe and determine from the day on which this 
treaty (hall be concladed; in confideration of which 
3ct of friendship, the Honourable Eiaft India Com- 
pany agrees, that a piece of land, yielding a fura 
equal to tlie eftimated value of the faid claims of 
the Marhatta State, (hall be deducted from the 
diftricts ceded bv Article IV; and on the fame 
' f principle. 
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principle, and from fimilar confiderations, his High- 
nefs further agrees, that the atnount of the collec- 
tions made for the Poonah State, under the titk of 
Nogabundy, in the Purgunnahs of Chourafly and 
Chick ley, fhall be afcertained by an average taken 
from the receipts of a certain number of years, or 
by fuch other mode of calculation as may be de- 
termined on; and his faid Highnefs doth further 
agree, for himfelf, his heirs and fucceflbrs, to re- 
linquifli for ever the Nogabundy colle<5lions afore- 
faid, and they (hall accordingly ceafe from the con- 
clufion of this treaty: and it is agreed and ftipu- 
latcd, that a piece or land, yielding a fum equal to 
the amount of the faid Nogabundy colleftions, (hall 
be deducted from the diftricts ceded by Article IV, 
in the fame manner as ftipulated in regard to the 
Choutc of Surat. 

Article XI. Whereas it has been ufual for his 
Highnefs Rao Pundit Purdhaun Bahaudur to enlift, 
and retain in his fervicc, Europeans, of different 
countries, his faid Highnefs hereby agrees and fti- 
pulates, that in 'the event of war breaking oiit be- 
tt^'een the Engli(h and any European nation, ^nd^of 
difcovery being made that any Eurqpean, or Euro- 
peans in his fervice, belonging to fuch nation at war 
•with the Englifli, (hall haVe meditated injury to- 
wards the Engli(h, or have entered into intrigues 
•hoftile to their interefts, fuch European, or Euro- 
peans fo offending, (hall be difcharged by his faid 
Highnefs, and. not fufFered to refide in his domi- 
nions. * 

Article ^W. Inafmuch as by the prefent treaty^ 
the contracting parties are bound in a. general de- 
fenfive alliance for mutual defence and protection 
againft all enemies, his Highnefs Rao Pundit Purd- 
haun Bahaudur confcquently eggages, never to 

commit 
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commit any aft of hoftility or aggreffion against 
his Highnefs the Nabob Afoph Jan Bahaudur, or 
any of the Honourable Company's allies or depend- 
ants, or againft any of the principal branches of the 
Marhatta Empire, or againft any power whatever :. 
and in the event of differences arifing, whatever ad- 
juftment the Company's Government, weighing 
matters in the fcale of truth and jufticei may deter- 
mine, (hall meet with full approbation and ac- 
quiefcence. 

Article XIII. And whereas certain differences 
referring to paft tranfaftions, are known to fubfift 
between the Sircar of his Highnefs Rao Pundit 
Purdhaun Bahaudur, and the Sircar of his Highnefs 
the Nabob Afoph Jah Bahaudur ; and whereas an 
amicable adjuftmcnt of thofe differences muft be 
highly defirable for the welfare and benefit of both 
the faid Sircars, his Highnefs Rao Pundit Purdhaun 
Bahaudur, with a view to the above end, agrees, 
and accordingly binds himfelf, his heirs and .fuc- 
ceflbrs, to fulfil and conform to the ftipulations of 
the treaty of Mhar j and his Highnefs Rao Pundit 
Purdhaun* Bahaudur further agrees, that on the 
bafis of the fulfilment of the faid treaty of Mhar, 
and of the claim of his Highnefs the Nabob Afoph 
Jah Bahaudur to be totally exempted from the 
payment of Choute, the Honourable Company's 
Government fliall be entitled to arbitrate and de- 
termine all fuch points as may be in doubt or dif- 
ference between the Sircars of their Highneffes 
aforementioned : And his Highnefs Rao Pundit 
Purdhauti Bahaudur further agrees, that in the 
event of any differences arifing between his Govern- 
ment and that of his Highnefs the Nabob Afoph 
Jah Bahaudur, at any future period, the particulars 
of fuch differences (hall be communicated to the 
Honourable Eaft India Company, before any aft of 

fa hoftility 
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lioftility fliall be committed on either fide, and the 
faid honourable Company intcrpofing their media- 
tion in a way fuitablc to reftitude, friendfhip and 
union, and mindriil of juftice and eftablin^icd ufage, 
fliall apply thcmfi^Ives to the adjufl:n\ent of all fuch 
differences conformably to propriety and truth, and 
fliall I ring the parties to a right underftanding : 
And it is further agreed, that whatever adjuftment 
of any fuch difFeren^es the Company's Govern- 
ment, weighing things in the fcale of truth and 
juflice, fliall determine, that determination fliall, 
without hefitation or olje£Hon, meet with' the full 
approbation and acqiiiefcence of both parties. It 
is, however, agreed, that this flipulation fliall not 
prevent any amicable negociations which the Ho- 
nourable Company, and the Courts of Poonah. 
ani Hyderabad refpeflively may be dcfirous of 
opening, provided no fuch ncgociation . fliall be 
carried pn between any of the three parties without 
full communication thereof to each other. 

Article XIV. Whereas a treaty of friendflifp and 
alliance has been concluded between the Honour- 
able Company, and Rajah Anund Rao Guikwar 
Bahaudiir; and whereas the faid treaty .was medi- 
ated and executed without any intention that it 
fliould infringe any cf the juft rights or claims of his 
Highnefs Rao Pundit Purdhaun Bahaudur afFe£ling 
the Sircar of the faid Rajah 3 his faid Highnefs ad- 
verting thereto, and alfo to the intimate alliance 
now cftabliflied between the contracting parties, 
doth hereby formally acknowledge the exiflence of 
thf faid treaty between the Honourable Company 
and Rajah Anund Rao Guikv\ar Bahaudur, and 
in as much as by reafon of certain unfiniftied tran- 
faftions, the conclufion of which has been fufpended 
ifom time to time, various demands and papers qT 
ac^rounts are found to fubfift between the Govern- 
ment 
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ment of his Highncfs Rao Pundit Purdhaun Ba- 
haudur, and the Sircar of the Rajah aforemention- 
ed : his faid Highnefs placing full reliance on the 
impartiality, truth, and juftice of the Bricifli Go- 
vernment, doth hereby agree, that the faid Govern- 
ment fhall examine ?ftto, and finally adjuft the faid • 
demands and papers of accounts ; and his faid High- 
nefs further ftipulates, and binds himfelf, his heirs 
and fucceiSfors, to abide by fuch adjuftment as the 
Britifli Government fliall accordingly determine. 

ySrticle XV. The contrafling parties will employ 

all prafticable means of conciliation to prevent the 

•calamity of wjir, and for that purpofe will at all 

times be ready to enter into amirable explanations 

with other States, and to cultivate and improve the 

fjneral relations of peace and amity with all the 
owers of India, according to the true fpirit and 
tenor of this defenfive treaty. But if a war fliould 
•tinfortunatfely break out between the contrafting 
parties and any other Power whatever, then his 
Highnefs Rao Pundit Purdhaun ^ahaudur engages, 
that with the referve of two battalions of Sgpoys, 
which are to remain near his Highncfs's perfon, the 
rcfidue of the Britifli fublidiary force, confifting of 
four battalions of Sepoys, with their artillery, joined 
by fix thbufand infantry and ten thoufand horfe, of 
his Highnefs's own troops, and making together an 
army of ten thoufend infantry and ten thoufand ca- 
valry, with the requifite train of artillery, and war- 
like ftores of every kind, fliall be immediately put in 
motion for the purpofe of oppofing the enemy j and 
his Highnefs likewife engages to employ every fur- 
ther effort in \iis power, for the purpoje of bring- 
ing into the field, as fpecdily as poflible, the whole 
force whiih he may be able to (bpply from his do- 
minions, with a view to the effctlual profecution 
wd fpccdy termination of the laid war.

cern with any of bis Highncfs's children, relations, 
fubject§, or fervants, with refpett to whom his 
Highnefs is abfolute. 

Article XVIII. In as much as by the prefent 
treaty of general defcnfive alliance, the ties of 
union are, with the bleffing of God, fo clofely 
drawn, that the interests of the two States are be- 
come identified j It is further mutually agreed, that 
if diflurbances fhall at any time break out in the 
diftrifts ceded to the Honourable Company by this 
agreement, his Highnefs Rao Pundit Purdhaun 
Pahaudur fliall permit fuch a proportion of the fub- 
iidiary troops as may be requifue to be employed 
in quelling the fame within the faid diftridls. If 
I diftur- 
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difturbances (hall at any time break out in any part 
of his Highnefs's dominions contiguous to the 
Company'^ frontier, to which it mieht be incon- 
venient to detach any proportion of che fubfidiary 
force, the Briclfh Government, in like manner, if 
required by his Highnefs Rao Pundit Purdhaua 
Bahaudur, fliall direQ fuch proportion of the troops 
of the Company as may be nioft conveniently ftar 
tioned for the purpofe, to affift in quelling the faid 
difturbances within his Highnefs's dominions. 

Article XIX. It is fimilly declared, that this 
treaty, which, according to the foregoing articles* 
is meant for the fupport and credit of his faid 
Highnefs's Government,' and to preferre it from 
lofs and decline, fliall laft as long as the sua and 
moon (hall endure.

CALCUTTA GAZETTES EXTRAORDINARY. 

Fort Williami Augufi 29, 1803. 

AUTHENTICf intelligence has been received 
at Fort WtlHam, of the fuccefsful commence- 
ment of operations againft Powlut Rao Scindiah, by 
the forces under the command of Major General 
Welleflcy. On the 8th inftant, the large fortified 
Pettah of Ahmednaggur was carried by efcalade 
with the utmoft gallantry and rapidity. This ope- 
ration was cflfefled immediately upon the arrival of 
the army on its ground before Ahmednuggur, by 
the advanced picquets, reinforced by the flank 
companies of his Majcftv's 74th and 78th regi- 
ments, and the ift battahon of the 3d Madras re- 
giment native infantry, under the command of Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Harnefs, the Field Officer of the 
day. 

The official advices of this fuccefs have not 
reached Fort William ; but it appears by the intel- 
ligence received, that the lofs luftained on the oc- 
cafion by the Britilh troops amounted to 
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The names 6( the Officers ftated to^have been 
killed in theaffault, are Captains Grant ahd Hum- 
berftoLir, and Lieutenant Anderfon, of his Majefty*s 
70 ih regiment. 

Lieutenant

inent, and Lieutenant Pletiderleath, of the i ft. bat- 
talion 3d Madras regiment native infantry, are 
llated to have been wounded..

Fort JViUiam, Augufi 31, 1803. 

AUTHENTIC intelligence has been received at 
Fort William, of the capitulation of the important 
Fortrefs of Ahmednuggur to the forces under the 
command of Major General WelleQey. 

The fortified Pettah having been taken by efca- 
lade on the 8tli inftant, batteries vvere opened on 
the night of the 9th agaihft the Fort. 

On the loth the Killedar of the Fort requefted per-, 
million to fend an Officer to cjpnfer with Major Gene- 
ral Wellefley, and defired at the fame time, that the 
^re from the batteries might ceife. Major General 
WcUeflcy agreed- to receive an Officer from the Fort, 
but refufed to interrupt the fire of the batteries. 

On the ii\ki the Fortrefs capitulated. 

The terms of the capitulation are, that the garri- 
fon (hould march out on the 12th at noon with tlieir 
arms, and that all private property ilioul^ be fayed 
to the inhabitants. 

Hostages had been delivered into the hands of 
Major General Wcllefley, to be detained until the 
evacuation of the Fortrefs fhould a£lually be com- 
pleted ; and all operations againft the Fort had 
ceafed on the nth inftant. 

• No account has beeti received of any lofe fuf- 
tained by the Britilh troops under the command of 
Major General Well<?fley fince the 8th inftanc.

HIS Excellency the JSoft Noble the Governor 
General ha3 received a difpatch from the Honour-' 
able Major General Wellefley, of which the followr* 
ing cxtraft is publifced for general information : — 

M Y L O R D, ^^^P ^^ 4hmeilnuggur^ Augufi i :j, i ftoj, 

' The weather cleared up fo much on the yrh in- 
ftant, as to allow me to march to this place on the 
gth ; I had In the morning difpatched a meffenger 
to the Killedar of Ahmednuggur, to require him tQ 
furrcnd^r his Fort ; and, on my arrival in the neighr 
bourhopd of the Pettah, I offered cowle to the inr 
habitants. This wias rtfufed, as the Pettah was 
held by a body of Arabs, who were fupported by 
a battalion of Scindiah's regular infantry, and ^; 
body of horfe encamped in 2S\ open fpace between 
the Pettah and the Fort. 

I immediately attacked the Pettah witb the pic- 
quets of the , infantry reinforced by the flank com- 
panies of the 78th regiment, under the command 
of Lieutenant Colonel Harnefs ; in another place 
with the 74th regiment, and firft of the 8th, under 
the command of Lieutenant Colonel Wallace i and 
in a third with the flank companies of the 74th, and 
the firft battalion 3d regiment, under' the command 
of Captain- ye fey. The Pettah wall was very lofty^ 
and defended by towers, and had' no rampart, fo 
that when the troops had afcended to the attack* 
they had no ground on which they coirid ftand i and 
the Arabs who occupied the towers, defended their 
port with thtir' ufual obftinacy. At length they 
were obliged to quit the wall, and fled to the houjfes, 
from which they continuejd a dedruftive fire upor^ 
the troops. Scindiah's regular infantry alfo aWacked 
our troops after they had entered the Pettah. In a 
fliort time, however, after a brifk and gallant cof>- 
teft, we were completely matters of it;, but with 
the lofs of fome brave Officers and- foldiers, as your 

Excellency 
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Excellency will perceive by the cnclofed return. The 
enemy's lofs was, from the nature of the conreft, ne- 
ceflTarily much greatet than ours ; and on the. night 
of the 8th, all that part of their force, which wa^ 
not required for the defence of the Fort, went off to 
the Northward ; including all the Arabs, who fur- 
vived the conteft in the rettah, excepting a-fmall 
number who attended one of their wounded Chief? 
who could i|ot be removed farther than the Fort. 

On the 9th I reconnoitred the ground in the 
neighbourhood of the Fort, and on that evening 
Lieutenant Colonel Wallace, with five companies 
of the 74th regiment, and the 2d battalion 12th ret 
giment, feized a pofition within four hundred yards 
' iof it, on which, in the courfc of that night, a battery 
was conftrudled for four guns, to take off the defences 
on the fide on which I propofed to make the attack.. 
This opened at day-light on the loth ; and it wa^ 
fo advantageoufly placed, and fired with fuch cf* 
feci, as. to induce the Killedar to defirethat I.fliould 
ceafe firing, in order that he might fend a perfon to 
treat for his furrender. In my anfwer I cold him; 
that I (hould not ceafe firing tHI I Ihould have 
faken the Fort, or he ftjould have furrendered it ; 
but that I fliould liften to whatever he was defirous 
to communicate. 

Yefterday morning he fent out two Vakeels to 
propdfe to furrender the Fort, on condition that, he 
Ihould be allowed to depart with his garrifon, and 
ttet* he (hould Mve his private property. 

Although i confented to this propofal, It wis five 
in the evening befofc the hoftages arrived in camp, 
without whofe pre fence I rcfufed to (lop the fire 
from the Britilh^ batteries. According to his en- 
gagement, howeycr, the Killedar marched out of c.ie * 
Fort this morning, with a garrifon confifting of 
14OQ men, and the troops under ir\y comaiand cook 
poffellion of it. 
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. In this manner has this Fort fallen into our hands: 
O^^r 1 ' ■ ^nce the 8th has been trifling, which I at- 
tribu:e Tnucb lo thefpint with^hxch our attacks ou 
that day were carried on, 

I have to draw yviur Excellency's notice towards 
the conduct of the troopsi, particularly on that oc* 
cafion, and towards Lieutenant Colonels Hamels,

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On movihg forward with the cavalry in two 
lines, fupported by the line of infantry and guns> 
the enemy immediately retired after a very few 
' ihot from the cavalry guns, which did fbme exe- 
cution. 

Several- attempts were made to charge fome 
confiderable bodies of cavalry, who made an ap- 
pearance of ftanding, but the rapidity of their 
retreat prevented the polBbility or efFeftijig it fa 
completely as I could have wiflied \ but I have 
reafon to believe, that in confequeuce of the ope- 
rations of this day, many of his confederates have 
left him* 

My lofs in men ahd horfcs is very inconfiderable, 
and no Officer. 

I have the pleafure to affbre your Lordfliip, that 
the zeal, aQivity, and fteadinefs, difplayed by both 
Officers and men, affi^rded me entire fatisfafliion^ 
and deferve my warmeft prarfe. 

My ftafF affi^rdcd me every affiftance, and I feel 
myfelf under great obligations to them. 

From every information I can obtain, imme- 
diately on our advancing, Mr. i^crron, with his 
body guard, retired towards A^ra, and has left 
Colonel Pcdron in charge of the fort.

IT is with inexpreffible fatisfa6tion that I have 
the honour to report to your Lordlhip^ the capture 
of the Fort of Ally Ghur this morning by affault. 

Having fpent fome days in fruitlefs endeavours to 
favc the uoneceflary effuiion of blood, on finding 
that the natives perfifted obftinately in their deter- 
mination of refinance, and rejefted every overture 
I madfe, I found myfelf under the^neceflity of de- 
termining on fome decifive meafure, and after 
maturely confidcring the probability of fuccefs^ with 
the obftacles that oppofed us, I judged it preferable 
to carry it by affault, than to lofe time by the flowkr 
operations of a liege. 

In confcquencc of this refolution, I ordered the 
Honourable Lieutenant Colonel Monfon to lead the 
attack, compofcd of four companies of his Majcfty's 
76th regiment, and the lit battalion of the 4th regi- 
ment native infantry under Lieut. Colonel Brown, 
with a detachment of the 17th native regiment 
under Capt. Bagfliaw. 

(^ Colonel Horsford, of the artillery, covered their 
advance by a heavy fire from batteries in fituations 
which had been prcvioufly determined on. 

1 attribute the fuccefsoflhis attack cnrirely to the 
gallantry and fteady conduQ difplayed by the Hon. 
Lieutenant Colonel Monfon, in leading on his men 
under a moft. galling fire of mulketry and grape, 
againft a Fort hitherto deemed ijnpregnable, and de- 
fended on all fides with tlie utmoft obllinacy.

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It would be injufticc in me, were I not to men* 
tion the diftinguilbed bravery of the men of his Ma- 
jefty*s 76th regiment, who, notwithftanding the lofs 
of many of their Officers, fteadily perfevered, till 
the attainment of their objeft vvas effected. 

rTo Colonel Brown, of the ift battalion of the 
4th regiment, who has received a fevere wound, and 
to the whole of the Officers of that battalion, whofe 
exertions on* this occafion were moft meritorious, 
my praife is juftly due. 

To Major Mac Leod, who gallantly led the 76th 
TCgiment, after Colonel Monfon was wounded ; and 
to Captain Shipton of^the artillery, who had charge 
of the guns that forced the gate, both of whom, 
though wounded, ftill remaintd at their poll, I feel 
myfelf much indebted. 

To Colonel Horsford, who commanded the artil- 
lery, as well as to Captains Robertfon and Greene, 
who commanded the coverin.j batteries, i feel my- 
felf under infinite obligations ; and, indeed, that 
w^hole corps merit ray warmeft praife, for the gal- 
lantry difplayed on this occafion, as well as on every 
other in which they have been engaged. 

It is with extreme forrpw 1 lament the, lofs of 
many valuable Officers of his Mijefly's 76th regi- 
ment, and alfo of the' Honourable Company's 
Service. 

I am forry to add, that Colonel Monfon's wound 
is dangerous, and 1 foar I fliall at all events be de- 
prived of the fervices of this gallant Offifcer for fome 
time.

ON the 2d inftant, a body of predatory horfe, 
commanded by a French. Officer, attacked the 
cantonment of Shekoabad, on the frontier of the 
diftrift of Etawah. The Britifli force at that poft, 
confiding of five companies of the firft battalion of 
the eleventh regiment of native infantry, with one 
gun, under the command of Lieutenant-Colonel 
Coningham, continued to rcfifl: the attack of the 
enemy's cavalry during the greater part of the day, 
with great refolution and fpirit, and at length fuc- 
ceeded in repulfing the enemy. The enemy appear 
to have fuffered confiderahly, and to have loft 
feveral Officers on thii occafion. The condud of 
Lieutenant-Colonel Coningham, and of the troops 
under his command, on this occafion, received the 
high approbation of his Excellency the Commander 
in Chief, cxpreffed in general orders* 

On 
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Oq the 4rti inftant Lieutenant-Colcmel Coning- 
Kam was again .attacked by the cnemy*s troops, to 
whom he oppofed a fpirited refiftance for fomc 
hoiirs ; but having reafon to believe that their niim* 
ber wa« fo confiderable as to render further refift- 
ance ineffeftual, h« furrendered, on condition that 
his detachment (hould be permitted to march to 
.Cawnpore, with their arms and ammunition, and 
the gun attached to the corps ; that all private 
property (hould be prote6led, and .that the detach- 
ment -fliould riot ferve during the war with Dowlut 
Rao Scindiah, Thefe terms were faithfully obferved 
by the enemy, and the detachment accordingly 
marched to Cawnpore.

Intelligence has been received of the arrival 
of that force at the place of its deftination, and of 
the retreat of the whole of the enemy*s troops 
from the Company's dominions.

I have the fatisfaftion to infornfi your Lordfliip, 
that after a march of eighteen miles, this morning 
I learnt that the enemy in great force, under Mr. 
Louis, had croffed the Jumna from Delhi, with the 
intention of attacking us. 

When we had encamped, we found our pods 
were attacked by a body of the enemy. On re- 
connoitring to our front, I found that the enemy*s 
whole army were drawn up rn order of battle ; I 
immediately ordered out the whole line, and ad- 
vanced to attack them in front. 

The enemy oppofcd to us a tremendous fire from 
a numerous artillery, which was uncommonly well 
ferved, and caufed us confiderable lofs in Officers 
and men ; but I have the iatisfaction to add, that 
our advance under a moft heavy cannonade^ and 
adual charge of the enemy, at about one hundred 
paces diftant, caufed a moft precipitate retreat, 
and left in our poffeffion the whole of their ar- 
tillery. • • 

The cavalry purfued the fugitives to the Jumna, 
making great havoc, and numbers were drowned in 
attempting to crofs. 

In n^.ort, I have only to exprcfs my entire appro- 
bation of the gallantry of the troops under my 
command,. during the whole of this moll brilliant 
action i and fliall have the honour to detail it more 
I particularJjr 
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particularly to-morrow, which the latcnefs of the 
jfiour prevents me doin ; at pr^cnt. 

1 ho whole army was under arms from three this 
morning till this moment.

I cannot find terms sufficiently ftrong to exprefs 
the high fenfe I entertain of the gallant fervices 
performed by the whole of the Officers and men 
in the army under my command. 

When the length of t)ur march (upwards of 
eighteen miles,) is confidcred/ the fatigue the

whole anny underwent, and that we were expofed 
to a moft galling fire from the enemy of grape 
and chain (hot, while advancing in line, the opera- 
tions of yefterday mud ever refleft the highell 
credit on all dcfcriptions of troops engaged ; and 
cannot fail of ftriking the enemy with a dread of 
our army; and prove to them, that oppofition to 
fuch fuperior difcipline and courage, is ufelefs. 

To M^or General Ware, who commanded the 
right wing, and to the Honourable Major-General 
St. John, who commanded the left, I feel myfelf 
under infinite obligations. The former, I am 
forry to fay, received a very fewre contufion, while 
advancing with the right wing. 

Major-General St. John was oppofed to the 
enemy's right ; the fteadinefs and ability difplayed 
by the Honourable the Major-General, quickly 
furmounted every difficulty, and forced the enemy 
to retire in diforder, with very heavy, lofs. 

To Colonel St. Leger, who commanded the 
cavalry, my warmed praifes are due ; the (leadinefs 
and gallantry of the whole corps, both Europeans 
and Natives, under a formidable fire of artillery,, 
does than infinite honour. 

After the gallant and fteady charge of his Ma- 
jefty's 76tb regiment, led by Captain Boyce, and 
the whole of the Infantry line, who advanced to 
within one hundred paces of the enemy, without 
taking their firelocks from their Ihouldtrrs, whea 
iKey fired a volley, and rufhed on with the bayonet, 
with a determination nothing could refifti had 
forced the enemy to abandon their formidable ar* 
tillery- Colonel St. Leger, with the cavaUy under 
his command, moved rapidly forward, when a 
dreadful flaughter enfued ; by a well-timed ma- 
noeuvre of the Colonel's in intercepting their retreat 
to the Jumna, much execution was done : the 
tnemy*s confufion was fuch, that many were 
drowJied^ in attempting to crofs the river. 

To 
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To Colonel Horsford, and every Officer of tlie 

corps of artillery, I feci m} feh' infinitely indebted 
for their merityrious fervices on the occafion. 

The number of tKe enemy's guns already col* 
le£ted, is between fifty and hxty ; and I expaffc 
more before the evening. I ihall have the honour 
to forward a regular return of the enemy's ord-- 
nance to-mor-ow. 

1 have to lament the lofs of many Officers anct 
men killed and wjunded In this adkion, returns 
of which IhaL oe tranfmiitcd for yout lyordfiiip's 
information. 

From the extreme "heat and fatigue, that both 
OflScers and men expcner,ccd, I have to regret the 
lofs of xMajpr Middleton, of the 3d native cavalry, 
and Cornet Sanguine, of the eyth Light Dragoons, 
as well as of feveral European folJiers, who fell, 
from the efFeAs of tlie fun. 

I have to lament the lofs of Captain Robert 
M'Grcgor (Perfian inrerpreter in the tield), who 
fell, when advancing in a gallant ftyie, 

Th^ conlequences of rhis vi£iory, are the eva* 
cuation of the city and fort^ of Delhi, and the dit 
perfion of the enemy in all Jire£tions* 

At the earned requeft of his Majefty, who is 
anxious to put himfelf under the proteftion of 
the Britifh Government, I (hall crofs the river with 
my army, as foon as a fufficient number of boats 
can be procured. 

My ftafF, as ufual, conduced themfelves to my 
entire fatisfaftion, and merit my warmeft appx^ 
bation.

It is neceffary to remark, that we had only one 
brigade of cavalry ; confifting of the ayth light dra- 
goons, and the 2d and 3d regiments of native ca- 
valry ; the other brigades being detached for the 
protc£tion of our own provinces.

The whole ofthe^bove-mentioned Ordnance ap* 
pcairs " ierviceable/' excepting one iron la-goiin- 
der, and one iron i-pduhder, which arc burft iii 

The iron guns are of European manufafture* 
The b'rafs ^uos, mortars', add howitzers, have becii 
caft in India ; one Portugiiezc 3-pounder exceptedl 
Some bear an infcription of being made at Muttrat 
others at Ugein ; but the whole are evidently froni 
the d'efign and execution of an Eurbpeari artiftl 
The dimeniions are, in general, thofe of th* 
French ; the workmanship is of ^s high a finiih as 
anyin the Company's arfcnal. ' 

Thirteen of the 4-pounders have iron cylinders 
(or bores), over which it would feem the metal was 
run in carting the piece, for the adherence is fa 
iclofe, that no flit or chafm appear^ ; and nothing 
but the different colours or the t\Vo metais difcovers 
the jun£iron'. The* iron cylinder (or bore) is conl" 
jpofed' of four longitudinal piec-es of hammered 
iron, remarkably clofe, and neatly fitted through- 
out the bore. 

The whole bf the pieces are furnifhed with wel 
made elevating fcrews j fbme are of the lateft 
French, improvement i And to the mortars and 
howitzers the fame kind of elevating fcrews are, 
by a fimple and ingenious adjuftment, made to 
elevate the piece to any angle, and give either 
of them the double capacity of mortar and 
howitzer. ' ■ ' ^ 

The carriages . are ftrong and good ; fome arc 
neatly made according to the French pattern. 

The tumbrils are very (lout, but of the clumfy 
iize. and (hape made' by the Company in their arfe- 

nal 
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nal about twenty years ago : Some, however, have 
the modern draft chain, whilft others have retained 
the trace' made of greeii hides. 

The ammunition, both round and grape, dif&rs 
from that made in the Company's arfenal, infpmuch 
as, that the bags are of cotton inftcad of ferge, 
and not fixed to boltoms with the (hot ; and alfo, 
that two forts ,of grape are made ufe of after the 
iFrench brdonnance i viz. large balls for great dit 
tances, and fmaller balls for lefler diftanCes. 

Chain (hot roiled up into the (hape of a ball, of 
the fize of the bore of the piece, cither mortar or 
Howitzer, made part alfo of the enemy's ammu- 
nition.

THE returns received \fy the Governor General 
in Council of the ordnance taken on the field of 
battle near Delhi, on the iith of September 1803, 
ha ve/completed the official fiatement of the military 
operations condudled under the peribnal command 
of His Excellency General Lake, from the 29th of 
Auguil to the 1 8th of September. 

In revie^^ing the rapid and brilliant fuccefs of our 

arms wkhio that period of time^ every loyal fubjedfc 

of the Britiih empire rhuft be animated by the moft 

zealous emotions of juft pride^ national triamph, 

^ and public glory. 

The Governor General in Council has already ex- 
prelTed the fentimehts of gratitude and admiration 
with which he contemplates the condu6i of His 
Excellency the Commander in Chief,, and of the 
officers and troops under His Excellency's perfonal 
command, in the a6t jon of the 29th of Auguft, and 
in the gallant aiTault of the fbrtreis of Ally Ghuc 
on the 4tb of September. 

His Excellency in Council highly approves the 
judicious and early movement of^'the army after that 
important fuccefs towards the principal fiatiotix>f , 
the enemy's infantry and artillery* and the portion 
whence the ino& fpeedy relief might be afforded to 
the unfortutlate representative of the Houfe of Ti- 
mur and to His Majeily's Royal Family.

The Governor General in Council fincerely la- 
ments the lofs of Major Middleton, Captain Mat 
Gfegor, Lieutenant Hill, Lieutenant Prefton^ Cot- 
net Sanguine, and Quarter Mafler Richardlbn ; and 
of the brave foldiers who fell in the exemplary ex- 
ertion of deliberate valor and difciplinedt fpirit at 
the battle of Delhi.

In teftimony of the peculiar honor acquired by 
the aimy under the perfonal coromandof His Excel- 
lency General Lake, the Governor General in 
Council is pleafed to order, that honorary colours, 
Vrith a device properly fuited to commemorate the 
redu6tion of the fortrefs of Ally Ghur on the 4th, 
and the vidory obtained at Delhi on' the nth of 
September, be prefented .to the corps of cavalry and 
infantry, European and Native^ refpedlively em- 
ployed on thofe glorious occalions ; and that a public 
monument be crccSled at Fort William to the me- 
mory of the brave officers and men, European and 
Native, ^ho have fallen in the public fervice during 
the prefent campaign.

Sir, ' 
I HAVE the honor to acquaint you, that I have 
this morning attacked and taken poflcffion of the 
pettah on thp weftcrn face of the fort ,of Baroach. 
The battery for two' eighteen-pounders I hope to 
have finilhed in (he courfe of the night, and that 
I fhall be able to begin to batter to-morrow mourning, 
when I flatter myfelf a fpeedy redudtion of the fort 
iRrill enfue. 

Agreeably to my communication to you, I marched 
from Baroda on the z.ift, and encamped within two 
cofs of Baroach on the 23d. It was my intention 
to have attacked the pettah (on the outfide of which 
I was informed they had brought their whole force) 

on 
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on. fh« tnormng of tbe 24th, expelling to have fband 
the Fury fchooner with the two cigh teen-pounders 
at anchor, about a cofs from the fort, agreeably to 
the intimation I had received; but early in the 
morning of the 24th, one of my coffids, who had 
been difpatched to Lieutenant Hcwitfon, the com- 
mander of the veflel, to give him notice of my ap- 
proach, brought me information from him, that, on 
account of the fhallownefs of the water, it would 
be utterly impradiicable to get his vcflTcl to Biiroach 
until the fprings, and that he was at anchor at Bar- 
good, five cofs ofF. 

On this intelligence T marched to Bargood on the 
a4th, and made an arrangement to bring the eigh- 
tcen-pounders and flores up in boats, and I am 
happy to acquaint you they are jufl arrived. 

We found the enemy in front of the pettah, as I 
expelled, to receive us, and with great eafc forced 
them to a precipitate retreat into the fort. 

Our lofs in killed and wounded is not great; no 
European officer is hurt. I fhouid have the honor 
of fending a return of the killed and wounded, but 
have nol had time yet to colle6l them, from the 
troops being fo much employed. The lofs of the 
enemy I have not afcertained.

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thougfat that a iftry fikely hour to Snd the enemy 
off their guards 

The veffel and armed boat however did not axtiyft 
in time to afford any afliflance. 

Tlie enclofed orders for the ftorm will Inform you 
of the difpofition I made^ as will the accompanpng 
profile and elevation of the vvefiern front of the fort. 

The enemy made a defperate attack in oppolipg 
qur entrance into the breach, but by 'the valor and 
Ipirit of the troops were fpeedily repulfed, aod my 
orders were carried into full execution. After Cap* 
tarn Richardfon bad obtained poffefl^on of the firfl 
gate, Major Cuyler pulhed on fo rapidly, that he 
overtoolcthe Arabs before the greateft part, both 
horfc and foot, could get out of^the gate, and put 
to death about zoo of them. Many horfes were'alfo 
Wkd. ' 

I beg leave to fubmit to your notice the ready co.- 
6peration of Major Cuyler throughout every part of 
the fervice, his gallantry and condudl in the com- 
mand of the florm, as alfo of .Captain Richardfon 
who led. 

The whole of the officers and men employed on 
tbis'fervice have conducted themfelves & much to 
my fatisfaflion,^ that I cannot ^xprefs myfelf too 
llrongly in their commendaHon. 

I am now employed in efiabtifhing fome order in 
the fort> in getting the eighteen-pounder) and every 
thin^ we do not want to move with, into H, alfo in 
burying the enemy's dead, amounting to about 250. 

1 have great pleafure in informing you, that our 
lofs is fmalL Captain M^Laurin of his Majeilj'a 
"86th regiment, the only officer wpundcd, and not 
T>adly.

Mx Lord, 

FfNDiKG it impoflible to make approaches againft 
this place, as long as the feven battalions of the 
cnemy^^who remained here, were in pofleflion of the - 
town of Agra, of an encampment with a large num- 
ber of guns on the glacis, and of the ravines with 
which tbefouth^and fouth-weft faceo^ the fort is 
furrounded, I determined to diflodge the enemy from 
the town, and occupy the ravines this morning, 
which will anfwer as trenches, and afford complete 
cover for carrying on our works. 

With- this view I ordered Brigadier General Clarke, 
who was encamped with his brigade in, the rear of 
^he town, to take poiTefiion of it, at the iamf 
time that three battalions advanped to occupy the 
ravines. 

The attacks have/ucceeded, atid th^^ town as weU 
p tl)e ravines are now occupied by our troops. 

' Lieutenant 
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Lieutenant Colonel M«CuUock, Major Haldane, 
and Captain Worfeley, led the battalions that ad- 
vanced on the ravines. Every praife is due to thofe 
officers, who performed every thing required of 
them, with the greateA alacrity and fteadinels. 

I am forry to fay that a number of men have beea 
killed and wounded as well as officers, owing to their 
high fpirit and anxiety to pollcis themfelves of the 
enemy's guns; they quitted the ravines and gained 
the glacis, driving the enemy from their pofirioa; 
in effedling which, from being clofe under the fort, 
tjii^y were eXpofed to a very heavy fjrc.. 

My thanks are due to the Honorable Major Ger 
Deral St. John, for his fpirited conduct in advancing 
at the head of the id battalion of ^he 2d Native 
infantry, which { found it qecelTary to order up to 
fupport the attack. 

Brigadier General Clarke, in his attack, on the 
town, met with confiderable refinance, which, by the 
gallant condudl of the officers and men under his 
command, was at length lurmounted. I feel myfelf 
under particular obligations to Lieutenant Oolonel 
V\^hite, who commanded five companies of the A6th 
regiment Native infantry, for his judicious and galr 
|ant conduct on this day. 

I feel myielf under the greateft obligations to Lieu* 
ienant polonel Qerrard, Adjutant General, who

I HAD the hoqor of briefly ftating to you yefier* 
day, for the information of Mrs Excellency the Moft 
Noble the Governor General, that the fort of Barra- 
^utty had been taken by aflault, by a party of the 
tcoopa under my comiiiand, directed to perform this 
fervice under the orders of lieutenant Colonel Clay- 
ton of the 20th Bengal regiment. I now have the 
honor to acquaint you, for His Excellency's inform- 
ation, with the further details of this operation. 

On the night of the nth, a foot was fixed on for 
a 11-pounder battery, ''diiUnt anout 500 yards from 
the outer gate of the fort. This battery was completed 
on the night of the 13th, and the 1 t-pounder placed 
in it, together with two howitzers and two 6^- 
pounders, the whole of which opened their fire oa 
the morning of the 14th. By eleven o*clock in the 
forenoon, moft of the defences on the fouth face of 
the fort, again (I which our fire was dire£ied, were 
taken off, the enemy's guns filenced. and every ap« 

E^araoce promifed fuccefs: upon which I dire&ed 
ieutenant Colonel Clayton to advance with one 
6-pounder, and a party ot artillery- men, two hundred 
Europeans from His Majefty^s aad, and the Madras 
European regiment, and four hundred Sepoys from 
the 20th Bengal, and the 9th and 19th regiments of 
Madras Native infantry. 

The party had to pds over a narrow bridge, and 
under a very heavy, but ill-dire(5fed fire of muiquetry 
from the fort, to which they were expofed for fortjf 
pinutes. They at length fucceeded in blowing opca 
the y/)xkei (the remaining part of the gate having 

been 
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beet) foHifi^ with thick tiiafies of (tones). Having 
once accompliihed this, the party entered fingly ; and 
although they met with conliderable reMance >Vhilft 
entering the fort, and pafling two other gates^ ihe 
Briti(h troops were foon completely vidlorious. 

I cannot too highly praile the condu6l of Lieute* 
nant G>lonel Clayton and that of the officers and 
troops under bis command : the whole party matu- 
fefted a degree of perfevering fteadinefs and braverjr 
that does tliem in^nite honor* 

The fort of Bacrabutty is of confiderable flrengtb^ 
and, with the except ion only of the bridge over which 
ciir party palled, is inacceffible, as it is furrounded 
by a ditch from 35 to 135 feet broad, and twenty feet 
depth of water in it. 

I am happy to acquaint you, that our lofs has not 
been confiderable; but' I Imvcto report with regret, 
•that Captain Kenny of the 19th regiment Madras 
infantry, Captain HurKione of His Majefty^s zid 
regiment, and Lieutenant Faithful of the Bengal ar- 
tiller}', are wounded, though not dangeroufly ; their 
conduct was highly meritorious, as well as that of 
every other officer on the florming party. 

Returns of the killed and wounded are encloled. 

1 cannot omit expreffing, in the flrongeft manner, 
the high fenfe I entertain of the fervices of Captain 
Blunt, field engineer, who has been throughout our • 
campaign indefatigably a(5\ive; and of Captain 
Hetzler, of the Bengal artillery, whofe well-diredbed 
fire from the battery was of eminent fervice. 

The loft of the enemy within the fort was very 
confiderable, and many were drowned in the ditch, 
when endeavouring to efcape. 

I fhould not omit mentioning that a ftand of 
colours of the enemy was taken by the detachment 
of His Majefiy's 2id regiment, a fecond fiand of co- 
lours by thc20tb Bengal regiment, a third by the 9th 

Madras 
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Madrd^ Native regiment, and a fourth by the iQth 
Madras Native fegiment : and for the difpofal of 
which I hope to be honored with His Excellency *8 
commands. 

The zealous and efficient fervices of Major of Bri* 
gade Thompfon demand my warmefi acknowledg- 
ments, and I muft further beg leave to report to you 
fi*r His Excellency's information/ that the general 
conduct of the whole force under my command has 
been fuch as to merit the moll favorable reprefenta* 
tion of their fervices to His Excellency's notice.

As it appeared their wifh that I fhould fend an 
officer into the fort, I requefled Captain Salkeld to 
accompany Colonel Sutherland thither with my 
replies No. 5 and 6, to' explain to the garrifon

Captain Salkdd faw all_ the native chiefs, and 
found that they were not decided in their opinions 
on the fubje(Sl. They flarted feveral difficulties ; and 
whilft he was endeavouring to remove thefe, the 
firing froth the fort recommenced, without any evi- 
dent caufe, which induced him to return to camp. 

Being defirous, from motives of humanity, to in- 
duce them to liften to nyr terttos, a roeffcngcr, in- 
trufied with a letter from me, was again lent this 
morning. They have refuted however, all intcr- 
courle, from which I am inclinecl to think that their 
only objed yeflcrday was to gain time.

I attribute the early furrender of* thi^ place 
to the great imprefllon our breaching batteries, 
which opened yeflerday morning within 350 yards, 
made on the walls, and which would have caufed 
a pra6ticable breach in a few hours more battering.

1 WAS joined bj Major HilU with the laft of ^tltt 
convoys expected frosa the rhrer Kiftna on the idth^ 
and on the 20th was enabled ta more forward toi^ 
wards tlie enemy, who had been joined id the courfo 
cf the lafi feren or eight days by the infantry under 
Colonel Pohlmap, by that belonging to Begum 
Sumroo, and by another brigade of infantry, the 
name of whole commander I have not yet afcertaio^. 
The enemy*s army was collefted about Bokerdun^ 
and between that place and Jaflierabad. 

I was near Colonel Stevenfon*s corps on the aift^ 
and bad a conference, with that officer, in which we 
concerted a plan to attack the enemy's army with 
the divifions under our command on tho 24th in the 
morning, and we marched on the £2d, Colonel Ste« 
¥cn(bn by the weftcm route, and I by the eaftern 
fonte round the hills between Budnapur and Jalna« 

On the t^d I arrived at Naulniah, and there re- 
ceived a report that Scindiah and the Rajah of Be« 
lar had mov^d off in the morning with their cavalry, 
and that the infantry wero about to follow, but 
were ilill in camp at the diftance of about fix miles 
from the ground on which I had intended to encamp. 
It was obvious that the attack was no longer to be 
delayed ; and having provided for the fecurity of my 
baggage and ilores at Naulniah, I marched on to at- 
tack the enemy. 

I found the whole combined army of Scindiah 
and the Rajah of Berar encamped on the hank of 
the Kaiti^ river, nearly on the ground which I had 
been informed that they occupied. Their right^ 
which confided entirely of cavalry, was about Bor 
]cerdun, and extended to their corps of infantry, 
which were encamped in the neighbourhood of Af- 

fyCi 
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:iye. Although I came firft in fronl of their fight, 
I determined to attack their left ; as the defeat of 
their corpsof infantry was moft likely to be effedtoaU 
accordingly I marched round to their left flank, co- 
vering the march of the column of infantry by the 
Britiih cavalry in the rear, and by the Marhatta and 
Myibre cavalry on the right flank. 

We paired the river Kaitna at a ford beyond the 
enemy's left flank^ andl formed the in&ntry imme- 
diately in two linesj ^ith the Britifh cavalry, as a 
referve, in a thin), in an open fpace between that 
river and a nullah running parallel to it The 
Marhatta and Myfore cavalry occupied the ground 
beyond the Kaitna on our left flank, and kept in 
check a large-body of th% enemy's cavalry, which had 
followed our march from the right of their own po- 
fitiom * 

The enemy had altered the pofition of their in- 
fantry previous to our attack ; it was no longer, as 
at firfiy along the Kaitna; but extended fiom that 
river, acrofs to the village of AfTye, upon the nullah 
which was upon but right. . We attacked them im- 
mediately, and the troops advanced under a very 
hot fire from cannon, the execution of which was 
terrible. The picquets of the infantry, and the 74th 
regiment, which were on the right of the firfi and 
fecpnd lines, fufFered particularly, from the fire of 
the guns on the left of the enemy's pofition neat 
' Aifye. The enemy's cavalry alfo made an attempt 
to charge the 74th regiment, at the moment when 
they were mofi eXpofed to this fire, but they were 
cut up by the Britiih cavalry, which moved on at that 
moment. At length the enemy's line gave Way in 
all directions, and the Britifh cavalry cut in among 
. their broken infantry ; but fome of their corps went 
off in good order, and a fire was kept up on our 
troops from many of the guns from which the enemy 

' q had 
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^d baeo fitft 4nven» by indiTtduaU who hkd been 
pafiied by the line tind^ the fiippofition that thc^ 
wert dead* 

JUeiitcnant GdIoqcI Maxwell with the Britiih cm- 
iralry, charged ooc large body of infantrv which had 
jetiied^ and waa fenned again, in which operation 
be was killed ; and fome time elanled bdore we 
could jMst an end to the fiiaggling nve which was 
ktft vp by indiTiduals from tjt^ gpns from which the 
enemy were driven. The enemy*s cavalry alfb, 
which had been holering round us throughout the 
a^on^ was flill near us. At length, when the 
lafl formed body of infantry gavb way, the whole 
wont off, and left in our handa ninety piccos of 
cannon. 

This vifkory, wnich was certainly complete^ hal 
however coft us dear. Your Excellency will per- 
ceive by the enclo&d return, that our lofs in officers 
and ancahaa been very great ; and in that of Lieu- 
lenant Colonel Maacwell^ and other officers, whofe 
names are therein included, greatly to be regretted. 

I oannot write in tog ilrong terms of the condoA 
of the troops; they advanced in the beft order, and 
with the gTQatefk iteadinels, under a moit defirudire 
.fir^ againA a body of io&ntry iar iuperior in nita- 
bers, who appealed determined to contend with them 
to the lafty and who were driven from thokr grnis 
only by the bayonet; and notwithftandtng the noifl- 
hers of the eneady's cavalry, and the related dc* 
mooAntioafi they made of an intention to cbau-gei 
ihOT woe kept at a diftance by our infantry. 

I am particulariy indebted to Lieutenant Colonel 
Harnefs, and Lieutenant Colonel Wallace, for tbe 
smnner in which they conduxSed their brigades ; andr 
to all the officers of the As^ for ihe afliflance I De- 
ceived from them^ The officers commamliog bvi-

: Sir, 

III coniequeDce of your communication to me 
laft night, that yoti had not received my official 
ebmmunication on the furrender of Powaugbur fay 
capitulation, I have the honor to addrefs you again 
on the fubjeft. 

After a breach had been eiTeded in the wall of 
the inner fort, as alfo that another was almofl prac* 
ticable in a tower at the angle of the outer fort, 
the garrifon offered to capitulate on the morning 
of tne feventeenth, on condition of being pre* 
te£ied in their perfons and private property. To 
thefe terms I agreed, on condition of immediately 
taking polfeflion of the breach in the inner wall with 
a company of Sepoys : they however tacked other 
ilipulations to the capitulation, viz. that I (hpuld 
agree to pay them the arrears due from Scindiah, and 
that two of the commanders of the Guikawar ca- 
valry with me (amounting to about 300 horfe) ihould 
fign the agreement. To thefe latter articles I would 
on no account agree, and it was not until four P. M. 
when they found ftixti our continuing to batter that 
I would admit of no delay, that 4hey agreed to the 
original terms, which were immediately carried into 
full effedl, by their evacuation of the fort and moun- 
tain, of which we took pofiefTion. ' 

If this had not taken place I had made the ne< 
ceiTary arrangements for (h)rmiRg both breaches on 
the morning of the 18th, and 1 conceive that the 
garrifon were intimidated frora a knowledge that, if 
tney oppofed us on our entering the bi;eaches, their 
5 cofumu* 
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communication with the upper fort would be cut ofF^ 
and they bad no other way to ^fcape than the road 
which led down by our battery. 

Could they have obtained pofleflion of the upper 
fort, or Batia Killa, at the top of the mounttiini; I 
am inclined to think it utterly impregnable. 

I have left Captain Cliffe of the engineers to take 
a ptan and view of the forts and works on the moun- 
tain, whtdh I doubt not,, from his known abilities, 
will be* ably executed. 

It is with the greatefl pleafure tbat I embrace this 
opportunity of fubmitting for your notice, the merits^ 
zeal^and great exertions of all ranks on this fervice.

THE GoTcrnor General jn Council has this day 
received from Major General the Honorable Arthur 
WcMcfley, the official report of the fignai and fplen«> 
did vidiiory obtained by the troops under the per- 
fooal command of that diftinguiOied officer, on the 
23d of September, at Affye in the Dekan, over the 
combined armies of Dowlut Rao Scindiah aqd the 
Rajah of Berar. 

At the clofe of a campaign of the moft brilliant 
iucceis and glory in every quarter of India, this 
tranfcendent victory demands a tcHimony of public 
honor, equal to any which the juftice of the Britifh 
Government in India has ever conferred on the con- 
du6k of our officers and troops in the moH difttxi* 
guifhed period of our military hiliory. 

The Governor, in Council highly approves the 
ikilfal plan formed by Major General Wellcflcy oa 
the 2ift of September, for precluding the efcape of 
the enemy, and for reducing their combined armjr 
to the neceffity of hazarding a general SL&ioxu 

His Excellency in Council alfo fignifies his moft 
cordial approbation of the magnanimity, prompti* 
tade, and judgment with which Major General 
Wellefley determined upon the inftantaneous attack 
of the enefny on the 23d of September. 

During the fevere a<3ion which enfued, the con- 
duct of Major General Wellefley united a degree of 
ability, of prudence, and dauntleis fpirit, icldpia . 
equalled and never furpafled. 

The Governor General in Council, fignifies bia 
warmeft applaufe of the exemplary order and (tea- 
dinefs with which the troops advanced.under a molf^ 
deilru6Vive fire, againfl a body of the enemy's in* 
iantry, confiderably fuperior ^a number, and deter^ 
I mined 
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ittioed to oppoic a vigorous refinance io ourafladu 
The numerous infantry of the enemy were driven 
firom their powerful artillery at the point of the bay- 
onet, with an alacrity and rcfolution truly worthy 
of Britifti foldiers ; and the firmud's and difciplinc 
manifefted bv our brave infantry, in repelling the 
great body of the enemy *s cavalry, merit the higheft 
commendation. 

The Governor General in Council has remarked 
with great fatisfadlion, the gallant and fkilful con* 
du(? of the cavalry, commanded by Lieutenant Coh 
lonel Maxwell, and particularly of His Majefly'« 
19th regiment of light dragoons, a corps diftin- 
.guilhed in India by a long and uninterrupted courib 
of arduous fervice and of progreffivc honor. 

His Excellency in Council direds Major General 
Wcllefley to fignify to all the officers and troops 
employed on this glorious octillion, and efpecialty 
to Lieutenant Colonel Harnefs, and ta Lieutenant 
Coldnd Wallace, who commanded brigades, and 
to the officers of the flafF, the high fenfe entertained 
by tlie Governor General in Council of their emi- 
nent and honorable fervices, 

The .important benefits refulting from the triampb 
of our arms in the battle of AfTye are not inferior to 
the fplendor of the adiion. The immediate conle-r 
quences derived from the exertions of that day have 
been the complete defeat of the combined army of 
the confederate chieftains ; an irreparable blow to 
the ftfength and efficiency of their military rcfourccs, 
efpecially of their artillery, in the Dekan ; ttie cx-r 
puliion of an hoftile ^nd predatory army from the 
territory of our ally the Soiubahdar of the Dekan ; 
and a feafonable and effe6iual check to the ambition, 
pride, and rapacity of the enemy. 

The profperous refult of thefe advantages muft 
be accelerated by the aufpicious progrefs of our arixis 
in other provinces of Inaia ; and it may reafonahly 
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be expected that the decifive vi(Slories gained at 
Delhi and Affye on the nth and 23d of ^ptember, 
will fpeedily compel the enemy to reflore peace to 
Hindoftao and to the Dekao. 

The achieveinenta of our commandefs, officers, 
and troops during this campaign, land efpecially in 
the iignal vidories of Delhi and of Aflye, muft in- 
fpire a general lentiment of juft confidence in the 
Tigor of our military. refources, and in the lability 
of our dominion and power. Our unifoHn fuocda 
in firuAratiog every advantage of fuperior numbers 
of powerful artillery, and even of obdinate refifl* 
ance oppofed by the enemy, conflitutes a (atisfadiory 
proof of the eilabliihed luperiority of firitilh difci* 
pline, experience^ and valor; and demonfirates, 
that the glorions progrefs of our arms is not the ac* 
cidental refuh of a temporary or tranfient advantage, 
but the natural and certain e^c<^t of a permaaentcaule.. 

Prom tliefe refie<Siions, confolation is to be derived 
for the lofs of thofe lamented and honored officers 
and foldiers, who> animated by the gallant fptrit of 
their General, and emulating the noble example of 
his zeal and cx)urage, facriiiced their lives to the bo* 
»or and intercils of their country. 

The Governor General in Council greatly regrets 
the lofs of Lieutenant Col6nel Maxwell of His Ma* 
jeAy's 1 9}fa dragoons, who fell at the head of the 
Britiih cavalry, bravely charging a large body of the 
enemy's infantry. With the. utmoft concern^ His 
Excellency m Council records the names of the va- 
luable^ and excellent officers who have fallen with 
glory at the battle of Aifye, in achieving the com- 
plete defeat of the enemy, and in efiablifhio^ the 
triumph of the Britifh arms in the Dekan. Lieute* 
nant Colonel Maxwell, Captains R. Boyle, H. Mac* 
kay, D, Aytone, A, Dycc, R, Macleod, and T* 
Maxwell ; Captain Lieutenants Steele and Fowler ;

In teftimony of the high honor acquired by the 
army under the pcrfonal command of Major Gene- 
ral Wcllofley at the battle of Aflyc, the Govcrnot 
General in Council is pleaied to order, that hono- 
rary colours, with a device property fuited to com- 
memorate that fplendid vidory, be prefented to the 
corps of cavalry and infantry employed on that glo- 
rious occaiion.

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poor^ and I did not reach my grao&d'of encamp! 
meat without great dllficuliyy owing to the ex- 
treme badneat of the weather, the iausdated state 
of the country, and the riH of the Nullahs croising 
my line of march. 

' My advanced guard, under the com^fiand of 
Captain Hutchiuson of the SOth fien^ R^* 
ment, was several times annoyed hy the enemy, 
but from the able management of that officer, our 
loss was not severe : it consisted ^in three men 
wounded, as appears in the enclosed general 
return. — ^The loss of the eogmy, I. understand, was 
considertble. 

Tl;ie difficulties that impeded the march of the 
line detained the heavy guns and bageage for five 
clays ; when I p|[oceedea to %jrpoorsnuctumpoor, 
where I was asam detained by tne badness of the 
road and weather until the 3d instant 

Having thought it expedient to order a force in 
advance from Beirpoor$hutt\impoor, I detached the 
acting field officer of the day, with orders to oc« 
cupy a position near Muckundpoor, which service 
agam fell to ^e lot of Captain Hutchinson : im- 
mediately on his leaving camp he discovered the 
enemy on his flanks in considerable force, both of 
horse and infantry, but he, notwithstanding much 
opposition, most completely carried my ordecs into 
effect I regret to state that his loss was not in- 
considerable, it consisted in two killed and twenty* 
one wounded. The loss of the enemy was very 
great from their being frequently exposed to a 
heavy discharge of grape from the six-pounder 
W|th Captain Hutchiuson.

Owing to adverse winds, the transports, &c. as 

per margin*, only made the Neelgjiaree Hills in 

> the afternoon of the 17th instant, distant ffom the 

Bar, at the entrance of the Balasore River, about 

sixteen miles. 

.. Early in the morning of the 18th, Mr. Wright, 
the Pilot, left the Alexander, and proceeded to 
explore the Bar, and impossible, obtain by amicable 
means some native pilots^ but without effect ; as 
. at Bellanghurry House, near to the entrance into 
the river,, was a post of Afahiratta infantry, who in 
failitig to entice him on shore, fired into his boat 
, witnout doing any injury. . 

Mr. Wright then returned to the Bar, and with 
the assistance of Mr. Pike, the pilot from the 
George, in another boat, by his perseverance, zeal,. 
and superior abilities, found out the channel, and

' Thq inhabitants frpra. the villages, adjacenjt to 
the entrance of the river flocked to our, v^ssqls, 
and put on board each a native pilot, tp conduct 
them up tlie rivier, to this place; qxpressing tljeir 
extreme abhorrence of the savage ^lajirattas, and 
congratulating eaqh other on. th^. happy day that 
brings them under the British Government. 

Between six and seven o'clock P.M. tlie fleet 
got undqr weigh, to procee:d up the river, but from 
the dark;^es8 of tlie night, aud^ a. v(?r;jr heavy fall 
of rain, with the native pilots objecting to pro- 
ceed, they were oWiged alniost immediately to 
come to anchor again. 

On the' morning of the 2]s.t, thq vessels came 
up as far as possible, but finding they made but 
little progress, and hearing diffcreijit reports that 
a party pf Mahrattas who had been detaqhed from 
Balasore to support their posts at tlie,(jhauxsi be- 
t\yeei) this and Jellasore, was returning by forced 
marches to the. defence, or to plunder anddqstroy 
tbe town (the latter the most probable report), I 
gamq to the determination, with <he most cordial 
concurrence of Captain Peter Grant, of imme- 
diately quitting the gun vessel and transports, and 
I)roce;edjng up the river as far, as possible, with two 
si^j-ppunders, &c. and as many fighting men as the 
boats wfoiild hold. After tAto hours ^rcat exertion 
Vf'^ arrived at a clear, sppt of gfourtct, the e,bb-tide 
having set in. We were^told by some of the in- 
habitants, that it was only four miles by land, to 
Balaspre, but tha;t it would tak^,two or.tjireeinore 
flood-tides to carry us up to it. I dt^emcd.it ne^ 
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ctSiSLvy to tonsult with Captain P. Grant on the 
practicability of carrying the town, fire, without 
bur guns, and he being fully of opinion with mc 
(on our seeing the state 6f the country leading to 
it) tha):no time should b^ lost in making the at^ 
tempt, in consequence of which we landed near 
300 from the boats, rank and file, and directed 
our march towards the town over paddy fields 
inundated from one to three feet in water. 

On approaching the town the detachment halted 
to rest and refresh thp men, when I made the best 
disposition of my force that I was able for the 
attack. 

About this period intelligence was brought nie. 
that the military commander of the enemy, by 
name Nana, had put the Fouzdar, Moro Pundit^ 
In confinement, because he wished to come over 
to the English; and that Nana, with the force 
under his command, was determined to dispute 
our getting possession of the town and Factory 
House. 

The entrance into the town, and until near the 
Factory House, isonecontimied strong defile, which 
we soon found wab lined witli both cavalry and 
infantry, by their firing on our advanced party ; 
but that patty pushing forward until very neat 
them, aiid a flanking party 1 had detached, ap- 
proaching them iat the aame period, both giving a 
pteady kiid well-flirectdd fire; the enemy was in- 
stantly routed from their first position with' consi- 
derable loss ; they sdy in all ten or twelve men fell 
The detachtnent kept nibving forward, under a 
tedious fire from the tops of houses^ the entrances 
of lanes, and from behind walls arid' heights, re- 
turning a spirited fire at intervals until it gained 
the factory house With a loss Only of one Sepoy 
killed, and thr^e wounded, when tne whole busi- 
ness subsided, ' ' 
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Parties were immediately posted ii» all direction^ 
outside of the Factory Ho\i$e, to keep fij awesomq 
of the enemy, who vcre sniping at us, ^W fron^ 
jvhich-I attribute his not ,being ableto ai^noy us 
further. « .. 

I had yritten n. letter to Moro .Pundit, the 
Fouzdar, from the entrance qf the Balasore RiKei> 
adyi^iiig him of jny haviijg a letter for hini from 
His Excellency the Most Noble the Governor 
peneral, &c, and wished he would pojnt put some 
tneans .of my communicating with him, and for 
wlijch piif pose a gentleman with me would be ready 
to meet him, or any person he should depute. I 
received in return ^ verbal answer of Salam, arid 
that he had received my letter. 

His Excellency's letter I sent, imniediately aflei* 
gaining possession of th6 Factory House, to a part 
of the outside of the town called the Marhatta Fort^ 
to Moro Pundit ; but only a similar answer to the 
foregoing was returned. The men who carried 
the letter infornied me, that the enemy was quit- 
ting it with precipitation, and at day break this 
morning I took possession of it. 

We found in it three old unserviceable iron 
guns on decayed carriages, one apparently a six- 
pounder, another ^ four-pounder, aaid a one- 
pouiider. No shot, or ammunition of any de- 
scription. A small quantity of grain of different 
kinds, and two xphests, containing papers relative 
to the' Sirkar, which shall be taken thb greatest 
care of. 

I have directed jEnsign \Vilson, of the Engineers, 
to report oh ^tate o^ the post, which Is certainly 
much superior in strength and convenience to tlie 
one we now possess ; likewise on the Factory 
House and Compound; which shall be sent to 
you in the course of a few days. 
' The procjamation in Eaglish, with a translation 
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of t^c same in HindoostaQee, were isstie;d this 
niorning; and sixnilar on^ss sent mut^d. and pro- 
claiiped by Wat of arum thrdugb. the town andfthe 
villages near*; and it is with peculiar pleasure t 
report the inhabitants returning to every house in 
great ijiSnbers. ' ' 

Many of the principal inhabitants, merchants, 
Stc. waited ori me last iiight and this morning; 
expressfng uiicommon satisfaction at being taken 
under the protectioaof the British government. ' 

I have received the most marked attention, anc| 
some little information respecting tlie flight of the 
Cnemy^ from M\\ Princely, the Danish resident at 
this place. 

By this day's dawk, I have comraiunicated to 
Lieutenant Colonel Campbell, or olSicer com- 
manding at Cuttack, my being in possession of 
this place, &c. &c; But I much fear the commu- 
nication is not open, no dawk for the lastthree days 
having arrived here from the Southward; but 
Captain Grant will endeavour this evening to dis- 
patch by a private Jlircarrah a duphcate of the 
same/ 

The dawk arrived this day, (and has always 
been regular) from Calcutta, but I have received 
no letter from Lieutenant Colonel Fergusson. To- 
morrow I shall certainly receive an answer to my 
Iptter to him of the 20th, when ever^ means in our 
power shall be taken to facilitate his approach to 
tjiis place, by pushing towards him a party, to col- 
lect boats, &c. &c. at the different Nullahs. 

I have just received accounts, which I have every 
reason to confide in, that nie ^nemy who were sta- 
tioned between tlii> and^Jell^spre, at the different 
Ghauts, . girc flying through' the Jungles to gain 
tlje hills, and I sincerely believe in three, days' 
more not a single IVIarhatta ^ill be found bcjtwecn 
this and Jellasore. ' ' - 
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The gun vessel and transpbrts are not yet iri slgh't, 
owing to the very strbhg <iufrtnt that prevails in 
the riv^r. , 

To-morrow I shall c6mniurii<^teYurih^rt6 you,, 
on this, ancl the mode to be adopted for brihgmg 
the sick 'of the iletachrtietit, and ihc whol^ of the 
^gg^ge,from the ships Alexander anil 'i^fane, lying 
Jh the Roi^s. 

l^ertaiit rfie'to WqUeSt the favor bf ydur recom- 
mending 'to his exc^flency^ the bfiicefs ipH men of 
iny detachment, wjio' cdnducteu thems^Iv^es with 
great steadiiies^, and 1 may ^dd gallaiitfy,'When I 
con$id*er4l{e concealed aiad'heivv fire from riear'six 
hundred of the enemy, Which they Would have 
sustained, had they not been dislodgetl by niy ^- 
Vance ind'flanking/pirti^.

On thei30tK of September, Captdin Morgan cte* 
tached two companies of Sepoys, under the cdni- 
Oiand of Lieutenant Slye, to the to\rn of SooTt>tig, 
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6f October, Lieuten.ajjt Slye attacked and defeateil 
a patty of the eneriiy, >vhich had been posted at a 
Village a short distance from Sbofong. The cfc- 
tachment under Lieutenant Slye, having t>een 
tfeinfprced by another pompany from Balasore, 
took possession of Sborong, on trie 5d of October, 
^vlthout further opposition. 

On the 4th of October, a delacbment of native 
infantry, with a detachment from His Exceliency 
the Governor Gfenerars body guard, under the 
command of Lieutenant Colonel Fergussoti, which 
had CBtered the province of Cuttack from Jella- 
sore, arrived at Balasore, without opposition. 

On thd lOthj Colonel Fergusson proceeded to- 
wards Cuttack, at which place a part of his de- 
tachment had arrived on the 2d October. Durin^g 
the whole of his march, Lieut. Col. Fergusson 
received every assistance from the inhabitant^ 
who expressea tlie utmost satisfaction at the pros- 
^jpect or being relieved from ^e oppressions to 
which they were Subjected by the Manrattas, and 
of being speedily placed under the protection of 
the British Government 

On the 6th of September, a detachment of Bri- 
tish troops, under the command of Lieutenant-* 
Colonel P. Powell, crossed the Jumna, and en- 
tered the province of Bundelcuiid. 

On the l6th of September, Lieutenant Colonel 
Powell was joined by Rajah Himmut Behadur, 
with his forces near 1 eroa. 

The united detachments reached the river Cane, 
01 the 23d of September. The troops of Sbumsbere 
Behadur were encamped on the opposite bank of 
the river in considerable strengtli. 

Having reduced several forts in the vicinity of 
his camp, and having established the British au- 
thority in the territory lying between the Jumna 
and the Caiie, Colonel Powell, accompanied by 
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Himnnit Behadur, crossed the latter river on the 
10th of October. 

The following extract of a letter from Colonel 
Powell) is published by command of His Excel- 
lency the Most Noble the governor General in 
Council. 

To Lieut. Col J. Gerard, Adjutant General^ 
Head Quarters. 
Sir, 

In my dispatch of yesterday, His Excellency the 
Commander in Chief will have been informed, of 
ttiy having crossed the Cane River, and of ^ the 
Communication which immediately thereupon took 
place betwixt the Nawaub Shumshere ^ahaduiv 
and myself. 

After the dispatch of my letter of yesterday, I 
received another • intimation frqm Shumshere's 
Vakeel, informing me of his master's being forced 
by the persuasion of his Sirdars, to risk an en* 
gagement witli the detachment under my com- 
mand. 

This morning I accordingly made the necessary 
arrangements f^r meeting him. At half past ten 
o'clock, the detachment after a most fatiguing 
maroh of six hours over a very uneven country, 
came in sight of Shumshere's army, drawn out in 
line of battle upon this ground, and their camp all 
struck. Shumshere's line covered a great extent, 
and as it was advantageously posted, and they ap- 
peared advancing, I had every exoectation of a 
general action. I advanced . in columns of l;>at- 
talious, within 15200 yards of the enemy; I de- 
ployed into line with an intention of advancing 
in that form as far as the ground would permit ; 
but just as the line was formed, a gun of Raja^ 
Himmut Behadur's "was fired, which wa^^iistakkta 
as a signal for opening bur guns, which- immodi'' 
ately commencei a cannonade. Aft^ fiva mi- 
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mitra firiag, tlw? gun> vew tgniu limbered, in con- 
sequence dT heavy ploughed fields,, which Fendered 
it impoasible to get them along by the drag ropes. 
Whte advanced five hutidred yards more, our guns 
recommenced firing. Those of the eQep)y had till 
now continued playing upon our line, with little 
or no effect^ but ^oon aft?r our guns opened a se- 
cond time, those of Shumshere ceased firing, 
whereupon our guns were again limbered, and the 
whole line advanced asfast as possible, upon which 
Shumsherc's army began to retire ; I therefore or- 
dered Captain Webber, with the squadron of ca- 
valry, and Galloper with 500 of Rajah Himmut 
Behadur's Horse, Icp pursue the enemy, which they 
did for three miles, and got within reach of firing 
iipon them with the galloper, which opened upon a 
body of 1500 horse, with great effecl; when they 
continued to retreat at too great a speed for their 
pursuers to come up with them, whose horses from 
being twelve hours saddled were completely jaded* 
Our loss, as fai- as I have learnt, does not exceed 
eight or ten natives killed and wounded ; but 
amongst the casualities I am sorry to inform you» 
that Captaip Farley Smith is included; he was, 
killed by the first cannoa shot from the enemy. 

At two o'clock P. M. I encamped on the spot 
where Shumshere's camp stood, and it is my inten*^ 
tion to pursue him to-morrow morning to the place 
where I understand he is gone. 

I have further to desire you M^ill report to Hi* 
Excellency, that the behaviour of the wbolq of the 
detscchment during this day, was such as to merit 
my entire approbation. The following aie tbe 
^articles taken from the enem3r :— -Two smidl guns, 
two tumbrils with ammunition, fourteen horae^- 
aiid ten gun bullocks. 
The ^jab has had seventeen men, aod sa^itcea 
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horses, killed and x^ounded. The low erf the 
enemy, I have not yet ascertained,"

Camp Four MiU$ to the Wtttwatd 
ojCatsowljft Novmbef l$t, 1803. 

Mr Lord, 
I HAV£ the honor to infovm your Excellency^ 
that I marched from Agra on the 27th ultimo, m 
pursuit of the Mahratta force, which Mras coqA'- 
posed of the brigades which had been detached 
from tl)e Dekan in the early part of the campaign, 
and of a £tw battalioM which had effected their 
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escape from Delhi. I was the more anxious to de- 
feat this corps from itSi beiog funiished with a nu- 
merous artillery. Owing to the detention the army 
met with from a heavy fallof rain* it was not until 
the S9th tjiat it reached a camp to the westward of 
Futtipoon , Jrom inteUigence I received here of 
the rapid manner in which the Mahratta army war 
moving, I determined to leave the heavy artillery, 
with u proper detachment of infuitry for its pro- 
tection, and to pursue the enemy by forced 
marches, in the nope of being able the more 
q)ee4ily to come up with hita. On the 31st, the 
army, encamped* at a short distance from the 
ground which the enemy had quitted the same 
mort^ingr Possessed of this intelligence, I re- 
sol v€d to make an effort to overtake him with all 
the cavalry of the army, in the intention of delay- 
ing him' by a light engagement, until the infantry 
should be able to come up. To this ^d the ca- 
valrjr marched at twelve last night, and having^ 
perrormed a distance, of more than forty miles in 
iwenty-four hoqrs, came up with the enemy this 
morning soon after day break. From the suddeu 
manner in which I came upon the enemy, I ven- 
tured to make an attack with the cavalry alone, 
supported by the mounted artillery, but finding 
him too advantageously posted, to hope for com- 
plete success without too much risk, I drew the 
cavaliy out of reach of cannon shot, and waited 
the arrival of the infantry. Soon after their ar- 
rival, I made a general attack upon the enemy's 
position, the result of which I have the satisfaction 
of informing your Excellency has been a complete 
though I sincerely lament to add,, dear bought 
victory. The enemy were totally defeated, with 
the loss of all their cannon, ti^nbrils, and baggage; 
but fhis important advantage has only been gained 
by the lofii of many valuabk officeis^ the principal 
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of whom, are Major General Ware, Colonel V«n^ 
deleur, Major Griffiths, Major Campl^llj the De- 
puty Quarter Master General, and* my Aide de 
Camp Lieutenant Duval» who gloriously fell in this 
honorable contest. 

I hiive not been able to ascertain the exact ac* 
count of our loss in killed and wounded, returns of 
which, with a detailed account of this impottant 
affair, I shall have the honor of transmitting to 
your Excellency by the first opportunity.

him, and Major Lake is severely, but not danger- 
ously wounded.

My LoRPx 

In my dispatcli of yasterdav*s date, I did my*^ 
«elf the homor to state for your LordBhip's infbrma^ 
iHMiy some, particulars of the march of the army 
from Agra to the-camp it now occupies, together 
with the general result of the action which took 
place yesterday. I now have the honor/ to send 
your Excellency a more dej:ailed acdount of that 
affair. 

After a forced march of twenty-five miles, 
which was performed by the cavalry in a little 
more than mk hours^ I came up with the eoemy^ 
*wbo appeared to be upon their retreat, and in such 
cimfusKODy.that I was tempted* to try tlie effect of 
an attack upon him with the cavalry aldtieT By 
catting the embankment of a large reservoir of 
water, the enemy had rendered the road very 
difiicult to pass, which caused axx>nsiderabie delay 
ia the advancp of the cavalry ; of this the ememy 
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had availed him$e1f to take an advantageous poiV 
having his right upoo a rivuleti whipb we had t<> 
cro$s» and hja left upon the villi^ of La&wvee; 
the whole of his tront was amply provided witb 
artillery. I was prevented from discovering tlw- 
change in tlie situation of tht enemy by the 
quantity of dust which, when once: clear of tho 
water, totally obscured him from our sight; I 
therefore proceeded in the execution of my dc- 
aigtif by which I hoped to prevent bis retreat into 
the hills, and secure iiis guns; directing the ad«> 
vanced guard, and first brigade, commanded by 
Colonel Vandeleur, upon tl^ point wh^e I had 
observed the enemy in motion, hut which proved 
to he the left of his new position*; the remainder 
of the caralry I ordered to attack in succession^ 
as soon as they coald form after passing the tU 
vulet 

Tlie charge of the advanced guard under Major 
Qrifflthy and that of the first brigade^ led by 
Colonel Vandeleur, was nciade with much gallantry ; 
the enemy's line was forced, and the cavalry pene<« 
trated into the village ; they still however con- 
tinued to be exposed to a most galling fire of 
cannon and mnsquetry, whicfa^ as it Mfas impossibte 
under such circumstances to form the squadrona. 
for a fresh attack, determined me to. withdraw 
them. The guns which had &llen into our hands 
could not be brought away^ from the want of 
hulloeks. In this charge. Colonel Vandeleur fell^ 
mortally wounded ; in him the service has lost a 
most valuable officer. 

The attacks of the other brigades were con* 
dueted with the same spirit, but allter takings 
stT^ral of: the enemy's guns^ being still fired upon» 
without being able to discover the enemy^ they ^ 
retired in good order, retaining possession of a 
part of the artillery. In the pcdbrmance of tbiSr 
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service, the third brigade, consisting of His Ma- 
jesty's 29th regiment and the fourth regiment of 
native cavalry, under the command of Uiat meri' 
torious officer, Colonel Macan, met my entire ap- 
probation. 

The infiintrv having marched at three A. M. 
arrived upon tne banks of the rivulet about eleven 
o'clock. AftfiTM long a march, it was absolutely 
necessary to allow some time for the men to ne- 
iresh themselves^ during which the enemy sent 
in to say that, if certain terms were allowed them, 
they were willing to surrender their guns. Anxious 
tb prevent the further effusion of blood, I directed 
a letter to be written, acquiescing in their pro- 
posals, and allowing them an hour to decide; in 
the mean time the several columns for the attack 
were formed. The infantry formed in two columns 
upon the left; the first, composed of the right 
Hirmg under the commandof Major General Ware, 
was destined to gain the enemy's right flank, 
which he had thrown back since the morning, 
leaving a considerable space between it and the 
rivulet, and to assault tne village of Laswaree ; 
the second, composed of the left wing tinder 
Major General St. John, was to support the first 
column. The 3d brigade , of cavalry, under CoL 
Macan, was to support the infantry ; the second 
brigade, under Lieutenant Colonel Vandeleur, 
w^ detached to the right, to be ready to take 
advantage of any confusion in the enemy's linc^ 
and to attack him upon his retreat; thd brigade 
under Colonel Gordon composed the rieserve, and 
was formed betweeuxthe 8d and 3d brigades* As 
many of the field pieces as could be brought up, 
with the gallopers attached to the cavalry, formed 
four different batteries. 

At the expiration of the time which I had al- 
lowed the enemy to decide,. I orderid the infantry 
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io advance ; as soon a^ they became Exposed to 
the enemy'^ guns, the four batteries commenced 
their fire, and continued to advance, though op- 
posed by a greatt superiority, both in nuinbet and 
weight df metal. 

When the t6th Regiment, M^hich headed the 
attack, had arrived at the paiiit from which I in-^ 
tended to riiake the charge, they were so ihiich 
eicpbsed to the endmy's fire, and losing tt:eh so 
fast, that I judged it prefetablfe to proceed to th6 
itttackwith that regiment, and as tnany of the native 
Infantry as had closed to the ffont, to losing tiifle 
in waiting until the rertainder of the cOlumjL 
should be able to form, the m^trch of which fadd 
been retarded by impediments in the advance. - 

As soon as this hanaful of heroes AVer e arrived 
Within reach of the enemy 'i canister shot, . a most 
tremendous fire was opened upon thetii.' The loss 
they Sustained was v^ry severe^ and sufficient ftlooe 
to prevent a regular advance j at this moment the 
enemy's cavalry attempted to cliargci but were 
Repulsed by the fire of this gallant body; they 
however rallied at a short distance, itnd assumed 
so menacing a posture,, that 1 thought it advisable 
to order them to be attacked by the cavalty ; this 

• service fell to the share of His Majesty's 29th 

• Regiment, Commanded by Captain Wade T Major 
6nflfkh having at that instant been unfortunately 
killed by a cannon shot), and was performed with 
the greatest gallantr^t, and in a manner which en* 
titles Captain Wade^ and every officer and soldier 
in the regiment to my wannest acknowledgments. 
The remainder df th6 first column of infantry 
arrived just in time to jqin in the attack of the 
Enemy's reserve, which was formed in the rear of 
kis line, with its left upon the village of Laswaree, 
and its right thrown back. 

About this time Major General Ware fell dead, 

y 
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his head being carried off by a cannoi;i shot. He 
was a gallant officer, and one whose loss 1 deeply 
lament^ On his death the comn>and of this colamn 
devolved upon Colonel Mac Donald, who, though 
woundecl, continued to acquit himself in this 
iniportant command very much to my satisfaction. 
The enemy opposed a vigorous resistance to the 
last, and it was not until he had lost his guns, that 
he abandoned his post. Even then his left M'ing 
did not fly, but attempted to retreat in spood 
order ; in this, however, they were frustmted by 
His Majesty's 27th Regiment, and the 6th Regi- 
foent of native cavalry, under the command of 
Lieutenant Colonel Vandeleur, who broke in upon 
the column, cut several to pieces, and drove the 
rest in prison^s, with the wliole of the baggage. 

Severe as the loss has been which we have sus* 
tained in the achievement of this complete vic- 
tory, that of the enemy has been far greater. 
With the exception of upwards of 2000 who have 
been taken prisoners (of which number J have 
only detained the principal officers, amounting to 
.forty-eight), I have reason to believe that very 
few escaped the general slaughter. 

It would be a violation of my feelings were I 
to close my dispatch without bearing testimony 
to the gallant conduct of Major Mac Leod and 
Captain Robertson of His Majesty's 76th Regi- 
ment, and of every officer and soldier of that in- 
estimable corps, in the attack of the village of 
Laswaree. Major Gregory, too, at the head of 
the 2d Battalion 12th Regiment of Native In- 
fantry, in the same service displayed a conduct 
highly meritorious. 

In the list of those officers who particularly 
distinguished themselves, I cannot omit the names 
of Lieutenant Wallace of His Majesty's 27th Re- 
giment, who was entnfctcd with the command of 
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a battery of gallopers, nor that of Lieutenant 
Dixon of the 6th Regiment Native Cavalry, who 
was employed in the same service. 

The whole of my StaiFupon this, as upon every 
former occasion, are entitled to a large share of 
praisf?, and to my warmest gratitude. The zeal 
which they displayed upon this memorable day, is 
too plainly proved by the enclosed returns of the 
killed and wounded. I have sustained a great loss 
by the deathof Major William Campbell, the De- 
puty Quarter Master General, and by that of my 
Aid-de-Carap, Lieutenant I)uyal, of His Majesty's 
19th Light Dragoons, who was a young man of 
great promise*

P. S. In the hurry which I wrote my dispatch 
of yesterday's dat^ I fear I did not explain to 
your Lordship, that the enemy's corps which we 
have defeated, comprized the whole of the fifteen 
regular battalions which had been sejit fr(?m the 
Dekan, under the command of Monsieur Duder- 
neg, and two battalions of the same description 
which had escaped fro^n Delhi. I therefore have 
the satisfaction of congratulating your Excellency, 
upon the annihilation of the whole of the regular 
force in Scindiah's service commanded by French 
Officers.

Mr Lord, 

I NTOi?^ proceed to give your EatcettenCy a dc* 
tailed account of Colonel Stevenson's operaticma 
against Asseerghur. 

On the I6th of October, he advanced to As- 
seerghur, and encamped three miles south of the 
Fort. The remains of the enemy'* infantry had 
fled towards the Nerbuddah on the preceding cfay, 
m the state in which I reported them to be, m mj 
letter of the 24th of October ♦ ; iQid Colonel Ste- 
venson therefore determined to attack Asseer- 
ghur. 

On the 1 8th, he reconnoitred the Fort, attended 
by a squadron of cavalry, and the native picquets 
of the infantry ; and having seen a favorable op- 
portunity, attacked the Pettah, and carried it, and 
made a lodgment within one huadved and itfty 
yards of thelower wall of the Fort. Ifi the even- 
ing, he reinforced the troops in the Fettah by a 
battalion. 

On the 19th, all the preparations were made for 
carrying on the siege; and two batteries were 
ready to^ open at two o'clock in the afternoon of 
tke SOth ) ttae to breach the upper wait, and another^ 
of four brass twelve-^pounders^ to destroy the de- 
fences of the lower wall 

On the IStb, Colonel Stetensdn had sent a flag" 
of truce to the Killedar to sunmion him to sur- 
render the Fort, to which message he did not re-' 
ceive a decided answer. The communication was

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continued; but Colonel Stevenson did notMlax 
his operations against the Fort^ as tliere w^ reason 
to believe that the negotiation was carried on^ 
only to give timefb Dowlut Rao Scindiah to coihc 
to its relief Before opening his batteries, Colonel 
Stevenson apprised the Kiiledar of the teriM on 
which he should surrender the Fort^ %vhich were, 
that the garrison should march out with their pri« 
vate property, and be allowed to go where the^ 
might think proper, and that their arrears should 
he paid to the amount of twenty thousand rupees. 

After the batteries had opened about an hour^ a 
wliite flag was shewn from the walls of the Fort« 
which was the signal which had been. agreed upon/ 
in case the terms should be accepted; hostages 
were sent down, and an engagement made that the 
Fort should be delivered up on the following 
morning. It was accordingly evacuated; the 
garrison carried off their property in security, and 
received the sum agreed to be paid to them. 

Colonel Stevenson mentions in high terms the 
conduct of the officers and troops under his com- 
mand ; and I cannot omit to take this opportunity 
of expressing to your Excellency my sense of th6 
merits of Colonel Stevenson, and of thfc body of, 
troops under his command. Upon every occasion 
I have received from the Colonel the most cordial 
iind zealous assistance ; and the troops under his 
command are in the highest stateof discipline and 
order, and fit for any service in which they can be 
employed. 

Oh the 1 6th, nine -officers^ four sejjeants, and 
one matross, formerly in the service of Dowlut 
Rao Scindiah, deliv*ered themselves up to Colonel 
Stevenson, under your Ejccelkucy^s prockmatiffli 
of the 89th of August. . 

I have the hondr to enclose a li$t of their names, 
and a copy of the order issued by Colonel Steven* 
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son to provide for their subsistence. Lieutenant 
Stuart also deliverecj himself up at Poonah in the 
end of the last month. I have called for accounts 
of the regulated pay and allowances which those 
persons received in the ^service of Dowlut Rao 
'Scindiah, which I shall hereafter have the honor 
of transmitting to your Excellency. 

I have the honor to enclose a return of the killed 
and wounded of the troops under the command of 
Colonel Stevenson, during the operations against 
Assecrghur. Hereafter I shall have the honor of 
transmitting returns of the ordnance, stores, grain^ 
and other property captured in that Fort.

I HAVE tha honor to inclose the copy of a letter 
which 1 have received from Captain O'Donnell, of 
the 1st Regiment of Cavalry, in which He gives a 
detailed account of an affair of no very great im- 
portance, but in which he and the detachment of 
troops undpr his command appear to have con- 
ducted themselves in an exemplary manner. 

1 likewise inclose the copy of an order, which I 
have issued to the troops under my command upoa 
this occasion. 

• The party which attacked Captain O'Donnell, 
are a banditti, which infest the frontiers of His 
Highness the Soub^h of the Dekan, and that of 
His Highness the Peishwah; and are formidable 
from their numbers and boldness. It does not ap- 
pear thiit they belong to any particular chief, al- 
though it is said tliat they belong to the late 
Killedar of- Ahmednuggar; but I have reason to 
'believe that this person discharged all his troops, 
and that he joined Dowlut llao Scindiah in 
camp. - 

' As there is no established authority, or even an 
atknowledgcd boundary on any part of the frontier, 
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and the Killedars and other officers on T)dth sides 
have been in the habit of carrying on private wars 
against each other, 1 am induced to believe that 
they have encouraged this banditti, for (the pur- 
poses of their own wars. While I was on the fron- 
tier of course their operations ceased ; but they 
have now recommenced them, and I suspect that 
they are too strong for their former employee.

On the morning of the 27th ultimo, as the detach- 
ment approached the Mud Fort of Kurjet^ about 
twenty-two Coss to S. S. E. of this place, we per- 
ceived a body of Peons drawn up a little to the 
left of the place, I immediately ordered a Jema- 
dar and twelve Sepoys to conduct the followers 
and baggage then up, under the walls of the fort, 
and with the remainder I advanced to reconnoitre, 
and learn who they belonged to. As we ad- 
vanced they continued to retire. On ascending a 
small rising ground, I was much surprized at dis- 
covering a large body of horse, drawn up in the 
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bed of a Nullah, and not more than seven hnn* 
dred yards in front of the ground, Which our little 
party then occupied. In this situation I was 
under the necessity of returning to the Fort. 
While marching back, the horse made two efforts 
to get between us^aad the place, but failed in both 
and suffered someikls9. in the attempt. It was 
some time before I coMiS^^t admittance into the 
Fort : on enteringj^t knitted Lieutenant Morgan, 
with twenty-five Sepbj's, to take post at the prin- 
cipal gateway, and accompanied' by Lieutenant 
Bryant, and the remainder of the Sepoys, I pro- 
ceeded to examine the size and state of the place. 
We had not proceeded more than half v/ay round, 
when we were obliged to return to the assistance 
of the party left at the gate. I had just joined 
Mr. IMorgan and formed Uie whole of the Sepoys, 
when about three hundred of the enemy *s infantry 
entered at different parts of the Fort, and ad- 
vanced within one hundred yards of us, they kept 
up a galling fire upon' our people for about half au 
hour, killed one Sepoy and wounded two more. 
Our situation at this time was extremely precari- 
ous, without some immediate step was taken to 
oblige the enemy to leave the place. We could 
spare but fifty men to oppose three hundred with* 
outgiving up the gate, through which the whole 
of their cavalry might attack us in the rear. How- 
ever with this little party we sallied out on them, 
and pursued them from street to street until we 
drove them entirely out of the place. Their loss 
must have been very considerable, they left twen- 
ty-five men killed behind them, mostly Arabs. 
About two hours after this theylentered the Fort 
a second time, more in numbers, and we^again 
drove them out with great loss on their side. From 
the great extent of the place and its being aoces' 
sible at so many different places, even for cavalry, 
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that I. found it tiHetlj impossible to keep them 
out, add to this, our ammunition was nearly ax^ 
pended. The villagers would render no assistance, 
on the contrary encouraged the enemy to come in, 
and gave them every- information regarding our 
situation., 'l)uring the. night of the S7th, I em- 
ployed the whole of the followed of every de- 
scription, in barricading the different streets lead* 
ing to the post we hacftakeri up^ procured water 
for the people to serve, them during the day^ and 
acquainted Captain Graham at Abmednuggur 
with our situation. 

About seven o'clock in the morning of the S8th. 
I learned that a large party had taken post, in the 
second Killedar's housct though the day before he 
positively refused to admit a small party of 3epoys, 
even to procure a little water, whicn we were much 
distressed for the want of About eight, I could 
plainly see^from the works over the gate that the 
place was crowded with both horse and foot, and 
that they were preparing to attack. At ten, they 
opened a heavy fire of musketry on us from tops 
of the principal houses in the Fort, and continued 
this for the space of two hours without being able 
to hurt any of our people ; gaining confidence from 
our silencjs, they advanced on us froih all tlie 
places accessible around. By this time I had sixty 
brave fellows ready to receive them, which they 
did in the most gallant manner, and in return at- 
tacked them and drove them from every part of 
the Fort; took their standard, killed one of the 
Sirdars, and about fifty of the men. This was the 
last time they attempted to disturb us, an4 we re- 
mained this and the whole of the next dayper^ 
fectly quiet The cavalry, to the amount of tea 
or twelve hundred, , still continued to hover about 
the place. Captain Lucas, with three companies 
of the Sd Battalion 3d Regiment, arrived on the

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morning of tfee 30th, and reltevcel'ns fr6m oar tits - 
agreeable sitiiatiofi. 

• I feel it a duty, which I most cheerfully fulfil, 
in reporting to Vou, Sir, the cordial and able as- 
sistance I received during this short, bnt actire 
service, from Lieutenants Bryant and Morgan, 
and I in part attribute to their gallant exertions 
the saving of out little detacl'wnent from total de- 
stTQCtioB. The Sepoys in general I have reason to 
be pleased whh their conduct, ^s also of that part 
of the native officers belonging ta the 1st Bat- 
talion 12th Regiment Natrve Inftintry. 

AUow n>e now, Sir, to entertain the pleashig 
hope, «hat oup little exertions on the present oc* 
casion may meet with the approbation of the Ho- 
norable General Wellesley.

Extract from General Orders^ by the Honorable 
. Major General Well^slev, dated Camp at 
Bin/senholeyi IQth October, 1803. 

Major Goftcral Wellesley has received a report 
from Captain O'Doiinell of the 1st Reglnfirent of 
CaValry, fiwtt which it appears, that being on his 
iharch from Ahmednuggcr to join the divisioii of 
the army under the conmiand a^ Major General 
Campbell, wilh fixe Company of the 1st Battalion

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aSthRegim^t under Lieutenant MorgaQ> and the 
Mp^rnumerary Native non-commissioiied Oificefs, 
heretofore belonging to coq>$ in camp, and lately 
drafted into the extra battalions, he Was attacked^ 
by a body of Horse and of Peons, of 3uch num-T 
bers, as to induce Captain O'Donnell, to think it 
necessary, to take post in the village of Corjet 
Caraygaum. 

Here the attack vas renewed uposi this party, 
with additional violence, and Captain O'Donnell 
finding that his post was.abadone, and at aU 
events, too large for his party, barricaded, and - 
otherwise, strengthened such parts of it, as he was 
of opinion he could defend. He there remained 
with his small party without throwing away his 
ammunition, excepting when be could do it M'ith 
effect in judicious sallies, in three of 'which hd 
killed a number of the enemy, far exceeding that 
of his party, which remained in security till it was 
relieved from Ahm^dnuggur, at tlie distance of 
above forty jniles. 

Major General WeUesley returns his thanks to 
Captain O'Donnell, and Lieutenant Bryant; of the 
1st Regiment of Cavalry, and to Lieutenant Mof-, 
gani ami the company of the Ist Battalion ISth 
Kegiment, under his command, for their conduct, 
upon this occasion. 

He has been particular in detailing tlie circum- 
stances of this aifair, in general orders, in order 
that all offioers may know the advaata;^ which, 
with a small party of men, they may take, even of 
the most ruinous village, to protect themselves and 
the parties of troops under their command; 

To the division of the army under his command, 
it was scarcely necessary for vMajpr General VVc:!-, 
lesley to point out, that a small body of intaut^y, 
that keeps its order and reserves its fire, has but) 
little to fear from cavalry. But in case ^^ny oiicer 
in chfuige of a^^arty, shouid )»6 obliged from cir^ 
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^umstances,. to take post, he sees in the example 
set by Captain O'Donnell, the advantages he can 
take of tne numerous fortified villages in this 
country, and tlie credit he can gain, and the ser- 
vice he can render, by thus defending himself. 

Major General V/ellesley, will not fail to report 
to the Commander in Chief, his seiise of the con- 
duct of Captain O'Donnell, and of the party under 
]b^s cpmmaiui.

Campy at Cheese Kbair, November £, 1803^ 
Mr Lord, 

After I had sent off ray. dispatch to your Ex- 
cellency of the 24th of October. I received au- 
thentic accounts that the Rajah of Berar had passed 
through the Hills which form the boundary of 
Candeish, and had moved towards the river GodaT 
very. 1 therefore ascended the Adjuntee Ghaut 
on the 25th, and continued my march to the 
southward on the SOth, and passed Aurungabad oq 
the 29th. 

2. The Raiah had advanced gradually to thfs 
eastward, ana was at Lakeegaun, about twenty 
miles North from Puttun, when I arrived at Au- 
rungabad, and between that night and the night of 
the 31st, during the whole of which time I %va» in 
his neighbourhood, he moved his camp five times. 

3. On the 31st, he detached a body consisting 
pf 5000 horse, to endeavour to intercept a convoy 
consisting of 14^00 bullocks, which was going 
forward to join the troops on the frontier. This 
convoy, w^s protected by three' companies of the 
itd of the 8d Madras Native Infantry, with two 3- 
poupders under Captain Bayn^s; ^hich detach? 
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thent, with 400 Mysore horse, has fur some time 
been employed in convoying grain from the dis- 
tricts South of the Godavery to my camp, and by 
a company from the subsidiary force, and two 
companies from the corps serving at Hyderabad^ 
under the command of Captain Seton, 

4. They had marched from the Godav? ry on the 
morning of the 31st, and reached Amber, wherQ 
ibey were atta.cked^ and they succeeded in beating 
off the enemy, and in securing the convoy, which 
arrived in safety in my camp yesterday, notwith* 
standing the great superiority of numbers by whipl) 
fhey were attacked. 

5. I have the honor to inclose copies of the re-t 
ports of this action which I have received from 
Captain Baynes ; upon which I have to observe^ 
that it affords another instance of what can be 
done, by disciplined infantry, determined to do 
their duty, against very superior numbers of 
pavalnr. 

6. I beg leave also to take this opportunity tq 
.draw youf JLrOrdship's notice to the Mysore Ca- 
valry ,.under Bishnapah Pundit This corps^ which 
consists of 2,000 raen^ have performed all the light 
troops duties of this division of the army ; since 
I was detached from the Toombudra in the month 
of March last, they have performed the duties with 
the utmost cheerfulness, and a zeal which I have 
pever before witnessed in troops of this descrip- 
tion. They have frequently been engaged with 
the enemy's light troops, have always conducted 
themselves well, and have lost many men and 
Worses.

To Captain BARCtAT, Deputy A^utant General, 

Sir, 

I bEG you will rfport to the Honorable Major 
General Wellesley, that I was attacked this day 
about two o'clock, P. M. by about four or five 
thousand horse. They came on at first as if deter- 
mined to charge, but receiving a few .shots from 
ourgun«, they retired, and though they frequently 
came near us, as if to charge, and some ot them 
withiir musket shot, they were always driven back. 
Our loss is one European wounded, two sepoys 
wounded, and some Mysorcans killed and wound- 
ed, besides a few, (perhaps three) horses killed. 
The loss of the enemy is much greater, particularly 
in horses. I beg you to say to the General, that I 
shall take post till I receive his instructions, I write 
tkis by moonlight, which will, I hope, apologize 
for haste. We were under arms till about sunset ; 
at which time they were out of sight

Sir, 

I last night had the honor to inform you, that I 
had repulsed a body of Bhon^elah's hor^e, and 
have now (for the information oCthe Flonorable 
Major General Wellesley) to make you more fully 
informed of the circumstances. . 
. \ arrived with my convoy about twelve o*clock, 
and encamped near the town, with my right flank 
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to It, and my rear protected b)^ at hill. At two 
o'clock P. M. the attack began (without more than 
ten minutes warning of their approach) b^ tbMw- 
ing great numbers of rockets and advancing upon 
our left : this obliged me to change my front by 
wheeling ta the left; at the same time some of 
them were within musket shot. I then opened 
my guns, which stopped their approslch ; they at 
this time moved roond, as if to gain the rear, 
where the Brinjarees were; This movement ob- 
liged me to detach a party to cover .them, and 
having previously posted a company on the hill on 
fny rear, my line becartie very small ; to prevent 
their knowing my exact strength,* I drew up the 
MvTstore horses in our Hn^, . They came on repeat- 
edly as if to charge, but were always stopped by 
our guns. They continued to rocket us till dark, 
when they retired, I am totry to add tbat one 
hundred of the Gram bullocks were carried off, 
and same Britgaree bollocks (perhaps one htmdred) 
while at grass: I hnve the honor to euclofe 9 
list of the kflled atid Wounded.

FORT WILLIAM, Decembers^ 1803. 

HIS Excellency the Most Noble the Governor 
General, has this day received from the Honorable 
Major General Wellesley, a dispatch dated Jauni, 
November II, 1 80S, communicating the intelli* 
geoce that a Vakeel had been sent Jto Major Ge- 
nedtl Welleslev by Dowlut Rao Scindiah to treat 
for peace, and had arrived in Major General Wes- 
leslev's camp. 

The name of this Vakeel, who is a person of 
high family, is Jeswunt Rao Goorpara, and he is 
the nephew of the late Morari Rao of Gooty* The 
usual visits of ceremoity had taken place, and the 
. first conference had been held between M^or Gen. 
Wellesley, and the Vakeel of Dowlut Rao »^nd]idv 
on the subject of peace.

A DISPATCH, of which the following isail' 
extract, has been this day received, by His Ex* 
cellency the Most Noble the Governor General, 
from the Honorable Major General Wellesley. 

Camp^ Ftrdapore^ October 24> 1803» 
My Lord, 
I HAVE the pleasure to inform your Excellency, 
that Colonel Stevenson took possesson of the citv 
of Boorhanpoor, without opposition, on the l6th 
instant; he marehed to Asseerghur on the 17th, 
took possession of the Pettah on the 18th, opened 
a battery against the fort on the 20th, and obtained 
possession of it on the morning of the 21st. I 
have not yet received a detailed account of the 
manner in which Colonel Stevenson obtained pos- 
session of this important fortress, or whether 
be sustained any loss in the attack of the Pettah 
pn the 18th, or of the fort 

2. Aftef 1 had arrived at Poolmery about \B 
miles noith from Aurungabad, I found that the 
enem^ did not advance to the southward, as I ha4 
been mformed they first intended, and in the night 
of the 15th, I received a particular account of the 
disposition of their troops, baggage, &c. which . 
convinced me that they intenoea to interrupt 
CoL Stevenson's operations at Asseerghur. 

3. I therefore marched on the l6th to the North* 
ward, and descended the Ghaut on the l^th* 
Scindiah had moved to the Northward, but he 
halted as soon as he found I had returned ; and 
he was yesterday at Aboon on the Taptee. The 
Rajah of Berar has separated from him, and it is 
said, has gone towards Chandore. I suspect that 

. the report has been circulated with a view to draw 

B B 
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'me to the Southward again ; but as Colonel Ste- 
venson has got possession of Asseerghur, and is 
fully equal to any thing that can be sent against 
him, it is my intention to >aasc€nd the Ghaut im- 
mediately. 

4. Sixteen officers and Serjeants belonging to the 
Campoos have joined Colonel Stevenson, under 
your Excellency's proclamation of the 29th of 
August. I will her-eatter send a list of their names, 
and an account of the pay each is to receive. The 
h.fantry retired towards *the Nerbudda when Col. 
Stevenson approached Boorhanpoor, and by all ac- 
counts it is Completely dcetroyed and disorganized. 
It is impossible to form ft into corps again, and it 
is not'prob&ble that it will ever be of any service 
to Dowlut Rao Scindiah. 

5. 1 have directed Colonel Stevenson to leave a 
garrison in Asseerghur, and to deliver the districts 
depending upon that fortress to the charge of the 
servants of the Soobah of the Dekan. Your Ex- 
cellency will observe, that this is the last of the 
possessions of Dowlut Rao Scindiah in the Dekan ; 
and the operations of tlic twops will now be di- 
rected against those of the Rajah of Ikrar.

FORT WILLIAM, December 14, 1803. 

ADVICES have been this day reeived from 
Lieutenant Colonel P. Powell, dated Camp at Cal- 
pee the 4th December, 1803, communicating the 
satisfactory information of the surrender of the 
Fort of Calpee, to the detachment under the com- 
mand of Colonel Powell, at eleven o'clock on the 
forenoon of that day. 

The Killadar having refused to surrender the 
Fort on the summons of Colonel Powell, a bat- 
tery of two eigh teen-pounders and one howitzer 
was constructed within two hundred yards of the 
walls, and opened soon after day-light on the 4th» 
A heavy fire was kept up till eleven A. M. when 
the garrison proposed to surrender, and was per- 
mitted to march out with their arms and private 
Eroperty. The fortress was immediately occupied 
y a detachment of British troops. 

Captain D. Macleod of the 2d Battalion 11th 
Regiment Native Infantry, received a severe 
wound'while employed on duty at the battery, and 
one Sepoy was also wounded ; no other casualties 
of any description have occurred. • 

The inhabitants at Calpee have manifested the 
greatest confidence in the British Government, 
and satisfaction at the treatment which they ex- 
perienced from Lieutenant Colonel Powell. Many 
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of the inhabitants who had. quit ted their habita- 
tion$ on the approach of the British troops, re- 
turned to the town immediately after the surrender 
of the Fort to Colonel Powell.
